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PUBLISHERS' NOTE 

THE first edition of The Garden of the Soul, 
by Bishop Challoner, was published in 
1740, and it was reprinted without alteration 
in 1 741. Bishop Challoner was born in Sussex 
in 1 69 1, the son of a wine cooper, and was 
> educated (for he was received into the Catho- 
lic Church with his mother) at the College of 
English exiles of Douay. After twenty-six 
v years there as student, minor professor, 
^ and finally director of studies, he returned in 
^ 1730, a priest and a D.D., to the England of 
the Penal Laws. By personal service and by 
his writings he encouraged and fortified the 
secret and saddened but eager Catholicity of 
his countrymen. After eleven years he was 
. made coadjutor, and after another seventeen 
succeeded to the charge of the London Vica- 
riate. 

In the midst of harassings that often 
quickened into downright persecution, he 
carried on his work of organisation, of spiri- 
tual ministration, of care for the poor, and of 
Writing. His saintly life came to its end in 
1 78 1, six months after the furious Gordon 
Riots, during which, an aged and infirm man, 
he had seen the flames of the burning 
Catholic churches and heard the roar of the 
C mob that was seeking after him. 

The present edition of Challoner's justly 
popular devotional work reproduces the text 
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of the 1 741 impression almost in its entirety. 
In a few instances the spelling and punctua- 
tion have been altered to conform with 
modern usage. The book has also been ampli- 
fied by the inclusion of those Church services 
at which the faithful commonly assist.

Section I 

WHAT EVERY CHRISTIAN 
MUST BELIEVE 

1. T^VERY Christian must believe that 
-C# there is one God, and no more than 

one God : that this God is a pure Spirit, 
the Lord and maker of heaven and earth, 
who has neither beginning nor end, but is 
always the same ; is every where present, 
knows and sees all things, can do all things 
whatever he pleases, and is infinite in all per- 
fections. 

2. Every Christian is bound to believe, that 
in this one God there are three several persons, 
perfectly equal, and of the same substance : 
The Father, who proceeds from no one ; 
the Son, who is born of the Father before all 
ages ; and the Holy Ghost, who proceeds 
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eternally from the Father and the Son. And 
that these three persons have all the same 
age, the same power, the same wisdom, and 
are all three one and the same Lord, one and 
the same God. 

3- We must all believe, that this God created 
the angels to be with him for ever, and that 
one part of them fell from God by sin, and 
became devils. That God also created Adam 
and Eve, the first parents of all mankind, and 
placed them in the earthly paradise ; from 
whence they were justly banished for the sin 
they committed in eating of the fruit of the 
forbidden tree : and that by this transgres- 
sion of Adam we are all born in sin, and 
must have been lost for ever, if God had not 
sent us a Saviour. 

4- We are bound to believe in this Saviour 
of all mankind, Jesus Christ, the Son of God, 
true God, and true man ; -perfect God from 
all eternity, equal to his Father in all things ; 
and perfect man, from the time of his coming 
down from heaven for us, having a body and 
soul like us. 

5- We must believe, that this Jesus Christ 
our Saviour, who had long been foretold by 
the prophets, was at God's appointed time 
conceived in the womb of the Virgin Mary 
by the power of the Holy Ghost, without 
having any man for his father, and was born 
of her, she still remaining a pure virgin. 
That during the time of his mortal fife, 
he founded the Christian religion by his 
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heavenly doctrine and wonderful miracles, 
and then offered himself a sacrifice for the 
sins of the whole world, by dying upon a 
cross, to purchase mercy, grace and salvation 
for us. And that neither mercy, nor grace, 
nor salvation, either can, or ever could, since 
AdanCs fall, be obtained any otherwise, than 
through this death and Passion of the Son of 
God. 

6. We must believe, that Jesus Christ, after 
he had been dead and buried for part of 
three days, rose again on the third day from 
death to life, never to die any more; and that, 
for the space of forty days, he was pleased 
at different times to manifest himself to his 
disciples, and then ascended into heaven in 
their sight; where as mar he continually 
intercedes for us. From thence he sent down 
the Holy Ghost upon his disciples, to abide 
with them for ever, as he had promised, and 
to guide them and their successors into all 
truth. 

7. We must believe the Catholic or universal 
Church of Christ, of which he is the perpetual 
head, and his spirit the perpetual director ; 
which is founded upon a rock, and is ever 
victorious over all the powers of death and 
hell. This church is always one, by all its 
members professing one faith, in one com- 
munion, under one chief pastor succeeding 
St. Peter, to whom Christ committed his 
whole flock,, St. John xxi. 15, 16, 17. This 
same church is always holy, by teaching a 
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holy doctrine, by inviting all to a holy life, 
and by the eminent holiness of many of her 
children. She is Catholic or universal, by sub- 
sisting in all ages, by teaching all nations, 
and maintaining all truths ; she is apostolical, 
by deriving her doctrine, her communion, her 
orders, and her mission, by an uninterrupted 
succession, from the apostles of Christ. 

8. With this Catholic Church the scriptures 
both of the Old and New Testament were 
deposited by the apostles : she is, in her 
pastors, the guardian and interpreter of 
them, and the judge "of all controversies re- 
lating to them. These scriptures, thus inter- 
preted, together with the traditions of the 
apostles, are to be received and admitted by 
all Christians for the rule of their faith and 
practice. 

9. We must believe that Jesus Christ has 
mstituted^ in his church seven sacraments, 
or mysterious signs and instrumental causes 
of divine grace in our souls. Baptism, by way 
of a new birth, by which we are made children 
of God, and washed from sin. Confirmation, 
by which we receive the Holy Ghost by the 
imposition of the hands of the successors of 
the apostles, Acts viii. The Blessed Eucharist, 
which feeds and nourishes our souls with the* 
body and blood of Christ, really present under 
the forms of bread and wine, or under either 
of them. Penance, by which penitent sinners 
are absolved from their sins, by virtue of the 
commission given by Christ to his ministers, 
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St. John xx and St. M atu xviii. Extreme Unc- 
tion, which wipes away the relics of sin, and 
arms the soul with the grace of God in the 
time of sickness, St. James v. Holy Orders, by 
which the ministers of God are consecrated. 
And Matrimony, which, as a sacred sign of 
the indissoluble union of Christ and his 
church, unites the married couple in a holy 
band, and imparts a grace to them suitable 
to that state, E-ph. v. 

10. We must believe, that Jesus Christ has 
also instituted the great Eucharistic Sacrifice 
of his body and blood, in remembrance of 
his death and Passion. In this sacrifice he is 
mystically immolated every day upon our 
altars, being himself both priest and victim. 
This sacrifice is the principal worship of the 
new law, in which, and by which, we unite 
ourselves to Jesus Christ, and with him, and 
through him, we adore God in spirit^ and 
truth, give him thanks for all his blessings, 
obtain his grace for ourselves and the whole 
world, and pardon for all our sins, and those 
of the living and the dead. 

11. We must believe that there is, in the 
Catholic or universal Church of God, a 
communion of saints, by means of which we 
communicate with all holy ones, and in all 
holy things. We communicate with the saints 
in heaven, as our fellow-members under the 
same head Christ Jesus ; we give thanks to 
God for his gifts to them, and we beg a share 
in their prayers. We communicate with all 
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the saints upon earth, in the same sacra- 
ments and sacrifice, and in a holy union of 
faith and charity. And we communicate with 
the faithful (who have departed this life in a 
more imperfect state, and who, by the law of 
God's justice, are for a while in a place of 
suffering) by offering prayers and alms and 
sacrifice to God for them. 

12. We must believe also the necessity of 
divine grace, without which we cannot make 
so much as one step towards heaven. And 
that all our good, and all our merits, are the 
gifts of God. That Christ died for all men. 
That God is not the author of sin ; and that 
his grace does not take away our free-will. 

13. We must believe that Jesus Christ will 
come from heaven at the last day to judge 
us all. That all the dead, both good and bad, 
shall arise from their graves at the sound of 
the last trumpet, and shall be judged by him 
according to their works. That the good shall 
go to heaven with him, body and soul, to be 
happy for all eternity, in the enjoyment of 
the sovereign good; and that the wicked shall 
be condemned, both body and soul, to the 
torments of hell, which are most grievous 
and everlasting. 
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Section II 

WHAT EVERY 
CHRISTIAN MUST DO 

to obtain life everlasting 

If thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments. — St. Matt, xix, 

1. T^VERY Christian, in order to obtain 
■I— ' life everlasting, must worship God 
as his first beginning and last end. This wor- 
ship is to be performed first by faith, which 
makes both the understanding and the will 
humbly adore and embrace all those truths 
which God has taught, however obscure and 
incomprehensible they may be to our weak- 
ness. Secondly, by hope, which honours the 
infinite power, goodness, and mercy of God, 
and the truth of his promises, and upon these 
grounds raises the soul to an assured expec- 
tation of mercy, grace and salvation, through 
the merits of Jesus Christ. Thirdly, by char- 
ity, which teaches us to love God with our 
whole hearts, for his own sake, and our 
neighbours as ourselves, for God's sake. 
Fourthly, by the virtue of religion, the chief 
acts of which are adoration, praise, thanks- 
giving, oblation of ourselves to God, sacrifice 
and prayer, which ought to be the daily em- 
ployments of a Christian souL 
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2. We must fly all idolatry, all false religion 
and superstition, under which name are 
comprehended all manner of divinations, or 
pretensions to fortune-telling ; all witch- 
craft, charms, spells, observations of omens, 
dreams, &c. All these things are heathenish, 
and contrary to the worship of the true and 
living God, and to that dependence a Chris- 
tian soul ought to have on him. 

3. We must reverence the name of God 
and his truth, by a religious observance of 
all lawful oaths and vows, and by carefully 
avoiding all false, rash, unjust or blasphem- 
ous oaths and curses. 

4. We must dedicate some notable part of 
our time to his divine service ; and more 
especially consecrate to him those days that 
he has ordered to be sanctified, or kept holy. 

5. Under God we must love, reverence, and 
obey our parents, and other lawful superiors, 
spiritual and temporal, and observe the laws 
of the church and state. As also we must have 
a due care of our children, and of others that 
are under our charge, both as to their soul 
and body. 

6. We must abstain from all injuries to our 
neighbour's person, by murder, or any other 
violence ; and from all hatred, envy, and 
desire for revenge. As also from spiritual 
murder, which is committed by drawing him 
into sin, by words, actions, or ill example. 

7. We must abstain from adultery, and 
from all uncleanness of thoughts, words, 
and actions. 
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8. We must not steal, cheat, or any other 
way wrong our neighbour in his goods and 
possessions ; we must give every one his 
own, pay our debts, and make restitution 
for all unjust damages which we have 
caused, 

9. We must not wrong our neighbour in 
his character or good nature, by detraction 
or rash judgment ; or in his honour, by re- 
proaches and affronts ; or rob him of the 
peace of his mind, by scoffs and contempt ; 
or of his friends, by carrying stories back- 
wards and forwards. In all which cases, who- 
soever wrongs his neighbour, is obliged to 
make restitution or satisfaction. 

10. As we are commanded to abstain from 
all deeds of lust and injustice, so we are also 
strictly obliged to restrain all desires in 
these kinds, and to resist the irregular mo- 
tions of concupiscence. So far the ten com- 
mandments, which are a short abridgment 
of the whole eternal and natural law, which 
admits of no dispensation.

WE must get up before the sun to bless 
thee (0 God) and adore thee at the 
break of day.

At your first waking in the morning make 
the sign of the cross, saying, In the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. Blessed be the holy and undi- 
vided Trinity, now and for ever. Amen. Then 
adore God, and make an offering of your 
whole being to him for that day and for ever. 
Take great care not to let the devil run away 
with your first thoughts : for very much de- 
pends upon giving them to God, who is your 
first beginning and last end, and therefore 
expects from you the first fruits of the day. 
And as he has with an incomparable love 
watched over you all the night whilst you 
were asleep, it would be very ungrateful not 
to open the eyes of your soul, to look up 
towards him, and give yourself to him, as 
soon as you awake. 

Take care also to rise early that you may 
gather the manna of heaven ; of which you 
will have little or no share, if you begin the 
day by indulging sloth and sensuality in 
bed, instead of employing that first and 
most precious time in conversation with 
God. 
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Whilst you are dressing and washing your- 
self, entertain some pious thoughts, and by 
devout aspirations beg of God to clothe 
your soul with heavenly virtues, and to 
wash you clean from all stains of sin. 
Then kneel down in your oratory, or by 
your bed-side : make the sign of the cross 
in memory of Christ crucified ; and place 
yourself in the presence of the Divine 
Majesty, by a lively faith that he sees and 
beholds you, and is in the very centre of 
your soul. Bow yourself down to adore him, 
beg pardon for your unworthiness and sins, 
and crave his grace, that you may behave 
yourself as you ought in his presence. Then

OUR Father who art in heaven, hallowed 
be thy name : thy kingdom come : thy 
will be done, on earth as it is in heaven.

I desire to bow down all the 
powers of my soul to adore thee ; I desire 
to join my voice with all the angels and 
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saints, to praise thee, and glorify thee now 
and for ever. I give thee thanks, from the 
bottom of my heart, for all thy mercies and 
blessings bestowed upon me, and upon thy 
whole Church ; and particularly for those I 
have received from thee this day, in thy 
watching over me, and preserving me from 
so many evils, and favouring me with so 
many graces and inspirations, &c.

Having diligently examined your con- 
science, and discovered the faults you have 
been guilty of, endeavour to be heartily 
sorry, and humbly beg pardon of the divine 
majesty for them, saying for this purpose the 
Psalm Miserere, Have mercy on me, 0 God r 
etc., p. 107. 

Then make a firm purpose of amendment 
for the future, and especially resolve to be 
more watchful over yourself the following 
day ; to be more diligent in flying xhe occa- 
sions of your sins ; and to take such and such 
precautions with regard to the fault you are 
most subject to.

INSTRUCTIONS 



FOR HEARING MASS 

1. T7 ROM the beginning of the world the 
JT servants of God were always accus- 
tomed to offer sacrifice to him ; by way of 
acknowledging his sovereignty, and paying 
their homage to him. And in all ancient reli- 
gions, true or false, this worship of sacrifice 
was always looked upon as a most solemn 
act of religion, due to the Deity which they 
worshipped. 

2. In the law of nature, and in the law of 
Moses, there was a great variety of sacri- 
fices ; some bloody (in which the victim 
was slain), others unbloody ; some were 
called holocausts, or whole burnt offerings, 
in which the whole host, or victim, was 
consumed by fife upon God's Altar, for his 
honour and glory ; others were called sin 
offerings, which were offered ^ for sins; 
others were offerings of thanksgiving, others, 
in fine, were pacific, or peace offerings, 
which were offered for obtaining favours of 
God ; the word peace in the Scripture 
style signifying all manner of good and 
prosperity. 

3. All these sacrifices of the law of Nature, 
and of the law of Moses, were of themselves 
but zveak and needy elements, and only 
figures of a sacrifice to come, viz. that of 

3 1 
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Jesus Christ ; in consideration of which 
sacrifice only, and of the faith of the offerers, 
by which they believed in this redeemer to 
come, those ancient sacrifices were then 
accepted by the divine majesty, when they 
were accompanied with the inward sacrifice 
of the heart : but not for any intrinsic worth 
or dignity of the things offered ; for no other 
blood but the blood of Christ could wash 
away our sins. Hence in the 39th Psalm, 
spoken in the person of Christ to his Father, 
we read, Sacrifice and oblation thou didst not 
desire, but thou hast fitted a body for me. (So 
St. Paul reads it, Heb. x. 5.) Burnt-offering 
and sin-offering thou didst not require, then 
said /, Behold I come. To give us to under- 
stand, that by reason of the insufficiency of 
the sacrifices of the old law, Christ himself 
would come to be our sacrifice, and would 
offer up his own body and blood for us. 

4. Accordingly our Saviour Jesus Christ, at 
the time appointed by his Father, having 
taken flesh for us, was pleased to offer him- 
self a sacrifice for us all, dying upon the 
cross for the sins of the whole world. By this 
one offering we were completely redeemed, 
inasmuch as our ransom was paid, and all 
mercy, grace, and salvation were purchased 
for us. Neither can there now be any need of 
his dying any more, or purchasing any other 
graces for us than those for which he has 
already paid the price of his blood. 

5. Nevertheless for the daily application of 
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this one eternal redemption to our souls, and 
that the mercy, grace, and salvation which 
he has purchased for us may be actually 
communicated to us, he not only continually 
appears in our behalf in the sanctuary of 
heaven, there representing and offering to 
his Father his death and Passion for us ; but 
has also instituted the Blessed Eucharist, the 
night before his Passion, in which he has 
bequeathed us his body and blood under 
the sacramental veils, to be not only received 
by us as a sacrament, for the food and 
nourishment of our souls; but also to be 
offered and presented by his ministers to his 
Father (mystically broken and shed) as a 
sacrifice : not by way of a new death, but 
by way of a standing memorial of his death ; 
a daily celebrating and representing this 
death to God, and an applying to our souls 
the fruits of it. 

6, This Eucharistic sacrifice of the body and 
blood of Christ, daily offered under the 
forms of bread and wine, in remembrance of 
his Passion, is what we call the Mass. This is 
the solemn liturgy of the Catholic Church. 
This is that pure offering made to God in 
every place among the Gentiles, according to 
the prophecy of Malachi i. v. io, II. By this 
Christ is a priest for ever according to the 
order of Melchisedech, Ps_. cix. whose sacri- 
fice was bread and wine, Gen. xv. 

7. This sacrifice of the Mass is the same in 
substance with that* which , Christ offered 
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for us upon the cross : because both thfc 
victim offered, and the priest, or principal 
offerer, is the same Jesus Christ. The differ- 
ence is only in the manner of the offering ; 
because upon the cross our Saviour offered 
himself in such manner as really to shed his 
blood and die for us ; whereas now he does 
not really shed his blood or die any more. 
And therefore this is called an unbloody 
sacrifice ; and that of the cross a bloody 
sacrifice. 

8. By reason of this near alliance which this 
sacrifice of the Mass has with the sacrifice 
of the cross, it completely answers all the 
different ends of sacrifice, and that in a 
manner infinitely more perfect than any of 
the ancient sacrifices. Christ is here both 
priest and victim, representing in person 
and offering up his death and Passion to his 
Father : First, for the adoration, praise, 
honour and glory of the divine majesty. 
Secondly, in thanksgiving for all his benefits. 
Thirdly, for the obtaining of pardon for our 
sins. Fourthly, for the obtaining of grace 
and salvation for us by the merits of that 
same death and Passion. And therefore this 
sacrifice, in order to all these ends, must be 
infinitely beyond all the holocausts, thank- 
offerings, sin-offerings, and peace-offerings of 
the ancient law. 

9. This sacrifice of the Mass then is offered 
up to God in the Catholic Church, first, as a 
daily remembrance of the Passion of Christ : 
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This do in remembrance of me, St. Luke xxiL 
Secondly, as a most solemn worship of the 
divine majesty. "Thirdly, as a most acceptable 
thanksgiving to God, from whence it has the 
name of Eucharist. Fourthly, as a most 
powerful means to move God to shew mercy 
to us in the forgiveness of our sins ; for which 
reason we call it propitiatory ; and lastly, as a 
most effectual way to obtain of God all that 
we want, coming to him (as we here do) with 
Christ, and through Christ. 

10. For these ends both priest and people 
ought to offer up the sacrifice of the Mass : 
the priest as Christ's minister, and in his 
person ; and the people by the hands of the 
wriest ; and both the one and the other by 
the hands of the great high-priest Jesus 
Christ. And with this offering of Christ's 
both the one and the other ought to make 
a total offering of themselves also by his 
hands, and in union with him. 

11. Hence the best devotion for hearing 
Mass is that which has for its object the 
Passion of Christ, and which tends to unite 
the soul to Christ, and through him to his 
Father ; and which most perfectly answers 
all the other ends of this sacrifice, viz. the 
adoration of God, thanksgiving for all his 
benefits, the obtaining pardon^ for all our 
sins, and grace in all our necessities.

Who can heal all these 
my evils but Thou, the true Physician of my 
soul, who givest me Thy Body and Blood in 
this blessed Sacrament, as a sovereign medi- 
cine for all my infirmities ? Dispel the dark- 
ness of ignorance from my understanding by 
Thy heavenly light ; drive away the corrup- 
tion and malice of my will by the fire of 
Divine love and charity ; strengthen my 
weakness with heavenly fortitude ; subdue in 
me all evil passions, particularly that which 
is most deeply rooted in me ; stand by me 
henceforward in all my temptations, that I 
may never more be overcome ; and grant me 
that I may rather die a thousand deaths 
than live to offend Thee mortally. 
O my Jesus, Thou art infinitely rich, and 
all the treasures of Divine grace are locked 
up in Thee ! These treasures Thou bringest 
with Thee when Thou dost visit us in this 
blessed Sacrament, and Thou takest an 
infinite pleasure in opening them to us to 
enrich our poverty. This it is that gives 
me confidence to present Thee now with 
my petitions, and to beg of Thee those 
graces and virtues which I stand so much in 
need of. Oh, increase and strengthen my 
belief of Thy heavenly truths, and grant 
that henceforward I may ever live by faith, 
and be guided by the maxims of Thy Gospel. 
Teach me to be poor in spirit, and take off 
my heart from the love of these transitory 
things, and fix it upon eternity : teach me, 
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by Thy Divine example, and by Thy most 
efficacious grace, to be meek and humble of 
heart, and in my patience to possess my 
soul. Grant that I may ever keep my body 
and soul chaste and pure ; that I may ever 
bewail my past sins, and by a daily morti- 
fication, restrain all irregular inclinations 
and passions for the future. Teach me to love 
Thee, to be ever recollected in Thee, and to 
walk always in Thy presence ; teach me to 
love my friends in Thee, and my enemies for 
Thee ; grant me grace to persevere to the 
end in this love, and so to come one day to 
that blessed place where I may love and 
enjoy Thee for ever. 

Have mercy also on my parents, friends, 
and benefactors, and on all those for whom 
I am bound to pray, that we may all love 
Thee and faithfully serve Thee. Have 
mercy on Thy whole Church, especially on 
the clergy and religious men and women, 
that all may live up to their callings and 
sanctify Thy Name. Give Thy grace and 
blessing to all princes and magistrates, and 
to all Christian people ; convert all un- 
believers and sinners, and bring all strayed 
sheep back to Thy fold ; particularly have 
mercy on N. and N., etc. 
0 Blessed Virgin, Mother of my God and 
Saviour, recommend all these my petitions 
to your Son. O all ye Angels and Saints,

BAPTISM 

BAPTISM is necessary for salvation, for 
^ Christ has said : Unless a man be born 
again of water and The Holy Ghost he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God (John iii. 5). 

In Case of Necessity 

When an infant is in danger of death, and 
a priest is not at hand, any lay person may 
baptise it. The water must he poured on the 
head of the child while the words are being said. 
The words are : " I baptise thee in the 
Name of the Father and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost." 

The ritual of Baptism begins at the entrance 
to the church, as a symbol that the child is 
not yet admitted into the Church, though by 
the desire of its sponsors it has been brought 
into the " outer courts " of God's House. 

Priest. N., What dost thou ask of the 
Church of God ? 

Godfather. Faith. 

Priest. What doth faith offer thee ? 
Godfather. Life everlasting. 
Priest. If then thou wilt enter into life, 
keep the commandments. Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with thy whole heart, 
with thy whole soul, and with thy whole 
mind, and thy neighbour as thyself. 
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Then the Priest breathes gently thrice upon 
the face of the child, and says once : 

Go out of him, thou unclean spirit, and give 
room to the Holy Spirit, the Paraclete. 

Then the Priest makes the sign of the Cross 
with his thumb on the forehead and breast of 
the child, saying : 

Receive the sign of the Cross both upon thy 
forehead ^ and also upon thy heart ^ ; 
take unto thee the faith of heavenly 
doctrine, and in thy manners be such, that 
thou mayest now be the temple of God. 

Then the Priest says the following prayers, 
during the second of which he lays his hand on 
the head of th&. child. 

Let us pray. 

W/E beseech Thee, O Lord, mercifully 
W hear our prayers ; and guard by 
Thine unceasing power this Thy chosen 
child, N., signed with the sign of the Lord's 
Cross ; that possessing now the first begin- 
nings of Thy great glory, he may, by the 
keeping of Thy commandments, be brought 
to attain unto the glory of New Birth. 
Through Christ our Lord. 
R. Amen. 

Let us pray. 

ALMIGHTY, everlasting God, Father of 
■ our Lord Jesus Christ, deign to look 
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down upon this Thy servant N., whom 
Thou hast been pleased to call to the first 
beginnings of the faith ; drive out from him 
all blindness of heart ; break all the bonds of 
Satan, wherewith he was bound ; open unto 
him, O Lord, the gate of Thy mercy, that, 
being safely signed with the sign of Thy 
wisdom, he may be free from the reek of all 
wicked lusts ; and, following the sweet 
fragrance of Thy precepts, may joyfully 
serve Thee in Thy Church, and go forward 
from day to day. Through the same Christ 
our Lord. 
^- Amen. 

Then the Priest puts a small quantity of 
blessed salt into the mouth of the child, saying : 

N., Receive the salt of wisdom; let it be 
for thee as an appeal for mercy, unto ever- 
lasting life. 
A- Amen. 

Peace be with thee. 

And with thy spirit. 

Let us pray. 
f\ GOD of our fathers, O God the author 
of all truth, we humbly beseech Thee, 
graciously deign to look down upon this 
Thy servant N., and, now that he tastes this 
first savour of salt, suffer him no longer to 
hunger for want of being filled with heavenly 
food, so that he may be always fervent in 
spirit, rejoicing in hope, ever serving Thy 
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Name. Bring him, O Lord, we beseech Thee, 
to the bath of New Birth, that, with Thy 
faithful, he may be made to attain to the 
everlasting rewards of Thy promises. 
Through Christ our Lord. 
R. Amen. 

I exorcize thee, unclean spirit, in the name 
of the Father 4*, and of the Son and of 
the Holy >f< Ghost, that thou go out and 
withdraw from this servant of God, N. For 
it is He commands thee, accursed damned 
spirit, who walked on foot upon the sea, 
and stretched out His right hand to Peter 
in his sinking. 

Therefore, accursed devil, acknowledge thy 
sentence, and give honour to the living and 
true God ; give honour to Jesus Christ, His 
Son, and to the Holy Ghost ; and withdraw 
from this servant of God N., because God, 
even our Lord Jesus Christ, hath vouch- 
safed to call him to His holy grace and bene- 
diction, and to the font of baptism. 

Here, with his thumb, he signs the child on 
the forehead. 

And this sign of the holy Cross ^ which we 
put upon his forehead, do thou, accursed 
devil, never dare to violate. Through the 
same Christ our Lord. 
R. Amen. 

With his hand on the head of the child he 
continues : 
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Let us pray. 

T BESEECH Thy eternal and most just 
A goodness, 0 holy Lord, Father Almighty, 
eternal God, author of light and truth, in 
behalf of this Thy servant N. that Thou 
wouldst vouchsafe^ to enlighten him with 
the light of Thy wisdom : cleanse him and 
sanctify him : give unto him true know- 
ledge, that, being made worthy of the 
grace of Thy Baptism, he may hold firm 
hope, right counsel, holy doctrine. Through 
Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

The Priest puts the end of his stole on the 
child, leading him into the church, saying : 

N., Enter into the temple of God, that thou 
mayest ^ have part with Christ unto life 
everlasting. 
R. Amen. 

When they have entered the church, the Priest 
says along with the godparents aloud the 
Apostles' Creed and the Our Father. 

I BELIEVE in God, the Father Almighty, 
Creator of heaven and earth ; — and in 
Jesus Christ, His only Son, our Lord; — 
who was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born 
of the Virgin Mary ;— suffered under Pontius 

Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried • • 

He descended into hell ; the third day He 
rose again from the dead; — He ascended 
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into heaven ; sitteth at the right hand of 
God the Father Almighty ; — from thence 
He shall come to judge the living and the 
dead. — I believe in the Holy Ghost ; — 
the Holy Catholic Church ; the Com- 
munion of Saints ; — the forgiveness of 
sins ; — the resurrection of the body ; and 
life everlasting. Amen, 

OUR Father, who art in heaven, hallowed 
be thy name, thy kingdom come; thy 
will be done on earth as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily bread ; and 
forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive 
them that trespass against us. And lead us 
not into temptation. But deliver us from 
evil. Amen. 

Before entering the Baptistery the Priest shall 
say : 

1 exorcise thee, every unclean spirit, in the 
name of God the Father ^ Almighty, and 
in the name of Jesus Christ His Son, our 
Lord and Judge and in the power of the 
Holy Ghost A, that thou depart from this 
creature of God N., whom Our Lord hath 
vouchsafed to call unto His holy temple, 
that he may be made the temple of the 
living God, and that the Holy Ghost may 
dwell in him. By the same Christ our 
Lord, who shall come to judge the living and 
the dead, and the world by fire. 
R. Amen. 
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Then the Priest, moistening his thumb on his 
lips, shall touch therewith, in the form of a 
cross, the ears and nostrils of the child. 

Touching the right and the left ear* he shall 
say : 

Ephpheta, that is to say, Be opened. 

Then he touches the nostrils, saying : 

For a fragrant sweetness. 

But thou, devil, begone ; for the judgment 

of God draws near. 

The Priest then questions the person to be 
baptised, by name, saying : 

N. ? dost thou renounce Satan ? 

I do renounce him. 
Priest. And all his works ? 

m I do renounce them. 
Priest. And all his pomps ? 
^* I do renounce them. 

Then the Priest dips his thumb in the oil of 
Catechumens and anoints the child on the 
breast, and between the shoulders, in the form 
of a cross, saying : 

I anoint thee ►£< with the oil of salvation, 
in Christ Jesus our Lord, that thou mayest 
have life everlasting. 
Amen. 

N., dost thou believe in God the Father 
Almighty, Creator of heaven and earth ? 
' v - I do believe. 
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Priest. Dost thou believe in Jesus Christ, 
His only Son, our Lord, who was born and 
suffered ? 

I do believe. 
Priest. Dost thou believe also in the Holy 
Ghost, the Holy Catholic Church, the com- 
munion of saints, the forgiveness of sins, 
the resurrection of the body, and life ever- 
lasting ? 

R' I do believe. 

Then, pronouncing the name of the person to 
be baptized, the Priest says : 

N., wilt thou be baptized ? 

The godfather anszvers : 
R- I will. 

Then while the godfather or the godmother 
holds the child, the Priest takes baptismal 
water in a small vessel, and thereof thrice 
pours on the head of the child in the form of a 
cross, and at the same time pronouncing the 
words, he says once only, distinctly and 
attentively : 

N., I baptize thee in the name of the 
Father v fa pours the first time; and of 
the Son >b Q°e pours the second time), and 
of the Holy* Ghost fa pours the third time). 

This done, he dips his thumb in the holy 
chrism, and anoints the child on the top oj the 
head in the form of a cross, saying :

Almighty ^ God, the Father of Our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who has regenerated thee by 
water and the Holy Ghost, and who has 
given unto thee remission of all thy sins 
{here he anoints), may He anoint thee with 
the chrism of salvation^ in the same Christ 
Jesus our Lord, unto life everlasting.

Priest. Peace be to thee. 
^- And with thy spirit. 

"Then he puts on the head of the child a white 
linen cloth, and says ; 

Receive this white garment, and see thou 
carry it without stain before the judgment- 
seat of our Lord Jesus Christ, that thou 
mayest have eternal life. 
^- Amen. 

Then the Priest places a lighted candle in the 
hand oj the person baptized, or of the godfather. 

Receive this burning light, and keep thy 
baptism without blame : observe the com- 
mandments of God, that when the Lord 
shall come to the nuptials thou mayest be 
able to meet Him together with all the 
Saints in the heavenly court, and live for 
ever and ever. 
Amen. 

Finally he says : 

N., go in peace, and the Lord be with thee. 
Amen, 



PENANCE 

WE must try to avoid the danger of 
allowing our confession to become a 
matter of mere routine, entered into lightly 
without due thought and consideration. 
Remember that three things are required 
on the part of the penitent : Contrition, 
Confession, Satisfaction. 
Contrition.— Out sorrow should arise less 
from fear of hell, and more from the love of 
God; we must also have a firm purpose 
of amendment. 

Confession.— We are bound to confess all 
mortal sins committed since our last 
confession. 

Satisfaction.— Is to do the penance given us 
by the priest. 

How to go to Confession 

1 . Pray for grace to make a good confession. 

2. Examination of conscience. 

Prayer before Examination of Conscience 

OMOST Merciful God, I most humbly 
thank Thee for all Thy mercies unto 
me, and particularly at this time, for Thy 
forbearance and long suffering with me, m 
spite of my many and grievous sins. It is 
of Thy great mercy that I have not fallen 
into greater and more grievous sins- than 
those which I have committed, and that I 
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have not been cut off and been cast into 
hell. 0 my God, although I have been so 
ungrateful to Thee in times past, yet I now 
beseech^ Thee to accept me, returning to 
Thee with an earnest desire to repent and 
devote myself to Thee, my Lord and my 
God, and to praise Thy holy Name for ever. 
Receive my confession, and spare me, 0 
most gracious Lord Jesus Christ, whom I, 
an unworthy sinner, am not worthy to 
name, because I have so often offended 
Thee. Rebuke me not in Thine anger, and 
cast me not away from Thy face, 0 good 
Jesus, who has said that Thou wiliest not 
the death of a sinner, but rather that he 
should be converted and live. 
Receive me, I beseech Thee, returning to 
Thee with a penitent and contrite heart. 
Spare me, 0 most kind Jesus, who didst die 
upon the cross that Thou might save 
sinners. To whom shall I flee but unto 
Thee, my only hope and salvation ? Have 
mercy on me, 0 most gracious Lord, and 
despise not the humble and contrite heart 
of Thy servant. I know Thy mercies are 
above all Thy works, and I most confidently 
hope that as in Thy mercy Thou hast 
spared me so long, and hast now given me 
this desire of returning to Thee, so Thou wilt 
finish the work Thou hast begun, and bring 
me to perfect reconciliation with Thee. 
I beg of you, most gracious Virgin Mary, 
beloved Mother of Jesus Christ my Re- 
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deemer, intercede for me with Him. Obtain 
for me the full knowledge of all my sins, with 
the grace of a sincere sorrow, and a firm 
determination to amend my life, to the 
salvation of my soul and the glory of His 

Name. n 
I implore the same grace through thee, U 
my Angel Guardian ; through you, my holy 
patrons N.N. ; through you, 0 holy St. Peter 
and holy Magdalen, and through all the holy 

saints of God. t 
Intercede for me, a sinner, repenting of my 
sins, and resolving to confess and amend 
them.

10. Have you been envious of your neigh- 
bour's goods ? 

Having examined your conscience make a 
good act of contrition.

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METHOD OF CONFESSION 

Kneeling down, make the sign of the cross, 

saying : 

IN the Name of the ^ Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.

Then ask a blessing in these words : 

Pray, Father, give me your blessing, for I 

have sinned. 

The Priest's blessing : 
May the Lord be in your heart, and on your 
lips, that you may, with truth and with 
humility, confess all your sins, in the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Then say the first fart of the Confiteor, as 

follows : 

I CONFESS to Almighty God, to Blessed 
Mary, ever Virgin, to blessed Michael the 
Archangel, to blessed John Baptist, to the 
holy Apostles Peter and Paul, to all the 
Saints, and to you, Father, that I have 
sinned exceedingly in thought, word, and 
deed, through my fault, through my fault, 
through my most grievous fault. 

Then say : 

Since my last confession, which was (mention 
how long since), I accuse myself, etc. 
After this accuse yourself oj your sins either 
according to the order of God's commandments, 
or such other order as you find most helpful to 
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your memory, adding after each sin the number 
of times that you have been guilty of it, and 
such circumstances as may very considerably 
aggravate the guilt, but carefully abstaining 
from such as are irrelevant or unnecessary, and 
from excuses and long narrations. 
After you have confessed all that you can 
remember, conclude with this or the like form : 
For these and all other my sins, which I 
cannot at present call to my remembrance, 
I am heartily sorry, purpose amendment for 
the future, and most humbly ask pardon of 
God, and penance and absolution of you, my 
ghostly Father. 

Therefore I beseech thee blessed Mary, 
ever Virgin, blessed Michael the Archangel, 
blessed John Baptist, the holy Apostles 
Peter and Paul, and all the Saints, and you, 
F ather, to pray to the Lord our God for me. 

Then give attentive ear to the instructions and 
advice of your Confessor, and humbly accept 
of the penance enjoined by him. 
Whilst the Priest gives you absolution, bow 
down your head, with great humility call upon 
God for mercy, and repeat once again the Act 
of Contrition.

Satisfaction is an integral fart of the Sacra- 
ment of Penance ; we must therefore, be most 
careful to perform the penance given us by our 
confessor. It is best to do so before leaving 
the church. 
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I T is the wish of the Church that, whenever 
possible, Catholics should marry Catho- 
lics. Mixed marriages, while permitted in 
certain circumstances, are discouraged bv 
the Church. Such marriages often bring diffi- 
culties and troubles to the Catholic party ; 
especially where the children are concerned. 

What to do when you wish to be married : 

Visit your Parish Priest, taking with you 
your Baptismal certificate, and arrange for 
your banns to be called. 
Where both parties are Catholic they should 
try to have a Nuptial Mass if this can be 
suitably arranged. 

In the case of mixed marriages the non- 
Catholic will be required to sign the follow- 
ing promises before a dispensation will be 
granted : — 

I. Not to interfere with the religious beliefs 
of the Catholic. 

2 That the marriage shall not be preceded 
nor followed by any other religious cere- 
mony. 

* That all children of both sexes shall be 
brought up in the knowledge and practice 
of the Catholic religion.

The woman is now given away by her father 
or her friends. The man holds her right hand 
in his own right hand, and, taught by the 
Priest, plights her his troth in these words : 

I, N., take thee, N., to my wedded wife, to 
have and to hold, from this day forward, 
for better, for worse, for richer, for poorer, 
in sickness and in health, till death do us 
part; and thereto I plight thee my troth. 

Now loosing their hands and joining them 
again, the woman, taught by the Priest'", says : 

I., N., take thee, N., to my wedded husband, 
to have and to hold, from this day forward, 
for better, for worse, for richer, for poorer, 
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in sickness and in health, till death do us 
part; and thereto I plight thee ray troth. 

Their troth thus plighted, and their hands 
being joined, the Priest says : 

I join you together in marriage, in the Name 
of the Father^ and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen. 

He sprinkles them with holy water. Now the 
bridegroom puts upon a salver , gold and silver, 
and also a ring, which the Priest blesses in 
these words : 

V . Our help is in the name of the Lord : 

R. Who made heaven and earth. 

V. 0 Lord, hear my prayer : 

R. And let my cry come unto Thee. 

V . The Lord be with you : 

R. And with thy spirit. 

Let us pray. 

BLESS ^ O Lord, this ring, which we 
bless 5^ in Th y name > that she who 
shall wear it, keeping true faith unto her 
husband, may abide in Thy peace and 
according to Thy will and may ever live 
with him in mutual love. Through Christ our 
Lord. 

R. Amen. 

The Priest now sprinkles the ring with holy 
water in the form of a cross. The bridegroom 
receives the ring from the hand of the Priest

and gives the gold and silver to the bride , 
saying : 

With this ring I thee wed ; this gold and 
silver I thee give; with my body I thee 
worship ; and with all my worldly goods I 
thee endow. 

Now the bridegroom places the ring on the 
thumb of the left hand of the bride, saying : 

In the name of the Father ; then on the 
second finger, saying : and of the Son ; then 
on the third finger, saying : and of the Holy 
Ghost ; lastly, on the fourth finger, saying : 
Amen.

done. 0 my Lord, I resign myself entirely 
to Thee, to receive death at the time, and in 
the manner, it shall please Thee to send it. 

2. I most humbly ask pardon for all my sins 
committed against Thy sovereign goodness, 
and repent me of them all from the bottom 
of my heart. 
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3. I firmly believe whatsoever the holy 
Catholic Church believes and teaches ; and 
by Thy grace I will die in this belief.

5- O my God, I desire to love Thee as my 
sovereign good above all things, and to 
despise this miserable world : I desire to 
love my neighbour as myself for the love of 
Thee ; and to forgive all injuries from my 
heart. 

6. O my divine Jesus, how great is my 
desire to receive Thy sacred body ! O 
come now into my soul, at least by a 
spiritual communion ! 0 grant that I may 
worthily receive Thee before my death ! I 
desire to unite myself to all the worthy 
communions which' shall be made in Thy 
holy church even to the end of the world. 

7. Grant me the grace, O my divine 
Saviour, perfectly to efface all the sins I have 
committed by any of my senses, by applying 
daily to my soul Thy blessed merits, the 
holy unction of Thy precious blood.

t. Michael, prince of the heavenly host, 
and thou my angel guardian, and you my 
blessed patrons, intercede for me and assist 
me in this last and dreadful passage.

THE BURIAL SERVICE

gate, sprinkles them with holy water' and 
begins the Antiphon.

DEVOTIONS 
TO THE SACRED HEART 

HPHERE are some who think that this is 
A a new devotion ; this is not the case, as 
there is ample evidence to show that it was 
practised by St. Gertrude (1302) and before 
her time. 

It was St. Margaret Mary who was chosen 
by God^ to make this devotion public and 
spread it through the world. 
Our Divine Lord appeared to her on several 
occasions urging her to propagate the 
devotion to His Sacred Heart. The most 
famous of these visions took place during 
the octave of Corpus Christi in the year 
1675, when Christ appeared with His Heart 
aflame, saying : 

" Behold the Heart that has so loved men 
that It has spared nothing, even to exhaust- 
ing and spending Itself utterly, in order to 
testify to them Its love ; while in return I 
receive for the most part nothing but the 
ingratitude, contempt, irreverence, sacrileges 
and coldness which they show Me in this 
Sacrament of Love . . . Therefore I ask of 
thee that the first Friday after the Octave 
of the Blessed Sacrament be kept as a parti- 
cular feast in honour of My Heart, by com- 
municating on that day, and making an act 
of reparation to It, in order to atone for the 

128 
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indignities which It has received while It 
is exposed upon the altars." 
Since the death of St. Margaret Mary the 
devotion to The Sacred Heart has spread 
throughout the whole church. The Friday 
after the Octave of Corpus Christi has 
become the Feast of The Sacred Heart, and 
in June 1899 Pope Leo XIII ordered the 
whole of mankind to be consecrated solemnly 
to The Sacred Heart. 

Promises given to St. Margaret Mary by 
Our Lord in favour of persons devoted 
to the Sacred Heart : 

1 . I will give them all the graces necessary 
to their state. 

2. I will give peace to their families. 

3. I will comfort them in all their trials. 

4. I will be their sure refuge during life, and 
especially at the hour of death. 

5. I will shed abundant blessings upon all 
their undertakings. 

6. Sinners shall find in My Heart the source 
and ocean of infinite mercy. 

7. Tepid souls shall become fervent. 

8. Fervent souls shall rise rapidly to a high 
degree of perfection. 

9. I will bless the houses wherein the image 
of My Sacred Heart shall be exposed 
and honoured. 

10. I will give to Priests the power to touch 
the hardest hearts. 
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1 1« Those who propagate this Devotion shall 
have their names written in My Heart, 
whence they shall never be effaced. 

I2 - I promise them in the abundance of My 
Heart's Mercy that It's all-powerful love 
shall secure for all those who communi- 
cate on the first Fridays of nine con- 
secutive months the grace of final per- 
severance so that they shall not die in 
my displeasure, or without receiving the 
last Sacraments : and that My Heart 
shall be to them a sure refuge in that 
last hour.

Jesus Christ is in the glory of God the 
Father."— Phil «. 

The First Petition

committed in Thy sight. Many have been 
the follies of my life, and great are the

Cast, therefore, an eye of pity on a miser- 
able, forlorn child of Eve, and hear my 
prayer, for since, in just punishment of my 
sins, I may find myself encompassed by a 
multitude of evils, and oppressed with much 
anguish of spirit, whither can I fly for more 
secure shelter, 0 amiable Mother of my 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, than under 
the wings of thy maternal protection ? 
Attend, therefore, I beseech thee, with an 
ear of pity and compassion, to my humble 
and earnest request. I ask it through the 
bowels of mercy of thy dear Son, through 
that love and condescension wherewith He 
embraced our nature, when, in compliance 
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with the Divine will, thou gavest thy con- 
sent ; and whom, after the expiration of 
nine months, thou didst bring forth from 
thy chaste womb, to visit this world, and 
bless it with His presence. I ask it through 
the anguish of mind wherewith thy beloved 
Son, our dear Saviour, was overwhelmed on 
Mount Olivet, when He besought His 
Eternal Father to remove from Him, if 
possible, the bitter chalice of His future 
Passion. I ask it through the threefold 
repetition of His prayer in the garden, from 
whence afterwards, with dolorous steps and 
mournful tears, thou didst accompany Him 
to the doleful theatre of His death and 
sufferings. I ask it through the welts and 
sores of His virginal flesh, occasioned by the 
cords and whips wherewith He was bound 
and scourged, when stripped of His seamless 
garment, for which His executioners after- 
wards cast lots. I ask it through the scoffs 
and ignominies by which He was insulted, 
the false accusations and unjust sentence by 
which He was condemned to death, and 
which He bore with heavenly patience. I ask 
it through His bitter tears and bloody sweat, 
His silence and resignation, His sadness and 
grief of heart. I ask it through the Blood 
which trickled from His royal and sacred 
Head when struck with the sceptre of a reed 
and pierced with His crown of thorns. I ask 
it through the excruciating torments He 
suffered when His hands and feet were 
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fastened with gross nails to the tree of the 
cross. I ask it through His vehement 
thirst and bitter potion of vinegar and gall. 
I ask it through His dereliction on the cross, 
when He exclaimed, " My God \ My God I 
why hast Thou forsaken me ? " I ask it 
through His mercy extended to the repen- 
tant thief ; and through His recommending 
His precious soul and spirit into the hands 
of His Eternal Father, before He expired, 
saying "All is consummated" I ask it 
through the Blood mixed with Water, which 
issued from His sacred Side when pierced 
with a lance, from whence a flood of grace 
and mercy has flowed to us. I ask it 
through His immaculate Life, bitter Passion, 
and ignominious Death on the cross, at 
which nature itself was thrown into con- 
vulsions by the bursting of rocks, rending 
of the veil of the Temple, the earthquake, 
and darkness of the sun and moon. I ask 
it through His descent into hell, where He 
comforted the Saints of the Old Law with 
His presence, and led captivity captive. I 
ask it through His glorious victory^ over 
death, and when He arose again to life on 
the third day ; and through the joy which 
His appearance for forty days after gave 
thee, His blessed Mother, His Apostles, and 
the rest of His disciples, when, in thine and 
their presence, He miraculously ascended 
into heaven. I ask it through the grace of 
the Holy Ghost, infused into the hearts of 
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His apostles when He descended upon them 
in the form of fiery tongues, and by which 
they were inspired with zeal in the conver- 
sion of the world, when they went to preach 
the Gospel. I ask it through the awful 
appearance of thy Son at the last dreadful 
day, when He shall come to judge the living 
and the dead, and the world by fire. I ask 
it through the compassion He bore thee in 
this life, and the ineffable joy thou didst 
feel at thy assumption into heaven, where 
thou art eternally absorbed in the sweet 
contemplation of His Divine perfections. 
O glorious and ever-blessed Virgin, comfort 
the heart of thy suppliant, by obtaining for

MEDITATIONS 

Instructions for Meditation or Mental 
Prayer, proper to be made every 
day in the morning 

In the mornings I will meditate upon thee. 
Psalm 62. 

The wise man shall give his heart to watch 
in the morning early to the Lord that made 
him, and in the sight of the most high shall 
present his prayer. Ecclus. 39. 

MEDITATION, consisting of Considera- 
tions on the great truths of Christianity, 
pious Affections and manifold elevations of 
the soul to God, and serious Resolutions of 
devoting one's self to him, is allowed to he 
one of the most important exercises of a 
Christian life, and such as ought to be per- 
formed daily, by as many as would serve 
God in good earnest. The time most proper 
for it is in the morning. The most proper 
place, one's closet, or what other place one 
can be most recollected in. The chief 
subjects to be meditated on, especially for 
beginners, are : the end for which we came 
into this world; the benefits of God, and 
the many motives that we have to love and 
serve him; the vanity of the honours, 
riches, and pleasures of this life ; and how 
very suddenly all these things vanish away ; 
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the enormity of sin, and the multitude of 
our own sins in particular; the certainty 
and uncertainty of death ; and the necessity 
of preparing for it; the account that we 
must one day give of our whole lives to an 
all-seeing judge ; the eternal joys of heaven, 
and the eternal torments of hell : the pre- 
sence and majesty of God; the life and 
death of Jesus Christ ; the examples of his 
saints; the state of our own interior, in 
order to the knowledge of ourselves ; our 
passions and vices, &c. 

The method of meditation prescribed by 
that great master in spirituality, St. Francis 
de Sales, in his Introduction, part the second, 
is as follows : first, place yourself in the 
presence of God, by a lively faith that he 
sees and beholds you ; and is most intimately 
present in the very centre of your soul : 
prostrate yourself in spirit before him, to 
adore this sovereign Lord, whose majesty 
fills heaven and earth ; make an offering of 
your whole being to him ; and humbly beg 
his pardon for all your past treasons and sins. 

Secondly, implore with fervour and humility 
his light and grace, that you may perform 
this important exercise as you ought. 

Thirdly, consider attentively upon the sub- 
ject which you have chosen for your 
meditation (which you ought to have pre- 
pared over night) and let the truths of 
heaven sink deep into your soul. Dwell 
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most upon such points as you find yourself 
most affected with. 

Fourthly , from these considerations draw 
pious Affections of the love of God, of 
gratitude for his benefits, repentance for 
your sins, and the like, which are the 
principal part of mental prayer, and what 
you ought most to insist upon. 

Fifthly, from these affections pass on to good 
resolutions of a serious amendment of your 
life,particularly with regard to such failings 
as you are most subject to : and determine 
with yourself to begin that very day to put 
these good purposes in execution on such 
occasions as shall offer. 

Sixthly, conclude by thanksgiving to God for 
the affections and resolutions he has given 
you ; offer them to him, and beg his blessing 
on them. 

Seventhly, lay up in your mind such points 
of your meditation as have touched you 
most, and oftentimes in the day reflect upon 
them. Which the saint compares to the 
gathering, as it were, a nosegay, in this 
garden of devotion, to smell at all the 
day. 

Eighthly, such as find difficulty in medita- 
tion, may help themselves by using some 
good book, reading leisurely, and pausing 
upon what they read, and drawing proper 
affections and resolutions from it. 



TEN MEDITATIONS 

Out of the first part of St. Francis de Sales* s 
Introduction to a Devout Life : which 
may serve as examples of this exercise ; 
and are very proper to bring a soul to a 
resolution of serving God. 

The whole earth is laid waste with desola- 
tion, because there is no one that thinks in 
his heart. Jeremiah xii. II. 

THE FIRST MEDITATION 

On our Creation 

Preparation 

I . "O LACE yourself in the presence of 
X God. Beseech him to inspire you. 

Considerations 

1. /CONSIDER that so many years ago 

you were not yet in the world, and 
that your being was a mere nothing. Where 
were we, O my soul, at that time ? The 
world had lasted so many ages, and yet 
there was no news of us. 

2. God has framed you out of this nothing 
to make you what you are, merely of his 
own goodness ; having no need at all of 
you. 

3. Consider the being that God has given 
you ; for it is the highest in this visible 
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world, capable of eternal life, and of being 
perfectly united with his divine majesty. 

Affections and Resolutions 

l ' TJTUMBLE yourself exceedingly in the 
A X presence of God, saying in your heart 
with the psalmist : 0 Lord, I am in thy 
sight a mere nothing ; and how hadst thou 
remembrance of me to create me ? Alas, 
my soul, thou wert ingulfed in that ancient 
nothing, and hadst yet been there had not 
God drawn thee thence. And what couldst 
thou have done remaining there ? 

2. Give thanks to God. O my great and 
good creator, how am I obliged to thee, 
since thou hast vouchsafed to take me out 
of this nothing, and by thy great mercy to 
make me what I am ! What can I do to 
bless thy holy name as I ought, and to 
render due thanks to thy inestimable good- 
ness ? 

3- Confound yourself. But, alas ! my 
creator, instead of uniting myself to thee by 
love and service, I have been a rebel to thee 
by my inordinate affections, wandering and 
straying away from thee, to unite myself to 
sin ; valuing thy goodness no more than if 
thou hadst not been my creator. 
4. Prostrate yourself before God. O my soul, 
know that the Lord is thy God : It is he 
that has made thee, and not thou thyself. 
O God, I am the work of thy hands. 
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5. I will then no more henceforth take 
pleasure in myself, since of myself I am 
nothing. Why dost thou magnify thyself, 
0 dust and ashes ? Yea, rather, O very 
nothing, why dost thou exalt thyself ? To 
humble therefore myself, I resolve to do such 
and such things ; to suffer such and such 
disgraces : I will change my life, and hence- 
forth follow my creator, and esteem myself 
honoured with that condition and being 
which he has given me, employing it entirely 
in obedience to his will, by such means as 
shall be taught me, and as I shall learn from 
my ghostly Father. 

Conclusion 

1. IV E thanks to God. Bless thy God, 
vJ 0 my soul, and let all that is within 
me praise his holy name ; for his goodness 
has drawn me, and his mercy has created me 
out of nothing. 2. Offer. 0 my God, I 
offer to thee the being which thou hast 
given me : from my heart I dedicate and 
consecrate it to thee. 3. Pray. 0 God, 
strengthen me in these affections and reso- 
lutions. 0 blessed Virgin, recommend them 
to the mercy of thy Son, with all for whom I 
ought to pray. Pater. Ave. Credo . 
After your prayer, out of these considera- 
tions which you have made, gather a little 
nosegay of devotion, to smell to all the rest 
of the day. 
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THE SECOND MEDITATION 
On the end for which we were Created 

Preparation 

I. TJLACE yourself in the presence of 
A God. 2. Beseech him to inspire you. 

Considerations 

1. /^TOD has not placed you in this world 
VJ for any need that he has of you, 

who are altogether unprofitable to him, but 
only to exercise his goodness in you, by 
giving you his grace and glory. And to this 
end he hath enriched you with an under- 
standing to know him ; with a memory to 
be mindful of him ; with a will to love him ; 
an imagination to represent to yourself his 
benefits ; eyes to behold his wondrous 
works ; a tongue to praise him ; and so of 
the other faculties. 

2. Being created and put into the world for 
this intent, all actions contrary to it are to 
be avoided and rejected ; and whatever 
conduceth not to this end ought to be 
contemned as vain and superfluous. 

3. Consider the wretchedness of worldlings, 
who never think of this, but live as though 
they believed themselves created for no 
other end than to build houses, plant trees, 
heap up riches, and such like fooleries. 
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Affections and Resolutions 

1 . f~^ON FOUN D yourself, reproaching your 

soul with her misery, which has hitherto 
been so great, as that she hath seldom or never 
considered this. Alas ! shall you say, how- 
did I employ my thoughts, O God, when I 
placed them not upon thee ? What did 
I remember when I forgot thee ? What 
did I love when I loved not thee ? Alas ! 
I ought to have fed upon truth, and I have 
glutted myself with vanity ; I have served 
the world, which was created but to 
serve me. 

2. Detest your past life. \ renounce you, 0 
vain thoughts and unprofitable fancies : I 
abjure you, O frivolous and hateful remem- 
brances : O unfaithful and disloyal friend- 
ships, lewd and wretched slaveries, ungrate- 
ful contentments, and irksome pleasures, I 
abhor you. 

3. Return to God. And then, 0 my God, 
my Saviour, thou shalt be from henceforth 
the sole object of my thoughts ; I will no 
more apply my mind to objects that may 
be displeasing to thee. My memory shall 
entertain itself all the days of my life with 
the greatness of thy clemency so mercifully 
exercised on me : thou shalt be the delight 
of my heart, and the sweetness of my 
affections. 

4- Ah ! such and such trash and trifles to 
which I applied myself, such and such un- 
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profitable employments, in wliich I have 
foolishly squandered away my days, such 
and such affections which have captivated 
my heart, shall henceforth be a horror to 
my thoughts, and to this end I will use such 
and such good remedies. 

Conclusion 

i. r T y HANK God who mad* you for so 
A excellent an end. Thou hast created 
me, 0 Lord, for thyself, and for the ever- 
lasting enjoyment of thy incomprehensible 
glory : O when shall I be worthy of it ? 
When shall I praise thee and bless thee as I 
ought ? 2. Offer. I offer to thee, 0 my 
dear creator, all these affections and reso- 
lutions, with all my heart and soul. 3, Pray. 
I beseech thee, 0 God, to accept my desires 
and purposes, and give thy holy benediction 
to my soul, to the end that it may accomplish 
them, through the merits of thy blessed 
Son's blood shed for me upon the cross, &c. 
Pater. Ave. Credo. Make your little nose- 
gay of devotion, as aforesaid. 

THE THIRD MEDITATION 

On the Benefits of God 

Preparation 

1. TJLACE yourself in the presence of 
X God. 2. Beseech him to inspire you. 

Considerations 

1. /^ONSIDER the corporal graces which 
God has bestowed upon you; what 
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a body, what conveniences to maintain it, 
what health and lawful recreations to enter- 
tain it, what friends and assistances ! But 
consider all this with respect to many other 
persons much more worthy than yourself, 
who are destitute of all these blessings ; 
some spoiled in their bodies, health and 
limbs ; others abandoned to the mercy of 
reproaches, contempts, and dishonours ; 
others oppressed with poverty ; and God 
has not suffered you to become so miserable. 

2. Consider the gifts of mind. How many 
are in the world stupid, frantic or mad ; and 
why are not you of this number ? God has 
favoured you. How many are there who have 
been brought up rudely and in gross igno- 
rance ? and by God's providence you have 
been educated liberally and honourably. 

3. Consider the spiritual graces. 0 Philo- 
tbea, you are a child of the Catholic Church ; 
God has taught you to know him even from 
your most tender age. How often has he 
given you his sacraments ? How many 
inspirations, internal illuminations, and 
reprehensions for your amendment ? How 
frequently has he pardoned you your faults ? 
How often has he delivered you from the 
occasions of casting yourself away to which 
you were exposed ? And were not all these 
years past given you as a time and oppor- 
tunity to advance the good of your soul ? 
Consider in particular how good and gracious 
God has always been to you. 
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Affections and Resolutions 



1. A DM I RE the goodness of God. 0 

how good is my God towards me ! 
O how gracious is he ! How rich is thy heart, 
O Lord, in mercy, and liberal in clemency ! 
0 my soul, let us recount for ever how many 
favours he has done us. 

2. Be astonished at your ingratitude. But 
what am I, O Lord, that thou art so mindful 
of me ! Ah ! how great is my unworthiness ! 
Alas, I have even trodden thy blessings 
under foot. I have dishonoured thy graces, 
perverting them into abuse and contempt of 
thy sovereign goodness. I have opposed the 
depth of my ingratitude to the height of thy 
grace and favour. 

3. Stir yourself up to acknowledgment. Well 
then, my heart, "be now no more unfaithful, 
ungrateful, and disloyal to this great bene- 
factor. And how shall not my soul hence- 
forth be wholly subject to God, who has 
done so many wonders and favours to me 
and for me ? 

4. Ah ! withdraw then your body, Philo- 
thea, from such and such sensualities ; and 
consecrate it to the service of God, who has 
done so much for it. Apply your soul to know 
and acknowledge him by such exercises as 



diligently means which you have in the 
church to save your soul, and love Almighty 
God. Yes, O my God, I will be diligent in 
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for that purpose. Employ 
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prayer ; I will hear thy holy word, and put in 
practice thy inspirations and counsels. 

Conclusion 

I, Hp HANK God for the knowledge he 
X hath now given you of your duty, and 
for the benefits hitherto received. 2 . Offer 
him your heart with all your resolutions. 
5. Pray him, that he will strengthen you 
to practise them faithfully through the 
merits of his Son's death. Implore the inter- 
cession of the Blessed Virgin, and of the 
saints. Pater. Ave. Credo. Make your little 
spiritual nosegay as before. 

THE FOURTH MEDITATION 

On Sin 

Preparation 

1 . LACE yourself in the presence of 
X God. 2. Beseech him to inspire you. 

Considerations 

1. ALL to mind how long it is since 

you began to sin, and examine how 
much since that beginning sins have been 
multiplied in your heart. How every day 
you have increased them against God, 
against yourself, and against your neigh- 
bour, by work, by word, or by desire. 

2. Consider your evil inclinations, and how 
far you have followed them : and by these 
two points you shall find that your sins are 
8 
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greater in number than the hairs of your 
head, yea than the sands of the sea. 
3. Consider in particular the sin of ingrati- 
tude against God, which is a general sin, and 
extends itself over all the rest, making them 
infinitely more enormous. Consider then 
how many benefits God has bestowed upon 
you, and how you have abused them all in 
prejudice of the giver : and in particular, 
how many inspirations have you despised ? 
How many good motions have you made 
unprofitable ? But above all, how many 
times have your received the sacraments ? 
and where are the fruits of it ? What is 
become of all those precious jewels with 
which your de&r spouse adorned you ? All 
these have been buried under your iniquities. 
With what preparation have you received 
them ? Think on this ingratitude, that 
God having run so far after you, you have 
run from him to lose yourself. 

Affections and Resolutions. 

I. "D-S" confounded at your misery. O my 
JL# God 1 how dare I appear before 
thine eyes ? Alas ! I am but the corruption 
of the world, and a very sink of sin and 
ingratitude. Is it possible that I have been 
so disloyal, as not to have left any one of 
my senses, nor any one of the powers of my 
soul, which I have not corrupted, violated, 
and defiled ; and that not so much as one 
day of my life has passed, in which I have 
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not brought forth such wicked effects ? Is 
it thus that I have recompensed the benefits 
of my creator, and the precious blood of my 
redeemer ? 

2. Crave pardon, and cast yourself at the 
feet of your Lord, like the prodigal child, 
like a penitent Magdalene, or like a woman 
that has defiled her marriage-bed with all 
kinds of adultery. Mercy, O Lord, upon this 
poor sinner ! Alas ! 0 living fountain of 
compassion, have pity on this wretch. 

3. Resolve to live better. No, O Lord, never 
more, with the help of thy grace, never 
more will I abandon myself to sin. Alas ! I 
have loved it too much ; now I detest it, and 
embrace thee. 0 Father of Mercy, I will 
live and die in thee. 

4. To expiate my sins past, I will accuse 
myself of them courageously ; and will not 
leave one unbanished from my heart. 

5. I will use all possible endeavours to 
extirpate all the roots of sin out of my 
heart ; and in particular such and such 
vices, which I am most inclined to. 

6. To accomplish this, I will constantly 
embrace the means which I shall be advised 
to ; and think I have never done enough 
to repair so grievous offences. 

Conclusion 

I: /^IVE God thanks for expecting your 
vJ amendment till this hour ; and bless 
him that he has given you these affections. 
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2 - Offer him up your heart, that you may 
put them in execution. 3- Desire him to 
strengthen you, &c. Pater. Ave. Credo. 
Make your little nosegay of devotion as 
above. 

THE FIFTH MEDITATION 

On Death 

Preparation 

*• "D'LACE yourself in the presence of 
■*» God. 2 * Beseech him to inspire 
you with his grace. 3- Imagine yourself 
to be extremely sick, lying on your bed, 
and without any hope of recovery. 

Considerations 

1. /^ONSIDER the uncertainty of the 

day of your death. O my soul, 
thou must one day out of this body ; but 
when shall that day be ? Shall it be in 
winter or in summer ? In city or in country ? 
By day or by night ? Shall it be suddenly, 
or on notice given thee ? By sickness or by 
accident ? Shalt thou have leisure to make 
thy confession ? Shalt thou have the assis- 
tance of thy ghostly Father ? Alas ! of all 
this we know nothing at all : only certain it 
is, that we shall die, and that always sooner, 
than we imagine. 

2. Consider that when the world shall end 
in regard of you ; for it will last no longer 
to you, it will turn upside down before your 
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eyes : for then the pleasures and the vani- 
ties, the worldly joys and fond affections of 
our life will seem to us shadows and airy 
clouds. Ah wretch ! for what toys and trifles 
have I offended God ? You shall then see 
that for a mere nothing you have forsaken 
him. On the contrary, devotion and good 
works will then seem to you sweet and 
delightful. 0 why did I not follow this lovely 
and pleasant path ? Then sins which before 
seemed very little will appear as big as 
mountains, and your devotion very small. 
3- Consider the long and languishing fare- 
wells your soul will then give this world : 
she will then take her leave of riches, 
vanities, and all idle company ;. of pleasures, 
pastimes, friends and neighbours ; of kin- 
dred, children, husband and wife ; in short, 
of every creature ; and finally of her own 
body, which she will leave pale, hideous, 
and loathsome. 

4. Consider with what hurrying they will 
carry away this body, to cover it under the 
earth : which done, the world will think no 
more of you, than you have thought on 
others ; God's peace be with him, they will 
say, and that's all. 0 death, how void art 
thou of regard or pity ! 

5- Consider how the soul, being departed 
from the body, takes her way to the right 
hand, or to the left. Alas ! whither shall yours 
go ? what way shall it take ? No other than 
that which it began here in this world. 
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Affections and Resolutions 

l ' T) RAT to God, and cast yourself into his 
-1 arms. Alas ! 0 my Lord, receive 
me into thy protection at that dreadful day : 
make that hour happy and favourable to 
me ; and rather let all the other days of my 
life be sad and sorrowful. 
2. Despise the^ world. Since then I know 
not the hour in which I must leave thee, O 
wretched world, I will no more set my heart 
upon thee. O my dear friends and relations, 
pardon me if I love you no more but with a 
holy friendship, which may last eternally : 
for why should I unite myself to you, so as 
to be forced to break and dissolve that knot ? 
3- I will then prepare myself against that 
hour, and take all possible care to end this 
journey happily. I will secure the state of 
my conscience to the uttermost of my ability, 
and take present order for the amendment 
of such and such defects. 

Conclusion 

VE thanks to God for these resolutions 
which he has given you. Offer them 
to his divine majesty. Be instant with him 
to give you a happy death, by the merits of 
that of his dearly beloved Son. Implore the 
assistance of the Blessed Virgin, and of the 
glorified Saints. Pater. Ave. Credo. Make a 
posy of myrrh. 
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THE SIXTH MEDITATION 
On Judgment 

Preparation 

I. "OLACE yourself in the presence of 
A God. Beseech him to inspire you 
with his grace. 

Considerations 

1. A FTER the time that God hath pre- 
A scribed for the continuance of the 

world ; after many signs and dreadful pre- 
sages, which will cause men to pine away 
through fear and anguish ; a fire raging 
like a torrent shall burn and reduce to ashes 
every thing that is upon the face of the 
earth ; nothing which we see upon it shall be 
spared. 

2. After these flames and thunderbolts, all 
men shall arise from their graves (excepting 
such as are already risen) and at the voice of 
the angel they shall all appear in the valley 
of Josapbat. But alas ! with what differ- 
ence ! for the one sort shall arise in glorified 
and resplendent bodies ; the others in 
bodies most hideous and horrid. 

3. Consider the majesty with which the 
sovereign judge will appear, environed with 
all his angels and saints : before him shall be 
borne his cross, shining much brighter than 
the sun ; an ensign of mercy to the good, and 
of justice to the wicked.

4. This sovereign judge, by his dreadful 
command, which shall be suddenly obeyed, 
will separate the good from the bad, placing 
the one at his right hand, and the other at 
his left. 0 everlasting separation ! after 
which these two companies shall never 
meet. 

5' This separation being made, and the 
books of conscience opened, all men shall 
see clearly the malice of the wicked, and 
their contempt against God ; and on the 
other side the penance of the good, and the 
effects of God's grace which they have 
received, and nothing shall lie hid. O God, 
what a confusion will this be to the one, and 
what a consolation to the other ! 
6. Consider the last sentence pronounced 
against the wicked : Go ye cursed into ever- 
lasting fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels. Ponder well those weighty words. 
Go, saith he ; a word of eternal banishment 
against those miserable wretches, excluding 
them eternally from his glorious presence. 
He calls them cursed : O my soul, how 
dreadful a curse ! A general curse, including 
all manner of woes ; an irrevocable curse, 
comprehending aU times and eternity. He 
adds, into everlasting fire : behold, O my 
heart, this vast eternity : O eternal eternity 
of pains, how dreadful art thou ! 
7» Consider the contrary sentence of the 
good. Come, saith the judge ; 0 sweet 
word of salvation, by which God draws us to 
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himself, and receives us into the bosom of 
his goodness ! Blessed of my Father ; 0 dear 
blessing, which comprehends all happiness ! 
Possess the kingdom which is prepared for you 
from the beginning of the world : 0 good God, 
what excess of bounty ! For this kingdom 
shall never have an end. 

Affections and Resolutions 

1. r T i REMBLE, 0 my soul, at the remem- 

X brance of these things. O my God, 
who shall secure me in that day when the 
pillars of heaven shall tremble for fear ? 

2. Detest your sins, which only can con- 
demn you in that dreadful day. 

3. Ah I wretched heart of mine, resolve to 
amend. 0 Lord, I will judge myself now, 
that I may not be judged then. I will 
examine my conscience, and condemn my- 
self, I will accuse and chastise myself, that 
the eternal judge may not condemn me in 
that dreadful day. I will therefore confess 
my sins, accept of all necessary advice, &c. 

Conclusion 

THANK God who has given you means 
to provide for that day, and time to 
do penance. Offer him your heart to perform 
it. Pray him to give you grace duly to accom- 
plish it. Pater. Ave. Credo, etc. Make your 
spiritual nosegay for all the day.

On Hell 

Preparation 

f« T5-LACE yourself in the presence of 
God. 2 - Humble yourself and im- 
plore his assistance. 3* Represent to your- 
self a dark city, all burning, all stinking 
with pitch and brimstone, and full of 
inhabitants who cannot get out. 

Considerations 

!• 'TH'HE damned are in the depth of hell, 
as within this woeful city, where 
they suffer unspeakable torments, in all 
their senses and members ; because as they 
have employed all their senses and members 
in sinning, so shall they suffer in them all 
the punishments due to sin. The eyes for 
lascivious looks shall be afflicted with the 
horrid vision of hell and devils. The ears for 
delighting in vicious discourses shall hear no- 
thing but wailings, lamentations, desperate 
howlings ; and so of the rest. 
Z- Besides all these torments there is an- 
other greater, which is the loss and privation 
of God's glory, from the sight of which they 
are excluded for ever. Now if Absolom found 
it more grievous to him to be denied the 
seeing the face of his father David, than to be 
banished ; 0 God, what a grief it will be, to 
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be for ever excluded from beholding thy 
most sweet and gracious countenance ! 
3. Consider above all the eternity of these 
pains, which above all things makes hell 
intolerable. Alas ! if a flea in your ear, or 
if the beat of a little fever make one short 
night so long and tedious, how terrible will 
the night of eternity be, accompanied with 
so many torments ? From this eternity 
proceeds eternal desperation, infinite rage, 
and blasphemy, &c. 

Affections and Resolutions 

r. HP RRIFT yourself with the words of 
A the prophet Isaiah. 0 my soul, art 
thou able to live for ever in everlasting 
flames, and amidst this devouring fire ? 
Wilt thou forfeit the sight of thy God for ever? 
2. Confess that you have deserved hell, yea 
oftentimes. From henceforth I will take a 
new course ; for why should I go down into 
this bottomless pit f I will therefore use 
this or that endeavour to avoid sin, which 
only can bring me to this eternal death. 
Give thanks. Offer. Pray. Pater. Ave. 
Credo. 

THE EIGHTH MEDITATION 

On Heaven 

Preparation 

1. TJLACE yourself in the presence of 
JL God. 2. Beseech him to inspire you 
with his grace. 
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Considerations 

1. /CONSIDER a fair and clear night, and 
V.^ think how pleasant it is to behold 

the sky all spangled with that multitude 
and variety of stars : join this now with 
the beauty of as clear a day, so as the 
brightness of the sun may no ways hinder 
the lustre of the stars nor moon ; and then 
say boldly, that all this put together is 
nothing in comparison with the excellent 
beauty of the heavenly paradise. Oh ! how 
this lovely place is to be desired ! Oh ! 
how precious is this city ! 

2. Consider the glory, beauty, and multi- 
tude of the inhabitants in this blessed 
country ; those millions of millions of 
angels, cherubims, and seraphims ! those 
troops of apostles, prophets, martyrs, con- 
fessors, virgins, and holy matrons. The 
number is innumerable. O how blessed is 
this company ? The meanest of them is 
more beautiful to behold than all this 
world : what a sight then will it be to see 
them all ? But, O my God, how happy are 
they ! They sing continually harmonious 
songs of eternal love ; they always enjoy a 
constant mirth ; they interchange one with 
another unspeakable contentments, and 
live in the comfort of a happy and indis- 
soluble society. 

3. In fine, consider how blessed they are to 
enjoy God, who rewards them for ever with 
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his lovely aspect, and by the same infuses 
into their hearts a treasure of delights : how 
great a happiness it is to be united ever- 
lastingly to the sovereign good.

THE NINTH MEDITATION

*• "OLACE yourself in the presence of 
God. 2. Humble yourself before his 
majesty, and beseech him to inspire you 
with his grace. Imagine yourself to be in a 
plain field, all alone with your good angel, as 
young Toby going to Rages, and that he 
shews you heaven open, with all the 
pleasures represented in the former medi- 
tation ; then, beneath that, he shews you hell 
wide open, with all the torments described 
in the meditation of hell : you being thus 
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placed in your imagination, and kneeling by 
your good angel. 

Considerations 

1. /CONSIDER that it is most true, you 
V>i are between heaven and hell ; and 

that the one and the other is open to receive 
you, according to the choice you shall make. 

2. Consider that the choice which you shall 
make in this world shall last for all eternity 
in the other. 

3. And though both the one and the other 
be opened to receive you, according to your 
choice, yet God, who is ready to give you 
either the one by his justice, or the other by 
his mercy, desires notwithstanding with an 
incomparable desire that you would make 
choice of heaven ; and your good angel also 
importunes you with all his power, offering 
you on God's behalf a thousand assistances, 
and a thousand graces, to help you thither. 
4. , Consider that Jesus Christ beholds you 
from above in his clemency, and graciously 
invites you, saying : Come, my dear soul, to 
everlasting rest within the arms of my 
goodness, where I have prepared immortal 
delights for thee in the abundance of my 
love. Behold likewise with your inward eyes 
the Blessed Virgin, who with a motherly 
love exhorts you, saying : Take courage, 
my child, despise not the desires of my Son, 
nor so many sighs which I have cast forth 
for thee, thirsting with him after thy 
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eternal salvation. Behold the saints also 
that exhort you, and millions of blessed 
souls sweetly inviting you, and wishing 
nothing more than to see your heart united 
with theirs in praising and loving God for 
ever ; assuring you that the way to heaven 
is not so hard as the world makes it. Be of 
good courage, dear brother, say they, he 
that shall diligently consider the way of 
devotion, by which we ascended hither, 
shall see that we came to these immortal 
delights by pleasures incomparably more 
sweet than those of the world.

Preparation 

1. T3JLACE yourself in the presence of 
A God. 2. Prostrate yourself before 
him, and implore the assistance of his grace. 

Considerations 

1. TMAGINE yourself again to be in a 
A plain field, all alone with your good 
angel ; and that you see on your left hand 
the devil, seated on a great high throne, 
with many infernal spirits about him, 
environed with a great troop of worldlings, 
who all bare-headed acknowledge him for 
their Lord, and do him homage, some by 
one sin, and some by another. Observe the 
countenance of all the wretched courtiers of 
this abominable king. Behold some of 
them transported with hatred, envy, and 
passion ; others killing one another ; others 
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consumed with cares, pensive and anxious 
to heap up riches ; others bent upon vanity 
without any manner of pleasure which is 
not empty and unprofitable ; others wallow- 
ing in the mire, buried and putrified in their 
brutish affections. Behold how they are all 
without rest, order, and decency : behold 
how they despise one another, and love but 
in show. In a word, you shall see a lament- 
able commonwealth miserably tyrannized 
over by this cursed king, which will move 
you to compassion. 

2. On the other side, behold Jesus Christ 
crucified, who with a cordial love prays for 
these poor enthralled people, that they may 
be freed from this tyranny, and calls them 
to himself. Behold, round about him a 
troop of devout persons with their angels. 
Contemplate the beauty of this kingdom of 
devotion. 0 what a sight is it to see this 
troop of virgins, men and women, whiter 
than the lilies ; that assembly of widows 
full of holy mortification and humility : see 
the ranks of divers married people living 
peaceably together with mutual respect, 
which cannot be without great charity. 
Consider how these devout souls join the 
exterier care of the house with the care of 
the interior, the love of the husband with 
that of the celestial bridegroom. Consider 
them all universally, and you shall see them 
in a sweet, holy and lovely order, observing 
our Saviour, whom every one would will- 
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ingly plant in the midst of his heart. They 
are full of joy, but that joy is comely, 
charitable and well ordered ; they love one 
another, but their love is most pure and 
holy : such as suffer afflictions amongst this 
devout company torment not themselves 
much, nor lose courage. Lastly, behold those 
eyes of our Saviour, who comforts them, and 
how they all together aspire to him. 
3. You have already shaken off Satan with 
all his cursed execrable troop, by the good 
affections and resolutions you have con- 
ceived ; but you are not yet arrived at 
Jesus, nor united with this blessed and holy 
company of devout people, but have 
hitherto kept yourself between the one and 
the other. 

4.. The Blessed Virgin, with St. Joseph, and 
a hundred thousand others, who are of the 
squadron of those who have lived in the 
world, invite and encourage you. And the 
crucified King himself calls you by your 
name : Come, my well-beloved, come, that 
I mav crown thee.

From heresy and schism, and 
all that blindness of soul which self-conceit 
and pride expose us to ; in fine, from a 
hardened heart, from final impenitence, and 
everlasting damnation. From all these evils, 
for thy own goodness sake, 0 Lord, deliver 
us, through Jesus Christ thy Son our Lord.

INDULGENCES 



i . What an Indulgence is 

BY an Indulgence is meant the remission 
of the temporal punishment due to us on 
account of our sins. Every sin, however 
grievous, is remitted through the Sacrament 
of Penance, or by an act of perfect con- 
trition, as regards its guilt and the eternal 
punishment due to it. But the debt of 
temporal punishment is not always remitted 
at the same time. This latter is done away 
with by deep penitence, or by works of 
satisfaction — e.g., prayers, alms, fasting, 
&c. ; or by the patient endurance of troubles 
and adversities sent us by God, &c. ; or by 
the satisfaction of our Lord Jesus Christ and 
the Saints, applied to us through Indulgences 
by those who have the power to apply them. 
And although, in order to escape this 
temporal punishment, we must not rely on 
Indulgences alone, to the neglect of good 
works ; yet because, at the best, our own 
good works are very imperfect, and the debt 
of punishment due by us very great, we 
ought to endeavour, as frequently as pos- 
sible, to avail ourselves of the benefits of In- 
dulgences. 

Indulgences are of two kinds : ist„ a 
plenary Indulgence, when duly gained, is a 
full and entire remission of all the temporal 
punishment due to sin. The eight Indul- 
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gences granted to the faithful in England 
at the principal festivals in the year are 
plenary Indulgences. A jubilee is also a 
plenary Indulgence occasionally granted by 
the Pope to the whole Church, in the most 
ample manner, and with the greatest 
solemnity. There are many other plenary 
Indulgences granted to various good works. 
2nd, a partial, or limited Indulgence, as of 
ten years or a hundred days, etc., remits as 
much of the temporal punishment as would 
have been remitted by ten years, or a 
hundred days, etc., of the canonical penances 
formerly imposed on public penitents. 

2. What is required for obtaining an 

Indulgence 

1. A Plenary Indulgence .—To approach to 
the Sacraments of Penance and the Holy 
Eucharist ; to perform the special work to 
which the Indulgence is attached. Most 
plenary Indulgences have attached to them 
as a condition that we are to pray for the 
intention of the Holy Father. For this 
purpose we may say a litany, a portion of 
the rosary, Jesus psalter, or five Paters and 
five Aves. One Communion suffices for 
several Indulgences, if they can be gained 
on the same day. 

2. Partial Indulgence-, — To be in a state of 
grace ; to perform the work to which the 
Indulgence is attached.

Epistle. 'Romans, xiii, 11-14. Brethren: 
Know that it is now the hour for us to rise 
from sleep. For now our salvation is nearer 
than when we believed. The night is past 
and the day is at hand. Let us therefore 
cast off the works of darkness, and put on 
the armour of light. Let us walk honestly, 
as in the day : not in rioting and drunken- 
ness, not in chambering and impurities, not 
in contention and envy ; but put ye on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Gospel. Luke xxi, 25-33. At that time: 
Jesus said to His disciples : There shall be 
signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in 
the stars ; and upon the earth distress of 
nation*, by reason of the confusion of the 
roaring of the sea and of the waves ; men 
withering away for fear, and expectation 
of what shall come upon the whole world. 
For the powers of the heavens shall be 
moved ; and then they shall see the Son of 
man coming in a cloud with great power 
and majesty. But when these things begin 
to come to pass, look up, and lift up your 
heads, because your redemption is at hand. 
And He spoke to them a similitude. See 
the fig-tree, and all the trees : when they

now shoot forth their fruit, you know that 
summer is nigh ; so you also, when you 
shall see these things come to pass, know 
that the kingdom of God is at hand. Amen, 
I say to you, this generation shall not pass 
away, till all things be fulfilled. Heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but My words 
shall not pass away. 

SECOND SUNDAY OF ADVENT 

Epistle. Romans xv, 4-13. Brethren : 
What things soever were written, were 
written for our learning : that through 
patience and the comfort of the scriptures, 
we ^ might have hope. Now the God of 
patience and of comfort grant you to be of 
one mind one towards another, according 
to Jesus Christ ; that with one mind, and 
with one mouth, you may glorify God and 
the Father of our Lord Jesus .Christ. 
Wherefore receive one another, as Christ 
also hath received you unto the honour 
(rf God. For I say that Christ Jesus was 
minister of the circumcision for the truth 
of God, to confirm the promises made unto 
the fathers. But that the Gentiles are to 
glorify God for His mercy, as it is written : 
Therefore will I confess to thee, 0 Lord, 
among the Gentiles, 'and will sing to Thy 
name. And again he saith : Rejoice, ye Gen- 
tiles, with His people. And again : Praise the 
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Lord, all ye Gentiles ; and magnify Him, all 
ye people. And again, Isaiah saith : There 
shall be a root of Jesse ; and He that shall rise 
up to rule the Gentiles, in Him the Gentiles 
shall hope. Now the God of Hope fill you with 
all joy and peace in believing, that you may 
abound in hope, and in the power of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Gospel. Matthew xi, 2-10. At that time : 
When John had heard in prison the works 
of Christ : sending two of his disciples he 
said to Him : Art thou He that art to come, 
or look we for another ? And Jesus making 
answer said to them : Go and relate to 
John what you have heard and seen. The 
blind see, the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead rise again, 
the poor have the gospel preached to them. 
And blessed is he that shall not be scanda- 
lized in Me. And when they went their 
way, Jesus began to say to the multitudes, 
concerning John : What went you out into 
the desert to see ? a reed shaken with the 
wind ? But what went you out to see ? a man 
clothed in soft garments ? Behold they that 
are clothed in soft garments, are in the 
houses of kings. But what went you out to 
see ? a prophet ? yea I tell you, and more 
than a prophet. For this is he of whom it is 
written : Behold, I send my angel before Thy 
face, who shall prepare Thy way before Thee. 
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THIRD SUNDAY OF ADVENT 

Epistle. Pbilippians iv, 4-7. Brethren : 
Rejoice in the Lord always ; again, I say, 
rejoice. Let your modesty be known to all 
men. The Lord is nigh. Be nothing solici- 
tous ; but in everything, by prayer and 
supplication, with thanksgiving, let your 
petitions be made known to God. And the 
peace^ of God, which surpasseth all under- 
standing, keep your hearts and minds in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Gospel. John i, 19-28. At that time: 
The Jews sent from Jerusalem priests and 
Levites to John, to ask him: Who art 
thou ? And he confessed, and did not deny : 
and he confessed : I am not the Christ. 
And they asked him : What then ? Art 
thou Elias ? And he said : I am not. Art 
thou the prophet ? And he answered : No. 
They said therefore unto him : Who art 
thou, that we may give an answer to them 
that sent us ? What sayest thou of thyself ? 
He said : I am the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, make straight the way of the 
Lord, as said the prophet Isaias. And they 
that were sent, were of the Pharisees. 
And they asked him, and said to him : 
Why then dost thou baptize, if thou be not 
Christ, nor Elias, nor the prophet ? John 
answered them, saying: I baptize with 
water; but there hath stood one in the 
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midst of you, whom you know not. The 
same is He that shall come after me, who 
is preferred before me ; the latchet of whose 
shoe I am not worthy to loose. These things 
were done in Bethania beyond the Jordan, 
where John was baptizing. 

FOURTH SUNDAY OF ADVENT 

Epistle, i Corinthians iv, 1-5. Brethren : 
Let a man so account of us as of the minis- 
ters of Christ, and the dispensers of the 
mysteries of God. Here now it is required 
amongst the dispensers, that a man be found 
faithful. But to me it is a very small thing 
to be judged by you, or by man's day; 
but neither do I judge my own self. For I 
am not conscious to myself of anything, 
yet I am not hereby justified ; but he that 
judgeth me, is the Lord. Therefore judge 
not before the time ; until the Lord come, 
who both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make manifest 
the counsel of the hearts : and then shall 
every man have praise from God. 

Gospel. Ltikem, 1-6. Now in the fifteenth 
year of the reign of Tiberius Csesar, Pontius 
Pilate being governor of Judea, and Herod 
being Tetrarch of Galilee, and Philip his 
brother Tetrarch of Iturea, and the country 
of Trachelitis, and Lysanias Tetrarch of 
Abilina ; under the high priests Annas and 
Caiphas; the word of the Lord came to 
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John, the son of Zachary, in the desert. 
And he came into all the country about the 
Jordan, preaching the baptism of penance 
for the remission of sins ; as it was written 
in the book of the sayings of Isaias the 
prophet : A voice of one crying in the wilder- 
ness : Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
straight His paths. Every valley shall be filled ; 
and every mountain and hill shall be brought 
low ; and the crooked shall be made straight ; 
and the rough ways plain ; and all flesh shall 
see the salvation of God. 

CHRISTMAS DAY 

FIRST MASS. AT MIDNIGHT 

Epistle. Titus ii, 11-15. Dearly Beloved : 
The grace of God our Saviour hath appeared 
to all men ; instructing us, that, denying 
ungodliness and worldly desires, we should 
live soberly, and justly, and godly in this 
world, looking for the blessed hope and 
coming of the glory of the great God and 
our Saviour Jesus Christ, who gave Himself 
for us, that He might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and might cleanse to Himself a 
people acceptable, a pursuer of good works. 
These things speak, and exhort : in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 

Gospel. Luke ii, 1-1^.. At that time; 
There went out a decree from Caesar 
Augustus,^ that the whole world should be 
enrolled. This enrolling was first made by 
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Cyrinus, the Governor of Syria. And all 
went to be enrolled, every one into his 
own city. And Joseph also went up from 
Galilee/ out of the city of Nazareth into 
Judea, to the city of David, which is called 
Bethlehem : because he was of the house 
and family of David, to be enrolled with 
Mary, his espoused wife, who was with 
child. And it came to pass, that when they 
were there, her days were accomplished, 
that she should be delivered. And she 
brought forth her firstborn Son, and wrapped 
Him up in swaddling clothes, and laid Him 
in a manger because there was no room for 
them in the inn. And there were in the 
same country shepherds watching, and 
keeping the night watches over their flock. 
And behold an angel of the Lord stood 
by them, and the brightness of God shone 
round about them ; and they feared with 
a great fear. And the angel said to them : 
Fear not ; for, behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy, that shall be to all 
the people : for this day is born to you a 
Saviour, who is Christ the Lord, in the 
city of David. And this shall be a sign unto 
you. You shall find the infant wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, and laid in a manger. 
And suddenly there was with the angel a 
multitude of the heavenly army, praising 
God, and saying : Glory to God in the 
highest ; and on earth peace to men of 
good will. 
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SECOND MASS. AT BREAK OF DAY 

Epistle. Titus iii, 4-7. Dearly beloved: 
The goodness and kindness of God our 
Saviour appeared ; not by the works of 
justice, which we have done, but according 
to His mercy, He saved us, by the laver of 
regeneration, and renovation of the Holy 
Ghost ; whom He hath poured forth upon 
us abundantly, through Jesus Christ our 
Saviour : that, being justified by His 
grace, we may be heirs, according to hope 
of life everlasting ; in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 

Gospel. Luke ii 15-20. At that time; 
The shepherds said one to another : Let 
us^ go over to Bethlehem, and let us see 
this word that is come to pass, which the 
Lord hath shewed to us. And they came 
with haste ; and they found Mary and Jo- 
seph, and the Infant lying in a manger. And 
seeing, they understood of the word that had 
been spoken to them concerning this Child. 
And all that heard, wondered ; and at those 
things that were told them by the shepherds. 
But Mary kept all these words, pondering 
them in her heart. And the shepherds return- 
ed, glorifying and praising God, for all the 
things they had heard and seen, as it was 
told unto them. 
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THIRD MASS. IN THE DAY-TIME 

Epistle. Hebrews i, 1-12. God, Who, 
at sundry times and in divers manners, 
spoke in times past to the fathers by the 
prophets, last of all, in these days, hath 
spoken to us by His Son, Whom He hath 
appointed heir of all things, by Whom also 
He made the world. Who being the bright- 
ness of His glory, and the figure of His 
substance, and upholding all things by the 
word of His power, making purgation of sins, 
sitteth on the right hand of the majesty on 
high. Being made so much better than the 
angels, as He hath inherited a more excellent 
name than they. For to which of the angels 
hath He said at any time. "Thou art My son, 
to-day have I begotten Thee ? And again, / will 
be to Him a Father and He shall be to Me a 
Son P And again, when He bringeth in the 
first begotten into the world, He saith : And 
let all the angels of God adore Him. And to the 
angels indeed He saith : He that maketh His 
angels spirits, and His ministers a flame of 
fire. But to the Son : Thy throne, 0 God, 
is for ever and ever : a sceptre of justice is 
the sceptre of Thy kingdom. Thou hast loved 
justice, and hated iniquity : therefore God, 
Thy God, hath anointed Thee with the oil 
of gladness above Thy fellows. And : Thou 
in the beginning, 0 Lord, didst found the 
earth : and the works of Thy hands are 
the heavens. They shall perish, but Thou 
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shalt continue ; and they shall all grow old as a 
garment. And as a vesture shalt Thou change 
them, and they shall be changed : but Thou 
art the selfsame , and Thy years shall not fail. 

Gospel. John i, 1-14. J n t he beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God. The same was 
in the beginning with God. All things were 
made by Him : and without Him was made 
.nothing that was made. In Him was life, and 
the life was the light of men. And the light 
shineth in darkness, and the darkness did 
not comprehend it. There was a man sent 
from God, whose name was John. This man 
came for a witness, to give testimony of the 
light, that all men might believe through 
Him. He was not the light, but was to give 
testimony of the light. That was the true 
light, which enlighteneth every man that 
cometh into this world. He was in the world, 
and the world was made by Him, and the 
world knew Him not. He came unto His own, 
and His own received him not. But as many 
as received Him, He gave them power to be 
made the sons of God, to them that believe 
in His name. Who are born, not of blood, 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will 
of man, but of God. *And the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us, and we 
saw His glory, the glory as it were of the 
only begotten of the Father, full of grace 
and truth. * Uere aU kneeL 
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SUNDAY WITHIN THE OCTAVE OF 

CHRISTMAS 

Epistle. Galatians ' iv, 1-7. Brethren: 
As long as the heir is a child, he difrereth 
nothing from a servant, though he be lord 
of all ; but is under tutors and governors 
until the time appointed by the father : 
so we also, when we were children, were 
serving under the elements of the world. 
But when the fulness of the time was 
come, God sent His Son, made of a woman, 
made under the law : that He might redeem 
them who were under the law : that we 
might receive the adoption of sons. And 
because you are sons, God hath sent the 
Spirit of His Son into your hearts, crying : 
Abba^ Father. Therefore now he is not a 
servant, but a son. And if a son, an heir 
also through God. 

Gospel. Luke ii, 33-40. At that time : 
Joseph and Mary the mother of Jesus, 
were wondering at those things which 
were spoken concerning Him. And Simeon 
blessed them, and said to Mary His mother : 
Behold, this Child is set for the fall, and 
for the resurrection of many in Israel, 
and for a sign which shall be contradicted ; 
and thy own soul a sword shall pierce, 
that, out of many hearts, thoughts may be 
revealed. And there was one Anna, a 
prophetess, the daughter of Phanuel, of 
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the tribe of Aser ; she was far advanced 
in years, and had lived with her husband 
seven years from her virginity. And she 
was a widow until fourscore and four years ; 
who departed not from the temple, by 
fastings and prayers serving day and night. 
Now she, at the same hour, coming in, 
confessed to the Lord, and spoke of Him 
to all that looked for the redemption of 
Israel. And after they had performed all 
things according to the law of the Lord, 
they returned into Galilee, to their city 
Nazareth. And the Child grew, and waxed 
strong, full of wisdom ; and the grace of 
God was in Him.

Peter, being filled with the Holy Ghost, 
said to them : Ye princes of the people, 
and ancients, hear : If we this day are ex- 
amined concerning the good deeds done to 
the infirm man, by what means he hath been 
made whole : be it known to you all, and to 
all the people of Israel, that by the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom 
you crucified, whom God hath raised from 
the dead, even by Him this man standeth 
here before you whole. This is the stone which 
i was rejected by you the builders, which is 
become the head of the corner. Neither is there 
salvation in any other. For there is no other 
name under heaven given to men, whereby 
we must be saved. 

Gospel. Luke ii, 21. At that time : After 
eight days were accomplished, that the 
Child should be circumcised, His name was 
called Jesus, which was called by the angel, 
before He was conceived in the womb. 
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THE EPIPHANY 

Lesson. Isaias lx, 1-6. Arise, be enlight- 
ened, O Jerusalem : for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is risen upon thee. 
For behold darkness shall cover the earth, 
and a mist the people : but the Lord 
shall arise upon thee, and His glory shall 
be seen upon thee. And the Gentiles shall 
walk in thy light, and kings in the bright- 
ness of thy rising. Lift up thy eyes round 
about, and see : all these are gathered 
together, they are come to thee : thy sons 
shall come from afar, and thy daughters 
shall rise up at thy side. Then shalt thou 
see, and abound, and thy heart shall wonder 
and be enlarged, when the multitude of 
the sea shall be converted to thee, the 
strength of the Gentiles shall come to thee. 
The multitude of camels shall cover thee, 
the dromedaries of Madian and Epha : all they 
from Saba shall come, bringing gold and frank- 
incense : and showing forth praise to the Lord. 

Gospel : Matthew ii, 1— 12. When Jesus 
therefore was born in Bethlehem of Juda, 
in the days of king Herod, behold, there 
came wise men from the east to Jerusalem, 
saying, Where is He that is born King of 
the Jews ? For we have seen His star in 
the east, and are come to adore Him. And 
king Herod hearing this, was troubled, and 
all Jerusalem with him. And assembling to- 
gether all the chief priests and the scribes of 
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che people, he inquired of them where Christ 
should be born. But they said to him : In 
Bethlehem of Juda. For so it is written by 
the prophet : And thou Bethlehem the land of 
Juda are not the least among the princes of 
Juda ! for out of thee shall come forth the cap- 
tain that shall rule my people Israel. Then 
Herod privately calling the wise men learned 
diligently of them the time of the star which 
appeared to them ; and sending them into 
Bethlehem, said : Go and diligently inquire 
after the Child, and when you have found 
Him, bring me word again that I also may 
come and adore Him. Who having heard the 
king, went their way ; and behold the 
star which they had seen in the east, went 
before them, until it came and stood over 
where the Child was. And seeing the star, 
they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. 
And entering into the house, they found 
the Child with Mary His mother, * and 
falling down they adored Him ; and opening 
their treasures, they offered Him gifts : 
gold, frankincense, and myrrh. And having 
received an answer in sleep that they should 
not return to Herod, they went back an- 
other way into their country.

Epistle. Col. iii, 12-17, as on p. 298. 
Gospel. Luke ii, 42-52, as on p. 292. 
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FIRST SUNDAY AFTER EPIPHANY 

Epistle. Rom. xii, 1-5. Brethren: I 
beseech you by the mercy of God, that you 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
pleasing unto God, your reasonable service. 
And be not conformed to this world ; but 
be reformed in the newness of your mind, 
that you may prove what is the good, and 
the acceptable, and the perfect will of God. 
For I say, by the grace that is given me, to 
all that are among you, not to be more 
wise than it behoveth to be wise, but to 
be wise unto sobriety, and according as God 
hath divided to every one the measure of 
faith. For as in one body we have many 
members, but all the members have not the 
same office ; so we being many, are one body 
in Christ, and every one members one of 
another : in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Gospel. Luke ii, 42-52. When 
twelve years old, they went up to ] 
according to the custom of the feast, and 
having fulfilled the days, when they re- 
turned, the Child Jesus remained in Jeru- 
salem ; and His parents knew it not. And 
thinking that He was in the company, they 
came a day's journey, and sought Him 
among their kinsfolk and acquaintance. And 
not finding Him, they returned into Jeru- 
salem, seeking Him. And it came to pass, 
that after three days, they found Him in the

Having different gifts, according to the 
grace that is given us, either prophecy, 
to be used according to the rule of faith ; 
or ministry, in ministering ; or he that 
teacheth, in doctrine ; he that exhorteth, 
in exhorting ; he that giveth, with simplicity; 
he that ruleth, with carefulness ; he that 
sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. Let love 
be without dissimulation. Hating that 
which is evil, cleaving to that which is good. 
Loving one another with the charity of 
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brotherhood, with honour preventing one 
another. In carefulness not slothful : In 
spirit fervent : Serving the Lord ; Rejoicing 
in hope : Patient in. tribulation : Instant in 
prayer : Communicating to the necessities 
of the saints : Pursuing hospitality. Bless 
them that persecute you : bless, and curse 
not. Rejoice with them that rejoice ; weep 
with them that weep. Being of one mind one 
towards the other ; not minding high things, 
but consenting to the humble. 

Gospel. John ii, i-ii. At that time: 
There was a marriage in Cana of Galilee ; 
and the mother of Jesus was there. And 
Jesus also was invited, and His disciples, 
to the marriage. And the wine failing, the 
mother of Jesus saith to Him : They have 
no wine. And Jesus saith to her : Woman, 
what is it to Me and to thee ? My hour is 
not yet come. His mother said to the waiters: 
Whatsoever He shall say to you do ye. Now 
there were set there six waterpots of stone, 
according to the manner of the purifying of 
the Jews, containing two or three measures 
apiece. Jesus saith to them : Fill the water- 
pots with water. And they filled them up to 
the brim. And Jesus saith to them : Draw out 
now, and carry to the chief steward of the 
feast. And they carried it. And when the 
chief steward had tasted the water made 
wine, and knew not whence it was, but the 
waiters knew who had drawn the water ; 
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the chief steward called the bridegroom, 
and saith to him : Every man at first 
setteth forth good wine, and when men 
have well drunk, then that which is worse. 
But thou hast kept the good wine until 
now. This beginning of miracles did Jesus 
in Cana of Galilee ; and manifested His 
glory, and His disciples believed in Him. 

THIRD SUNDAY AFTER EPIPHANY 
Epistle. Romans xii, 16-21. Brethren: 
Be not wise in your own conceits. To no 
man rendering evil for evil ; providing 
good things, not only in the sight of God, 
but also in the sight of all men. If it be 
possible, as much as is in you, have peace 
with all men. Revenge not yourselves, 
my dearly beloved ; but give place unto 
wrath, for it is written : Revenge is mine, 
I will repay, saith the Lord. But if thy 
enemy be hungry, give him to eat ; if he 
thirst, give him to drink. For, doing this, 
thou shalt heap coals of fire upon his head. 
Be not overcome by evil, but overcome 
evil by good. 

Gospel. Matthew viii, 1-13. At that 
time : When Jesus was come down from the 
mountain, great multitudes followed Him : 
and behold a leper came and adored Him, 
saying : Lord, if Thou wilt, Thou canst 
make me clean. And Jesus stretching forth 
His hand, touched him, saying : I will, be 
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thou made clean. And forthwith his leprosy 
was cleansed. And Jesus saith to him : 
See thou tell no man : but go, show thyself 
to the priest, and offer the gift which Moses 
commanded for a testimony unto them. 
And when He had entered into Capharnaum, 
there came to Him a centurion, beseeching 
Him, and saying, Lord, my servant lieth 
at home sick of the palsy, and is grievously 
tormented. And Jesus saith to him : I will 
come and heal him. And the centurion 
making answer, said : Lord, I am not 
worthy that Thou shouldst enter under my 
roof; but only say the word, and my 
servant shall be healed. For I also am a 
man subject to authority, having under 
me soldiers ; and I say to this, Go, and he 
goeth, and to another, Come, and he 
cometh, and to my servant, Do this, and 
he doeth it. And Jesus hearing this mar- 
velled ; and said to them that followed 
Him : Amen I say to you, I have not 
found so great faith in Israel. And I say 
unto you that many shall come from the 
east and the west, and shall sit down with 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob in the 
kingdom of heaven : but the children of 
the kingdom shall be cast out into the 
exterior darkness : there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. And Jesus said to 
the centurion : Go, and as thou hast 
believed, so be it done to thee. And the 
servant was healed at the same hour. 
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FOURTH SUNDAY AFTER 
EPIPHANY 

Epistle. Romans xiii, 8-10. Brethren: 
Owe no man anything, but to love one 
another. For he that loveth his neighbour, 
hath fulfilled the law. For Thou sbalt not 
commit adultery : Thou shah not kill : 
Thou shalt not steal : Thou shalt not bear 
false witness ; Thou shalt not covet ; and if 
there be any other commandment, it is 
comprised in this word, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. The love of our 
neighbour worketh no evil. Love therefore 
is the fulfilling of the law. 

Gospel. Matthew viii 23-27. At that time : 
When Jesus entered into the boat His 
disciples followed Him : and behold a great 
tempest arose in the sea, so that the boat 
was covered with waves, but He was asleep. 
And His disciples came to Him, and awaked 
Him, saying: Lord, save us, we perish. 
And Jesus saith to them : Why are you 
fearful, O ye of little faith ? Then rising up, 
He commanded the winds, and the sea, and 
there came a great calm. But the men 
wondered, saying : What manner of man 
is this, for the winds and the sea obey 
Him ? 
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FIFTH SUNDAY AFTER EPIPHANY 

Epistle. Colossians iii, 12-17. Brethren: 
Put ye on therefore, as the elect of God, 
holy, and beloved, the bowels of mercy, 
benignity, humility, modesty, patience : 
bearing with one another, and forgiving 
one another, if any have a complaint against 
another : even as the Lord hath forgiven 
you, so do you also. But above all these 
things have charity, which is the bond of 
perfection : and let the peace of Christ 
rejoice in your hearts, wherein also you are 
called in one body : and be ye thankful. 
Let the word of Christ dwell in you abun- 
dantly, in all wisdom ; teaching and ad- 
monishing one another in psalms, hymns, 
and spiritual canticles, singing in grace 
in your hearts to God. All whatsoever you 
do in word or in work, do all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, giving thanks to 
God and the Father through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

Gospel. Matthew xiii, 24-30. At that 
time : Jesus spoke this parable to the 
multitude, saying : The kingdom of heaven 
is likened to a man that sowed good seed 
in his field. But while men were asleep, 
his enemy came and oversowed cockle 
among the wheat and went his way. And 
when the blade was sprung up, and had 
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brought forth fruit, then appeared also the 
cockle. And the servants of the good man 
of the house coming said to him : Sir, didst 
thou not sow good seed in thy field ? whence 
then hath it cockle ? And he said to them : 
An enemy hath done this. And the servants 
said to him : Wilt thou that we go and 
gather it up ? And he said : No, lest perhaps 
gathering up the cockle, you root up the 
wheat also together with it. Suffer both to 
grow until the harvest, and in the time 
of the harvest I will say to the reapers : 
Gather up firsjt the cockle and bind it into 
bundles to burn, but the wheat gather ye 
into my barn. 

SIXTH SUNDAY AFTER EPIPHANY 

Epistle, i Thessalonians i, 2-10. Brethren: 
We give thanks to God always, for you 
all ; making a remembrance of you in our 
prayers without ceasing, being mindful of 
the work of your faith, and labour, and 
charity, and of the enduring of the hope 
of our Lord Jesus Christ before God and 
our Father : knowing, brethren beloved of 
God, your election : for our gospel hath not 
been unto you in word only, but in power 
also, and in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
fulness, as you know what manner of men 
we have been among you for your sakcs. 
And you became followers of us, and of 
the Lord ; receiving the word in much 
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tribulation, with joy of the Holy Ghost r j 
so that you were made a pattern to all 3 
that believe in Macedonia, and in Achaia. J 
For from you was spread abroad the word M 
of the Lord, not only in Macedonia, and I 
in Achaia, but also in every place your % 
faith, which is towards God, is gone forth, 
so that we need not to speak anything. 
For they themselves relate of us, what 
manner of entering in we had unto you ; 
and how you turned to God from idols, to J 
serve the living and true God. And to wait | 
for His Son from heaven (whom He raised | 
up from the dead) Jesus, Who hath delivered 
us from the wrath to come. 

Gospel. Matthew xiii, 31-35. At that x 
time : Jesus spoke to the multitude this 
parable : The kingdom of heaven is like 
to a grain of mustard seed, which a man 
took and sowed in his field. Which is the m 
least indeed of all seeds ; but when it is \ 
grown up, it is greater than all herbs, and 
becometh a tree, so that the birds of the ,.; 
air come, and dwell in the branches thereof. 
Another parable He spoke to them : The ;| 
kingdom of heaven is like to leaven, which | 
a woman took and hid in three measures of % 
meal, until the whole was leavened. All 
these things Jesus spoke in parables to the 
multitudes : and without parables He did 
not speak to them. That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophet, saying : jj 
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/ will open My mouth in parables, I will 
utter things hidden from the foundation of 
the world. 

If there be not six Sundays between the Epiphany 
and Septuagesima, what remains are omitted, and taken 
in between the twenty-third and the last Sunday after 
Pentecost. 

SEPTUAGESIMA SUNDAY 

Epistle, i Corinthians ix, 24, to x, 5. 
Brethren : Know you not that they that run 
in the race, all run indeed, but one re- 
ceiveth the prize ? So run that you may 
obtain. And every one that striveth for the 
mastery, refraineth himself from all things : 
and they indeed that they may receive a 
corruptible crown, but we an incorruptible 
one. I therefore so run, not as at an un- 
certainty : I so fight, not as one beating 
the air : but I chastise my body, and bring 
it into subjection : lest perhaps, when I 
have preached to others, I myself should 
become a castaway. For I would not have 
you ignorant, brethren, that our fathers 
were all under the cloud, and all passed 
through the sea, and all in Moses were 
baptized, in the cloud, and in the sea: and 
did all eat the same spiritual food, and all 
drank the same spiritual drink ; (and they 
drank of the spiritual Rock that followed 
them, and the Rock was Christ). But with 
most of them God was not well pleased. 
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Gospel. Matthew xx, 1-16. At that 
time : Jesus spoke to His disciples this 
parable : The kingdom of heaven is like to 
an householder, who went out early in the 
morning to hire labourers into his vine- 
yard. And having agreed with the labourers 
for a penny a day, he sent them into his 
vineyard. And going out about the third 
hour, he saw others standing in the market- 
place idle. And he said to them : Go you 
also into my vineyard, and I will give you 
what shall be just. And they went their 
way. And again he went out about the sixth 
and the ninth hour, and did in like manner. 
But about the eleventh hour he went out 
and found others standing, and he saith 
to them : Why stand you here all the day 
idle ? They say to him : Because no man 
hath hired us. He saith to them : Go you 
also into my vineyard. And when evening 
was come, the lord of the vineyard saith 
to his steward : Call the labourers and pay 
them their hire, beginning from the last 
even to the first. When therefore they were 
come, that came about the eleventh hour, 
they received every man a penny. But when 
the first also came, they thought that they 
should receive more : and they also received 
every man a penny. And receiving it they 
murmured against the master of the house, 
saying : These last have worked but one 
hour, and thou hast made them equal to 
us, that have borne the burden of the day 
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and the heats. But he answering said to 
one of them : Friend, I do thee no wrong : 
didst thou not agree with me for a penny ? 
Take what is thine, and go thy way : I 
will also give to this last even as to thee. 
Or, is it not lawful for me to do What I 
will ? Is thy eye evil because I am good r 
So shall the last be first, and the first last. 
For many are called, but few chosen. 
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Epistle. 2 Corinthians xi, 19, to xii, 9 
Brethren : You gladly suffer the foolish ; 
whereas yourselves are wise. For you suffer 
if a man bring you into bondage, if a man 
devour you, if a man take from you, if a 
man be lifted up, if a man strike you on 
the face. I speak according to dishonour, 
as if we had been weak in this part. Wherein 
if any man dare (I speak foolishly), I dare 
also. They are Hebrews : so am I. They are 
Israelites : so am I. They are the seed of 
Abraham : so am I. They are the ministers 
of Christ (I speak as one less wise) : I am 
more : in many more labours, in prisons 
more frequently, in stripes above measure, 
in deaths often. Of the Jews five times did 
I receive forty stripes, save one. Thrice was 
I beaten with rods, once I was stoned, 
thrice I suffered shipwreck, a night and a 
day I was in the depth of the sea. In 
journeying often in perils of waters, in 
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perils of robbers, in perils from my own 
nation, in perils from the Gentiles, in perils 
in the city, in perils in the wilderness, ia:.| 
perils in the sea, in perils from false brethren, ft 
In labour and painfulness, in much watch- «| 
ings, in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, « 
in cold and nakedness. Besides those things* Jf; 
which are without : my daily instance, the :||f. 
solicitude for all the churches. Who is J|. 
weak, and I am not weak ? Who is scan-;|j|. 
dalized, and I am not on fire ? If I must 
needs glory, I will glory of the things that i 
concern my infirmity. The God and Father | 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who is blessed 
for ever, knoweth that I lie not. At Damas- 
cus, the governor of the nation under 
Aretas the king, guarded the city of the 
Damascenes, to apprehend me. And through 
a window in a basket was I let down by 
the wall, and so escaped his hands. If I must 
glory (it is not expedient indeed) : but I will 
come to the visions and revelations of the 
Lord. I know a man in Christ above fourteen 
years ago (whether in the body, I know not, 
or out of the body, I know not ; God know- 
eth), such a one caught up to the third 
heaven. And I know such a man (whether in 
the body or out of the body, I know not : God 
knoweth) : that he was caught up into para- 
dise, and heard secret words, which it is not 
granted to man to utter. For such an one I -|| \ 
will glory ; but for myself I will glory no- # • 
thing, but in my infirmities. For though lip 
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should have a mind to glory, I shall not be 
foolish ; for I will say the truth. But I for- 
] bear, lest any man should think of me above 
1 that which he seeth in me, or anything he 
heareth from me. And lest the greatness of 
the revelations should exalt me, there was 
given me a sting of my flesh, an angel of 
Satan, to buffet me. For which thing thrice 
I besought the Lord, that it might depart 
from me. And He said to me : My grace is 
sufficient for thee : for power is made perfect 
in infirmity. Gladly therefore will I glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of Christ may 
dwell in me. 

Gospel. Luke viii, 4-15.^ that time: 
When a very great multitude was gathered 
together, and hastened out of the cities 
unto Jesus, He spoke by a similitude. The 
sower went out to sow his seed. And as 
he sowed, some fell by the wayside, and it 
was trodden down, and the fowls of the 
air devoured it. And other some fell upon a 
rock : and as soon as it was sprung up, it 
withered away, because it had no moisture. 
And other some fell among thorns, and the 
thorns growing up with it, choked it. And 
other some fell upon good ground, and 
being sprung up, yielded fruit a hundred- 
fold. Saying these things, He cried out : 
He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
And His disciples asked Him what this 
parable might be. To whom He said : To 
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you it is given to know the mystery of the 
kingdom of God : but to the rest in parables, 
that seeing they may not see, and hearing 
may not understand. Now the parable is 
this : The seed is the word of God. And they 
by the wayside, are they that hear ; then 
the devil cometh, and taketh the word out 
of their heart, lest believing they should be 
saved. Now they upon the rock, are they 
who when they hear, receive the word with 
joy : and these have no roots ; for they 
believe for awhile, and in time of tempta- 
tion, they fall away. And that which fell 
among thorns, are they who have heard, 
and going their way, are choked with the 
cares and riches and pleasures of this 
life, and yield no fruit. But that on the 
good ground, are they who in a good and 
perfect heart, hearing the word, keep it, 
and bring forth fruit in patience. 

QUINQUAGESIMA SUNDAY 

Epistle. I Corinthians xiii, 1-13. Breth- 
ren : If I speak with the tongues of men, 
and of angels, and have not charity, I am 
become as sounding brass, or a tinkling 
cymbal. And if I should have prophecy and 
should know all mysteries, and all know- 
ledge, and if I should have all faith, so that 
I could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, I am nothing. And if I should 
distribute all my goods to feed the poor* 
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and if I should deliver my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, it profiteth 
me nothing. Charity is patient, is kind : 
charity envieth not, dealeth not per- 
versely ; is not puffed up ; is not ambitious, 
seeketh not her own, is not provoked to an- 
ger, thinketh no evil : rejoiceth not in ini- 
quity, but rejoiceth with the truth ; beareth 
all things, believeth all things, hopeth all 
things, endureth all things. Charity never 
falleth away : whether prophecies shall be 
made void, or tongues shall cease, or know- 
ledge shall be destroyed. For we know in 
part, and we prophesy in part. But when 
that which is perfect is come, that which is in 
part shall be done away. When I was a child, 
I spoke as a child, I understood as a child, 
I thought as a child, But when I became a 
man, I put away *the things of a child. We 
see now through a glass in a dark manner ; 
but then face to face. Now I know in part ; 
but then I shall know even as I am known. 
And now there remain faith, hope, and 
charity, these three : but the greatest of 
these is charity. 

Gospel. Luke xviii, 31-43. At that 
time : Jesus took unto Him the twelve, 
and said to them : Behold, we go up to 
Jerusalem, and all things shall be accom- 
plished which were written by the prophets 
concerning the Son of man. For He shall 
be delivered to the Gentiles, and shall be 
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mocked, and scourged, and spit upon : 
and after they have scourged Him, they 
will put Him to death ; and the third day 
He shall rise again. And they understood 
none of these things, and this word was 
hid from them, and they understood not 
the things that were said. Now it came to 
pass when He drew nigh to Jericho that a 
certain blind man sat by the wayside 
begging. And when he heard the multitude 
passing by, he asked what this meant. 
And they told him, that Jesus of Nazareth 
was passing by. And he cried out, saying : 
Jesus, Son of David, have mercy on me. 
And they that went before, rebuked him, 
that he should hold his peace : but he cried 
out much more : Son of David have mercy 
on me. And Jesus standing, commanded 
him to be brought unto Him. And when 
he was come near, He asked him, saying : 
What wilt thou that I do to thee ? But 
he said : Lord, that I may see. And Jesus 
said to him : Receive thy sight : thy faith 
hath made thee whole. And immediately 
he saw, and followed Him, glorifying God. 
And all the people, when they saw it, gave 
praise to God. 

ASH WEDNESDAY 

Lesson. Joel ii, 12-19. Thus saith the 
Lord : Be converted to Me with all your 
heart, in fasting, in weeping, and in mourn- 
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ing. And rend your hearts, and not your 
garments, and turn to the Lord your 
God : for He is gracious and merciful, 
patient and rich in mercy, and ready to 
repent of the evil. Who knoweth but He 
will return, and forgive, and leave a blessing 
behind Him, sacrifice and libation to the 
Lord your God ? Blow the trumpet in 
Sion, sanctify a fast, call a solemn assembly, 
gather together the people, sanctify the 
Church, assemble the ancients, gather to- 
gether the little ones, and them that suck 
at the breasts : let the bridegroom go forth 
from his bed, and the bride out of her 
bridechamber. Between the porch and the 
altar the priests the Lord's ministers shall 
weep, and shall say : Spare, O Lord, spare 
Thy people : and give not Thy inheritance 
to reproach, that the heathens should 
rule over them. Why should they say 
among the nations : Where is their God f 
The Lord hath been zealous for His land, 
and hath spared His people : And the Lord 
answered and said to His people : Behold I 
will send you corn, and wine, and oil, and 
you shall be filled with them : and I will no 
more make you a reproach among the 
nations : said the Lord Almighty. 

Gospel. Matthew vi, 16-21. At that 
time : Jesus said to His disciples : When 
you fast be not as the hypocrites, sad. For 
they disfigure their faces, that they may 
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appear unto men to fast. Amen T say to 
you, they have received thei> reward. 
But thou, when thou fastest, anoint thy 
head, and wash thy face ; that thou appear 
not to men to fast, but to Thy Father who 
is in secret : and Thy Father who seeth 
in secret, will repay thee. Lay not up to 
yourselves treasures on earth : where the 
rust, and moth consume, and where thieves 
break through and steal. But lay up to 
yourselves treasures in heaven : where 
neither the rust nor moth doth consume, 
and where thieves do not break through, 
nor steal. For where thy treasure is, there 
is thy heart also. 

FIRST SUNDAY IN LENT 

Epistle. 2 Corinthians vi, 1-10. Breth- 
ren : We exhort you, that you receive not 
the grace of God in vain. For He saith : 
In an accepted time have I heard thee ; and 
in the day of salvation have I helped thee. 
Behold, now is the accepted time ; behold 
now is the day of salvation. Giving no 
offence to any man, that our ministry be 
not blamed : but in all things let us exhibit 
ourselves as the ministers of God, in much 
patience, in tribulation, in necessities, in 
distresses, in stripes, in prisons, in seditions, 
in labours, in watchings, in fastings, in 
chastity, in knowledge, in long-suffering, 
in sweetness, in the Holy Ghost, in charity 
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unfeigned, in the word of truth, in the 
power of God; by the armour of justice 
on the right hand and on the left ; by 
honour and dishonour, by evil report and 
good report ; as deceivers, and yet true ; 
as unknown, and yet known ; as dying, and 
behold we live ; as chastised, and not killed ; 
as sorrowful, yet always rejoicing; as 
needy, yet enriching many ; ^ as having 
nothing, and possessing all things. 

Gospel. Matthew iv, i-ii.^ that time: 
Jesus was led by the spirit into the desert 
to be tempted by the devil And when He 
had fasted forty days and forty nights, 
afterwards He was hungry. And the tempter 
coming said to Him : If Thou be the Son 
of God, command that these stones be made 
bread. Who answered and said : It is 
written, Not in bread alone doth man live, 
but in every word that proceedeth from the 
mouth of God. Then the devil took Him up 
into the holy city, and set Him upon the 
pinnacle of the temple, and said to Him : 
If Thou be the Son of God, cast Thyself 
down, for it is written : That He hath 
given His angels charge over Thee, and 
in their hands shall they bear Thee up, 
lest perhaps Thou dash Thy foot against 
a stone. Jesus said to him : It is written 
again : Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy 
God. Again the devil took Him up into a 
very high mountain, and showed Him att 
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the kingdoms of the world, and the glory 
of them, and said to Him : All these will 
I give Thee, if falling down Thou wilt adore 
me. Then Jesus saith to him : Begone, 
Satan : for it is written, The Lord thy God 
shalt thou adore, and Him only shalt thou 
serve. Then the devil left Him ; and behold 
angels came and ministered to Him. 

SECOND SUNDAY IN LENT 
Epistle, i Thessalonians iv, 1-7. Breth- 
ren : We pray and beseech you in the 
Lord Jesus, that as you have received of 
us, how you ought to walk, and to please 
God, so also you would walk, that you may 
abound the more. For you know what pre- 
cepts I have given to you by the Lord 
Jesus. For this is the will of God, your 
sanctification; that you should abstain 
from fornication ; that every one of you 
should know how to possess his vessel in 
sanctification and honour ; not in the 
passion of lust, like the Gentiles that know 
not God : and that no man overreach, nor 
circumvent his brother in business : because 
the Lord is the Avenger of all these things, 
as we have told you before, and have 
testified. For God hath not called us unto 
uncleanness but unto sanctification in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Gospel. Matthew xvii, 1-9. At that 
time ; Jesus taketh unto Him Peter and 
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James, and John his brother^ and bringeth 
them up into a high mountain apart : and 
He was transfigured before them. And His 
face did shine as the sun; and His gar- 
ments became white as snow. And behold 
there appeared to them Moses and Elias 
talking with Him. And Peter answering, 
said to Jesus : Lord, it is good for us to be 
here : if Thou wilt, let us make here three 
tabernacles, one for Thee, and one for 
Moses, and one for Elias. And as he was yet 
speaking, behold a bright cloud over- 
shadowed them. And lo, a voice out of the 
cloud, saying: This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased : hear ye Him. And 
the disciples hearing, fell upon their face, 
and were very much afraid. And Jesus came 
and touched them and said unto them : 
Arise, and fear not. And they lifting up 
their eyes saw no one but only Jesus. And 
as they came down from the mountain, 
Jesus charged them, saying : Tell the 
vision to no man, till the Son of man be 
risen from the dead. 

THIRD SUNDAY IN LENT 

Epistle. Ephesians v, i-Q. Brethren: 
Be ye therefore followers of God, as most 
dear children ; and walk in love, as Christ 
also hath loved us, and hath delivered 
Himself for us, an oblation and a sacrifice 
to God for an odour of sweetness. But 
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fornication, and all uncleanness, or covet- 
ousness, let it not so much as be named 
among you, as becometh saints : or obsce- 
nity, or foolish talking, or scurrility, which 
is to no purpose ; but rather giving of 
thanks. For know you this and understand, 
that no fornicator, or unclean, or covetous 
person (which is a serving of idols), hath 
inheritance in the kingdom of Christ and 
of God. Let no man deceive you with vain 
words. For because of these things cometh 
the anger of God upon the children of 
unbelief. Be ye not therefore partaker^ 
with them. For you were heretofore dark- 
ness, but now light in the Lord. Walk then 
as children of the light. For the fruit of 
the light is in all goodness, and justice and 
truth. 

Gospel. Luke xi, 14-28.^ that time; 
Jesus was casting out a devil, and the same 
was dumb : and when He had cast out the 
devil, the dumb spoke : and the multitudes 
were in admiration at it : but some of 
them said : He casteth out devils by 
Beelzebub, the prince of devils. And others 
tempting, asked of Him a sign from heaven. 
But He seeing their thoughts, said to them : 
Every kingdom divided against itself, shall 
be brought to desolation, and house upon 
house shall fall. And if Satan also be divided 
against himself, how shall his kingdom 
stand ? because you say, that through 
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Beelzebub I cast out devils. Now if I cast 
out devils by Beelzebub ; by whom do your 
children cast them out ? Therefore they 
shall be your judges. But if I by the finger 
of God cast out devils ; doubtless the 
kingdom of God is come upon you. When a 
strong man armed keepeth his court, 
those things are in peace which he posses- 
seth. But if a stronger than he come upon 
him, and overcome him ; he will take away 
all his armour wherein he trusted, and will 
distribute his spoils. He that is not with 
Me, is against Me : and he that ga there th 
not with Me, scattereth. When the unclean 
spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh 
through places without water, seeking rest ; 
and not finding, he saith : I will return into 
my house whence I came out. And when he is 
come, he findeth it swept and garnished. 
Then he goeth and taketh with him seven 
other spirits more wicked than himself, and 
entering in they dv/ell there. And the last 
state of that man becomes worse than the 
first. And it came to pass, as He spoke these 
things, a certain woman from the crowd, 
lifting up her voice, said to him : Blessed is 
the womb that bore Thee, and the paps that 
gave thee suck. But He said : Yea rather, 
blessed are they who hear the word of God T 
and keep it. 
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FOURTH SUNDAY IN LENT 

Epistle. Galatians iv, 22-31 . Brethren : 
It is written that Abraham had two sons : 
the one by a bondwoman, and the other 
by a freewoman. But he who was of the 
bondwoman, was born according to the 
flesh: but he of the freewoman, was by 
promise. Which things are said by an 
allegory. For these are the two testaments. 
The one from Mount Sina, engendering 
unto bondage : which is Agar : for Sina is a 
mountain in Arabia, which hath affinity 
to that Jerusalem which now is, and is in 
bondage with her children. But that 
Jerusalem, which is above, is free : which is 
our mother. For it is written: Rejoice 
thou barren, that hearest not; break forth 
and cry, thou that travailest not : for many 
are the children of the desolate, more than 
of her that hath a husband. Now we, brethren, 
as Isaac was, are the children of promise. 
But as then he, that was born according 
to the flesh, persecuted him that was after 
the spirit : so also is it now. But what saith 
the Scripture ? Cast out the bondwoman 
and her son ; for the son of the bondwoman 
shall not be heir with the son of the free- 

we are not the 
children of the bondwoman, but of the free : 
by the freedom wherewith Christ hath 
made us free. 
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Gospel. John vi, 1-15. At that time : 
Jesus went over the sea of Galilee, which is 
that of Tiberias. And a great multitude 
followed Him because they saw the miracles 
which He did on them that were diseased. 
Jesus therefore went up into a mountain, 
and there He sat with His disciples. Now 
the Pasch, the festival day of the Jews, 
was at hand. When Jesus therefore had 
lifted up His eyes, and seen that a very 
great multitude cometh to Him, He said 
to Philip : Whence shall we buy bread, 
that these may eat ? And this He said to 
try him, for He Himself knew what He 
would do. Philip answered Him : Two 
hundred pennyworth of bread is not suffi- 
cient for them, that every one may take a 
little. One of His disciples, Andrew, the 
brother of Simon Peter, saith to Him : 
There is a boy here that hath five barley 
loaves, and two fishes ; but what are these 
among so many ? Then Jesus said : Make 
the men sit down. Now there was much 
grass in the* place. The men therefore 
sat down, in number about five thousand. 
And Jesus took the loaves : and when He 
had given thanks, He distributed to them 
that were set down. In like manner also of 
the fishes, as much as they would. And 
when they were filled, He said to His 
disciples : Gather up the fragments that 
remain, lest they be lost. They gathered 
up therefore, and filled twelve baskets 
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with the fragments of the five barley 
loaves, which remained over and above 
to them that had eaten. Now those men, 
when they had seen what a miracle Jesus 
had done, said: This is of a truth the 
prophet, that is to come into the world. 
Jesus, therefore, when He knew that they 
would come to take Him by force, and 
make Him king, fled again into the moun- 
tain Himself alone. 

PASSION SUNDAY 

Epistle. Hebrews ix, 11-15. brethren : 
Christ, being come an high priest of the 
good things to come, by a greater and more 
perfect tabernacle not made with hand, 
that is, not of this creation : neither by the 
blood of goats, or of calves, but by His own 
blood, entered once into the holies, having 
obtained eternal redemption. For if the 
blood of goats and of oxen, and the ashes of 
an heifer being sprinkled, sanctify such as 
are defiled, to the cleansing of the flesh : how 
much more shall the blood of Christ, who by 
the Holy Ghost offered himself unspotted 
unto God, cleanse our conscience from dead 
works, to serve the living God ? And there- 
fore He is the mediator of the New Testa- 
ment : that by means of His death, for the 
redemption of those transgressions, which 
were under the former testament, they that 
are called may receive the promise of eternal 
inheritance in Christ Jesus our Lord. 
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Gospel. John viii, 46-59. At that time : 
Jesus said to the multitude of the Jews : 
Which of you shall convince Me of sin ? 
If I say the truth to you, why do you not 
believe Me ? He that is of God, heareth 
the words of God. Therefore you hear them 
not, because you are not of God. The Jews 
therefore answered, and said to Him: 
Do not we say well that Thou art a Samari- 
tan, and hast a devil ? Jesus answered : I 
have not a devil : but I honour My Father, 
and you have dishonoured Me. But I seek 
not Mine own glory : there is One that 
seeketh and judgeth. Amen, amen I say 
to you : if any man keep My word, he shall 
not see death for ever. The Jews therefore 
said : Now we know that Thou hast a devil. 
Abraham is dead, and the prophets ; and 
Thou sayest : If any man keep My word, 
he shall not taste death for ever. Art Thou 
greater than our father Abraham, who is 
dead ? And the prophets are dead. Who 
dost Thou make Thyself ? Jesus answered : 
If I glorify Myself, My glory is nothing. 
It is My Father that glorifieth Me, of whom 
you say that He is your God. And you have 
not known Him, but I know Him. And if 
I shall say that I know Him not, I shall 
be like to you, a liar. But I do know Him, 
and do keep His word. Abraham your 
father rejoiced that he might see My day : 
he saw it, and was glad. The Jews therefore 
said to Him : Thou art not yet fifty years 
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old, and hast Thou seen Abraham ? Jesus 
said to them : Amen, amen, I say to you, 
before Abraham was made, I am. They 
took up stones therefore to cast at Him. 
But Jesus hid Himself, and went out of the 
temple.

Lesson. Exodus xv, 27 to xvi 7. j n 
those days, the children of Israel came 
into Elim, where there were twelve foun- 
tains of water, and seventy palm-trees : 
and they encamped by the waters. And 
they ^ set forward from Elim, and all the 
multitude of the children of Israel came 
into the desert of Sin, which is between 
Elim and Sinai, the fifteenth day of the 
second month, after they came out - of the 
land of Egypt. And all the congregation 
of the children of Israel murmured against 
Moses and Aaron in the wilderness. And 
the children of Israel said to them : Would 
to God we had died by the hand of the 
Lord in the land of Egypt, when we sat 
over the fleshpots, and ate bread to the 
full Why have you brought us into this 
desert, that you might destroy all the 
multitude with famine ? And the Lord 
said to Moses: Behold I will rain bread 
from heaven for you : let the people go 
forth, and gather what is sufficient for every 
day: that I may prove them whether 
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they will walk in My law, or no. But the 
sixth day let them provide for to bring in : 
and let it be double to that they were wont 
to gather every day. And Moses and Aaron 
said to the children of Israel : In the evening 
you shall know that the Lord hath brought 
you forth out of the land of Egypt : and 
in the morning you shall see the glory of 
the Lord. 

Gospel. Matthew xxi, 1-9. At that time : 
When Jesus drew nigh to Jerusalem, and 
was come to Bethphage, unto Mount 
Olivet, He sent two disciples, saying to 
them : Go ye into the village that is over 
against you, and immediately you shall 
find an ass tied, and a colt with her : loose 
them, and bring them to Me. And if any 
man shall say anything to you, say ye, 
that the Lord hath need of them : and 
forthwith he will let them go. Now all this 
was done that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying : Tell 
ye the daughter of Sion : Behold thy King 
cometh to thee, meek, and sitting upon an 
ass, and a colt the foal of her that is used to 
the yoke. And the disciples going did as 
Jesus commanded them. And they brought 
the ass and the colt, and laid their garments 
upon them, and made Him sit thereon. 
And a very great multitude spread their 
garments in the way : and others cut 
boughs from the trees, and strewed them 
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in the way : and the multitudes that went 
before and that followed, cried, saying : 
Hosanna to the Son of David ! blessed is 
He that comeih in the name of the Lord. 

Epistle. Philippians ii, J-n. Brethren; 
Let this mind be in you wHich was also in 
Christ Jesus : Who being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God : but emptied Himself, taking 
the form of a servant, being made in the 
likeness of men, and in habit found as a 
man. He humbled Himself, becop>*ng obedi- 
ent unto death, even to the death of the 
cross. For which cause God also hath 
exalted Him, and hath given Him a name 
which is above all names : * that in the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, of those 
that are in heaven, on earth, and under 
the earth : and that every tongue should 
confess that the Lord Jesus Christ is in the 
glory of God the Father.

THE PASSION OF OUR LORD 
ACCORDING TO ST. MATTHEW 
(xxvi and xxvii) 

At that time ; Jesus said to His disciples : 
You know that after two days shall be the 
Pasch, and the Son of Man shall be delivered 
up to be crucified : then were gathered to- 
gether the chief priests and ancients of the 
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people into the court of the high priest, who 
was called Caiphas : and they consulted to- 
gather, that by subtilty they might appre- 
hend Jesus, and put Him to death. But they 
said : Not on the festival day, lest perhaps 
there should be a tumult among the people. 
And when Jesus was in Bethania, in the 
house of Simon the leper, there came to Him 
a woman having an alabaster box of precious 
ointment, and poured it on His head as He 
sat at table. And the disciples seeing it, had 
indignation, saying : To what purpose is this 
waste ? For this might have been sold for 
much, and given to the poor. And Jesus 
knowing it, said to them : Why do you 
trouble this woman ? for she hath wrought a 
good work upon me. For the poor you have 
always with you : but Me you have not 
always. For she in pouring this ointment 
upon My body, hath done it for My burial. 
Amen I say to you, wheresoever this Gospel 
shall be preached in the whole world, that 
also which she hath done, shall be told for a 
memory of her. Then went one of the twelve, 
who was called Judas Iscariot, to the chief 
priests, and said to them : What will you 
give me, and I will deliver Him unto you ? 
But they appointed him thirty pieces of 
silver. And from thenceforth he sought op- 
portunity to betray Him. And on the first 
day of the azymes, the disciples came to 
Jesus, saying : Wherefore wilt Thou that we 
prepare for Thee to eat the Pasch ? But Jesus

said : Go ye Into the city to a certain man, 
and say to him, The Master saith : My time is 
near at hand, with thee I make the Pasch 
with my disciples. And the disciples did as 
Jesus appointed to them, and they pre- 
pared the Pasch. But when it was evening, 
He sat down with His twelve disciples. 
And whilst they were eating, He said : 
Amen I say to you, that one of you is about 
to betray Me. And they being very much 
troubled, began every one to say : Is it I, 
Lord ? But He answering, said : He that 
dippeth his hand with Me in the dish, he 
shall betrayMe. The Son of Man indeed 
goeth, as it is written of Him : but woe to 
that man by whom the Son of Man shall be 
betrayed : it were better for him if that 
man had not been born. And Judas that 
betrayed Him, answering, said : Is it I, 
Rabbi ? He saith to Him : Thou hast said 
it. And whilst they were at supper, Jesus 
took bread and blessed, and broke : and 
gave to His disciples, and said : Take ye, and 
eat. This is My body. And taking the chalice, 
He gave thanks, and gave to them, saying : 
Drink ye all of this. For this is My blood of 
the New Testament which shall be shed for 
many unto remission of sins. And I say to 
you, I will not drink from henceforth of this 
fruit of the wine, until that day when I shall 
drink it with you new in the kingdom of My 
Father. And a hymn being said, they went 
out unto Mount Olivet. Then Jesus said to 
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them : All you shall be scandalized in Me 
this night. For it is written : / mil strike the 
shepherd and the sheep of the flock 
shall be dispersed. But after I shall^ be 
risen again, I will go before you into Galilee. 
And Peter answering, said to Him : Al- 
though all shall be scandalized in Thee, 
I will never be scandalized. Jesus said to 
him : Amen I say to thee, that in this night 
before the cock crow, thou wilt deny Me 
thrice. Peter saith to Him : Yea, though I 
should die with Thee, I will not deny Thee. 
And in like manner said all the disciples. 
Then Jesus came with them into a country 
place which is called Gethsemani ; and He 
said to His disciples : Sit you here, till I 

fo yonder and pray. And taking with Him 
'eter and the two sons of Zebedee, He 
began to grow sorrowful and to be sad. 
Then He saith to them : My soul is sorrowful 
even unto death : stay you here, and watch 
with Me. And going a little further, He fell 
upon His face, praying, and saying : My 
Father, if it be possible, let this chalice 
pass from Me. Nevertheless, not as I will, 
but as Thou wilt. And He cometh to His 
disciples and findeth them asleep, and He 
saith to Peter : What ? Could you not 
watch one hour with Me ? Watch ye, and 
pray that ye enter not into temptation. 
The spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is 
weak. Again the second time, He went and 
prayed, saying: My Father, if this chalice 
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may not pass away, but I must drink it, 
Thy will be done. And He cometh again, 
and findeth them sleeping : for their eyes 
were heavy. And leaving them, He went 
again : and He prayed the third time, 
saying the selfsame word. Then He cometh 
to His disciples, and saith to them : Sleep 
ye now, and take your rest ; behold the 
hour is at hand, and the Son of Man shall 
be betrayed into the hands of sinners. 
Rise, let us go : behold, he is at hand that 
will betray Me. As He yet spoke, behold 
Judas, one of the twelve, came, and with 
him a great multitude with swords and 
clubs, sent from the chief priests and the 
ancients of the people. And he that be-, 
trayed Him, gave them a sign, saying : 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that is He, hold 
Him fast. And forthwith coming to Jesus, 
he said: Hail, Rabbi. And he kissed' Him. 
And Jesus said to him : Friend, whereto 
art thou come ? Then they came up, and 
laid hands on Jesus, and held him. And 
behold one of them that were with Jesus > 
stretching forth his hand, drew out his 
sword : and striking the servant of the. 
high priest, cut off his ear. Then Jesus saith 
to him : Put up again thy sword into its 
place : for all that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword. Thinkest thou that 
I cannot ask My Father, and He will give 
Me presently more than twelve legions of 
angels r Plow then shall the scriptures be 
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fulfilled, that so it must be done ? In that 
same hour Jesus said to the multitude : 
You are come out, as it were to a robber, 
with swords and clubs to apprehend me. I sat 
daily with you, teaching in the temple, and 
you laid not hands on Me. Now all this was 
done, that the scriptures of the prophets 
might be fulfilled. Then the disciples all 
leaving Him, fled. But they holding Jesus 
led Him to Caiphas the high priest, where 
the scribes and the ancients were assembled. 
And Peter followed Him afar off, even to the 
court of the high priest. And going in, he 
sat with the servants, that he might see 
the end. And the chief priests and the 
whole council sought false witness against 
Jesus, that they might put Him to death : 
and they found not, whereas many false 
witnesses had come in. And last of all there 
came two false witnesses : and they said : 
This man said, I am able to destroy the tem- 
ple of God, and after three days to rebuild it. 
And the high priest rising up, said to Him : 
Answerest Thou nothing to the things which 
these witness against Thee ? But Jesus held 
His peace. And the high priest said to Him : 
I adjure Thee by the living God, that Thou 
tell us if Thou be the Christ the Son of God. 
Jesus saith to him : Thou hast said it. Never- 
theless I say to you, hereafter you shall see 
the Son of man sitting on the right hand of 
the power of God, and coming in the clouds 
of heaven. Then the high priest rent his 
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garments, saying : He hath blasphemed ; 
what further need have we of witnesses ? 
Behold, now you have heard the blas- 
phemy : what think you ? But they answer- 
ing, said : He is guilty of death. Then did 
they spit in His face, and buffeted Him : 
and others struck His face with the palms 
of their hands, saying : Prophesy unto us, 

0 Christ, who is he that struck Thee ? 
But Peter sat without in the court ; and 
there came to him a servant maid, saying: 
Thou also wast with Jesus the Galilean. 
But he denied before them all, saying : 

1 know not what thou sayest. And as he 
went out of the gate, another maid saw him, 
and she saith to them that were there : This 
man also was with Jesus of Nazareth. 
And again he denied with an oath : I know 
not the man. And after a little while they 
came that stood by, and said to Peter : 
Surely thou also art one of them ; for even 
thy speech doth discover thee. Then he 
began to curse and to swear that he knew 
not the Man. And immediately the cock 
crew. And Peter remembered the word of 
Jesus which He had said : Before the 
cock crow, thou wilt deny Me thrice. And 
going forth, he wept bitterly. And when 
morning was come, all the chief priests and 
ancients of the people took council against 
Jesus, that they might put Him to death. 
And they brought Him bound, and deliv- 
ered Him to Pontius Pilate the governor. 
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Then Judas, who betrayed Him, seeing that 
He was condemned, repenting himself, 
brought back the thirty pieces of silver to 
the chief priests and ancients, saying : I 
have sinned in betraying innocent blood. 
But they said : What is that to us ? look 
thou to it. And casting down the pieces of 
silver in the temple, he departed : and 
went and hanged himself with an halter. 
But the chief priests having taken the 
pieces of silver, said : It is t not lawful to 
put them into the corbona, because it is the 
price of blood. And after they had con- 
sulted together, they bought with them the 
potter's field, to be a burying-place for 
strangers. For this cause that field was 
called Haceldama, that is, The field of 
blood, even to this day. Then was fulfilled 
that which was spoken by Jeremias the 
prophet, saying : And they took the thirty 
pieces of silver, the price of Him that was 
prized, whom they prized of the children of 
Israel. And they gave them unto the potter's 
field, as the Lord appointed to me. And Jesus 
stood before the governor, and the governor 
asked Him, saying : Art Thou the King of 
the Jews ? Jesus saith to him : Thou sayest 
it. And when He was accused by the chief 
priests and ancients, He answered nothing. 
Then Pilate saith to Him : Dost not Thou 
hear how great testimonies they allege 
against Thee ? And He answered Him to 
never a word ; so that the governor wondered 
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exceedingly. Now upon the solemn day the 
governor was accustomed to release to the 
people one prisoner, whom they would. 
And he had then a notorious prisoner, that 
was called Barabbas. They therefore being 
gathered together, Pilate said : Whom will 
you that I release to you, Barabbas, or 
Jesus that is called Christ ? For he knew 
that for envy they had delivered Him. 
And as he was sitting in the place of judg- 
ment, his wife sent to him, saying : Have 
thou nothing to do with that just Man ; 
for I have suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of Him. But the chief priests 
and ancients persuaded the people, that 
they should ask Barabbas, and make Jesus 
away. And the governor answering, said to 
them : Whether will you of the two to be 
released unto you ? But they said, Barabbas. 
Pilate saith to them : What shall I do then 
with Jesus that is called Christ ? They say 
all : Let Him be crucified. The governor said 
to them : Why, what evil hath He done ? but 
they cried out the more, saying : Let Him be 
crucified. And Pilate seeing that he prevailed 
nothing, but that rather a tumult was made ; 
taking water washed his hands before the 
people, saying : I am innocent of the blood of 
this just Man ; look you to it. And the 
whole people answering said : His blood be 
upon us, and upon our children. Then he 
released to them Barabbas, and having 
scourged Jesus, delivered Him unto them 
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to be crucified. Then the soldiers of the 
governor taking Jesus into the hall, gathered 
together unto Him the whole band ; and 
stripping Him, they put a scarlet cloak 
about Him. And platting a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon His head, and a reed in . 
His right hand. And bowing the knee before 
Him, they mocked Him, saying : Hail, 
King of the Jews. And spitting upon Him, 
they took the reed and struck His head. 
And after they had mocked Him, they 
took off the cloak from Him, and put on 
Him His own garments, and led Him away 
to crucify Him. And going out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, named Simon : him they 
forced to take up His cross. And they came 
to the place that is called Golgotha, which 
is the place of Calvary. And they gave Him 
wine to drink mingled with gall. And when 
He had tasted, He would not drink. And 
after they had crucified Him they divided 
His garments, casting lots ; that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, saying : They divided My garments 
among them ; and upon My vesture they cast 
lots. And they sat and watched Him. And 
they put over His head his cause written : 
This is Jesus the King of the Jews. 
Then were crucified with Him two thieves : 
one on the right hand, and one on the left. 
And they that passed by, blasphemed 
Him, wagging their heads, and saying: 
Vah, Thou that destroyest the temple of 
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God, and in three days dost rebuild it : 
save Thy own self : if Thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the cross. In like 
manner also the chief priests, with the 
scribes and ancients, mocking, said : He 
saved others ; Himself He cannot save. 
If He be the King of Israel, let Him now 
come down from the cross, and we will 
believe Him. He trusted in God ; let Him 
now deliver Him if He will have Him ; for 
He said : I am the Son of God. And the 
selfsame thing the thieves also, that were 
crucified with Him reproached Him with. 
Now from the sixth hour there was darkness 
over the whole earth, until the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with 
a loud voice, saying : Eli, Eli, lamma 
sabacthani ? that is, My God, my God, 
why hast Thou forsaken Me ? And some 
that stood there and heard, said : This 
Man calleth Elias. And immediately one 
of them running took a sponge, and filled 
it with vinegar ; and put it on a reed, and 
gave Him to drink. And the others said: 
Let be, let us see whether Elias will come 
to deliver Him. And Jesus again crying 
with a Ipud voice, yielded up the ghost. 
(Rere all Jlneet and pause) And behold the 
veil of the temple was rent in two from the 
top even to the bottom, and the earth 
quaked, and the rocks were rent. And the 
graves were opened : and many bodies of 
the saints that had slept arose, and coming 
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out of the tombs after His resurrection, 
came into the holy city, and appeared to 
many. Now the centurion and they that 
were with him watching Jesus, having seen 
the earthquake, and the things that were 
done, were sore afraid, saying : Indeed, this 
was the Son of God. And there were there 
many women afar off who had followed 
Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto Him : 
among whom was Mary Magdalen, and 
Mary the mother of James and Joseph, 
and the mother of the^ sons of Zebedee. 
And when it was evening, there came a 
certain, rich man of Arimathea, named 
Joseph, who also himself was a disciple of 
Jesus. He went to Pilate, and asked the 
body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded 
that the body should be delivered. And 
Joseph taking the body, wrapped it up in a 
clean linen cloth. And laid it in his own new 
monument, which he had hewed out in a 
rock. And he rolled a great stone to the 
door of the monument, and went his way. 
And there was there Mary Magdalen, and 
the other Mary sitting over against the 
sepulchre. {Here is said the Munda cor 
meum.\ And the next day, which followed 
the day of preparation, the chief priests and 
the Pharisees came together to Pilate, 
saying : Sir, we have remembered, that 
that Seducer said, while He was yet alive : 
After three days I will rise again. Command 
therefore the sepulchre to be guarded until 
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the third day : lest perhaps His disciples 
come and steal Him away, and say to the 
people : He is risen from the dead ; and the 
last error shall be worse than the first. 
Pilate saith to them : You have a guard ; 
go, guard it as you know. And they depart- 
ing, made the sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, and setting guards. 

GOOD FRIDAY 

Lesson. Osee vi, 1-6. Thus saith the 
Lord : In their affliction they will rise early 
to Me. Come, and let us return to the Lord : 
for He hath taken us, and He will heal 
us : He will strike, and He will cure us. 
He will revive us after two days : on the 
third day He will raise us up, and we shall 
live in His sight. We shall know, and we 
shall follow on, that we may know the 
Lord.^ His going forth is prepared as the 
morning light, and Pie will come to us as 
the early and the latter rain to the earth. 
What shall I do to thee, O Ephraim ? what 
shall I do to thee, O Juda ? your mercy is 
as a morning cloud, and as the dew that 
goeth away in the morning. For this reason 
have I hewed them by the prophets, I have 
slain them by the words of My mouth ; and 
Thy Judgments shall go forth as the light. 
For I desired mercy, and not sacrifice : 
and the knowledge of God more than 
holocausts. 
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Lesson. Exodus xii, 1-11. In those days : 
The Lord said to Moses and Aaron in the 
land of Egypt : This month shall be to you 
the beginning of months : it shall be the 
first in the months of the year. Speak ye 
to the whole assembly of the children of 
Israel, and say to them : On the tenth day 
of this month let every man take a lamb 
by their families and houses. But if the 
number be less than may suffice to eat the 
lamb, he shall take unto him his neighbour 
that joineth to his house, according to the 
number of souls which may be enough to 
eat the lamb. And it shall be a lamb without 
blemish, a male, of one year : according 
to which rite also you shall take a kid. 
And you shall keep it until the fourteenth 
day of this month : and the whole multitude 
of the children of Israel shall sacrifice it in 
the evening. And they shall take of the 
blood thereof, and put it upon both the 
sideposts, and on the upper doorposts of 
the houses, wherein they shall eat it. And 
they shall eat the flesh that night roasted 
at the fire, and unleavened bread with wild 
lettuce. You shall not eat thereof anything 
raw, nor boiled in water, but only roasted 
at the fire : you shall eat the head with the 
feet and the' entrails thereof. Neither shall 
there remain anything of it until morning. 
If there be anything left, you shall^ burn it 
with fire. And thus you shall eat it : You 
shall gird your reins, and you shall have 
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shoes on your feet, holding staves in your 
hands, and you shall eat in haste ; for it is 
the Phase (that is the Passage) of the 
Lord. 

THE PASSION OF OUR LORD JESUS 
CHRIST ACCORDING TO ST. JOHN— 

(xviii and xix) 

At that time ; Jesus went forth with his 
disciples over the brook Cedron, where 
there was a garden, into which He entered 
with His disciples. And Judas also, who 
betrayed Him, knew the place ; because 
Jesus had often resorted thither together 
with His disciples. Judas therefore having 
received a band of soldiers and servants 
from the chief priests and the Pharisees, 
cometh thither with lanterns and torches 
and weapons. Jesus therefore, knowing all 
things that should come upon Him, went 
forth and said to them : Whom seek ye t 
They answered Him : Jesus of Nazareth. 
Jesus saith to them : I am He. And Judas 
also, who betrayed Him, stood with them. 
As soon therefore as He had said to them : 
I am He ; they went backward, and fell 
to the ground. Again therefore He asked 
them : Whom seek ye ? And they said, Jesus 
of Nazareth. Jesus answered, I have told 
you that I am He. If therefore you seek 
Me, let these go their way, that the word 
might be fulfilled which He said : Of them 
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whom Thou hast give me, I have not 
lost any one. Then Simon Peter, having a 
sword, drew it, and struck the servant of 
the high priest, and cut off his right ear. 
And the name of the servant was Malchus. 
Jesus therefore said to Peter : Put up thy 
sword into the scabbard. The chalice which 
My Father hath given Me, shall I not drink 
it ? Then the band and the tribune, and 
the servants of the Jews, took Jesus and 
bound Him : and they led Him away to 
Annas first, for he was father-in-law to 
Caiphas, who was the high priest of that 
year. Now Caiphas was he who had given the 
counsel to the Jews : That it was expedient 
that one man should die for the people. And 
Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so did 
another disciple. And that disciple was 
known to the high priest, and went in with 
Jesus into the court of the high priest. But 
Peter stood at the door without. The other 
disciple therefore, who was known to the 
priest, went out and spoke to the portress, 
and brought in Peter. The maid therefore 
that was portress, saith to Peter : Art not 
thou also one of this Man's disciples ? He 
saith : I am not. Now the servants and 
ministers stood at a fire of coals, because it 
was cold, and warmed themselves. And with 
them was Peter also, standing, and warming 
himself. The high priest therefore asked 
Jesus of His disciples, and of His doctrine. 
Jesus answered him : I have spoken openly

to the world : I have always taught in the 
synagogue, and in the temple whither 
all the Jews resort ; and in secret I have 
spoken nothing. Why askest thou Me ? 
ask them who have heard what I have 
spoken unto them : behold they know what 
things I have said. And when He had said 
these things, one of the servants standing 
by, gave Jesus a blow, saying : Answerest 
Thou the high priest so ? Jesus answered 
him : If I have spoken evil, give testimony 
of the evil ; but if well, why strikest thou 
Me ? And Annas sent Him bound to Caiphas 
the high priest. And Simon Peter was 
standing, and warming himself. They said 
therefore to him : Art not thou also one 
of His disciples ? He denied it, and said : 
I am not. One of the servants of the high 
priest (a kinsman to him whose ear Peter 
cut off) saith to him : Did not I see thee in 
the garden with Him r Again therefore Peter 
denied ; and immediately the cock crew. 
Then they led Jesus from Caiphas to the" 
governor's hall. And it was morning ; and 
they went not into the hall, that they might 
not be defiled, but that they might eat 
the Pasch. Pilate therefore went out to 
them, and said : What accusation bring 
you against this Man ? They answered, and 
said to him : If He were not a malefactor, 
we would not have delivered Him up to 
thee. Pilate therefore said to them : Take 
Him you, and judge Him according to your 
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law. The Jews therefore said to him : It 
is not lawful for us to put any man to death. 
That the word of Jesus might be fulfilled, 
which He said, signifying what death He 
should die. Pilate therefore went into the 
hall again, and called Jesus, and said to 
Him : Art Thou the King of the Jews ? 
Jesus answered : Sayest thou this thing of 
thyself, or have others told it thee of Me ? 
Pilate answered : Am I a Jew ? Thy own ■ 
nation, and the chief priests, have delivered 
Thee up to me : what hast Thou done ? 
Jesus answered : My kingdom is not of this 
world. If My kingdom were of this world, 
My servants would certainly strive that 
I should not be delivered to the Jews : 
but now My kingdom is not from hence. 
Pilate therefore said to Him : Art Thou a 
king then ? Jesus answered : Thou sayest 
that I am a king. For this was I born, and 
for this came I into the world ; that I 
should give testimony to the truth. Every 
one that is of the truth, heareth My voice. 
Pilate saith to Him : What is truth ? And 
when he said this, he went out again to 
the Jews, and saith to them : I find no 
cause in Him. But you have a custom that I 
should release one unto you at the Pasch : 
will you, therefore, that I release unto 
you the King of the Jews ? Then cried they 
all again, saying : Not this Man, but 
Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a robber. 
Then therefore, Pilate took Jesus and 
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scourged Him. And the soldiers platting a 
crown of thorns, put it upon His head ; and 
they put on Him a purple garment. And 
they came to Him, and said : Hail, King 
of the Jews ; and they gave Him blows. 
Pilate therefore went forth again, and 
saith to them : Behold I bring Him forth 
unto you, that you may know that I find 
no cause in Him. (Jesus therefore came 
• forth, bearing the crown of thorns and the 
purple garment.) And he saith to them : 
Behold the Man. When the chief priests, 
therefore, and the servants, had seen Him, 
they cried out, saying : Crucify Him, 
crucify Him, Pilate saith to them : Take 
Him you, and crucify Him : for I find no 
cause in Him. The Jews answered him : 
We have a law ; and according to the law 
He ought to die, because He made Himself 
the Son of God. When Pilate therefore had 
heard this saying, he feared the more. And 
he entered into the hall again, and he said 
to Jesus : Whence art Thou ? But Jesus 
gave him no answer. Pilate therefore saith 
to Him : Speakest Thou not to me ? know- 
est Thou not that I have power to crucify 
Thee, and I have power to release Thee ? 
Jesus answered : Thou shouldst not have 
any power against me, unless it were given 
thee from above. Therefore, he that hath 
delivered Me to thee, hath the greater 
sin. And from thenceforth Pilate sought 
to release Him. But the Jews cried out, 
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saying : If thou release this Man, thou art 
not Caesar's friend. For whosoever maketh 
himself a king, speaketh against Caesar. 
Now when Pilate had heard these words, 
he brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the 
judgment seat, in the place that is called 
Lithostrotos, and in Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the parasceve of the Pasch, 
about the sixth hour, and he saith to the 
Jews : Behold your King. But they cried 
out : Away with Him ; away with Him ; 
crucify Him. Pilate saith to them : Shall I 
crucify your King ? The chief priests 
answered : We have no king but Caesar. 
Then therefore he delivered Him to them 
to be crucified. And they took Jesus and 
led Him forth. And bearing His own cross, 
He went forth to that place which is called 
Calvary, but in Hebrew Golgotha. Where 
they crucified Him, and with Him two 
others, one on each side, and Jesus in the 
midst. And Pilate wrote a title also, and he 
put it upon the cross. And the writing was : 
Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the 
Jews. This title therefore many of the 
Jews did read : because the place where 
Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city : and 
it was written in Hebrew, in Greek, and in 
Latin. Then the chief priests of the Jews said 
to Pilate : Write not, The King of the Jews : 
but that He said, I am the King of the Jews. 
Pilate answered : What I have written, I 
have written. The soldiers therefore when 
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they had crucified Him, took His garments 
(and they made four parts, to every soldier a 
part) and also His coat. Now the coat was 
without seam, woven from the top through- 
out. They said then one to another : let us 
not cut it, but let us cast lots for it, whose k 
shall be ; that the Scripture might be 
fulfilled, saying : They have parted my 
garments among them, and upon my vesture 
they have cast lots. And the soldiers indeed 
did these things. Now there stood by the 
cross of Jesus, His mother, and His mother's 
sister, Mary of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalen. When Jesus therefore had seen His 
mother and the disciple standing whom He 
loved, He saith to His mother : Woman, 
behold thy son. After that, He saith to the 
disciple : Behold thy mother. And from 
that hour, the disciple took her to his own. 
Afterwards, Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, said : I thirst. Now there 
was a vessel set there full of vinegar. And 
^ e 7? putting a sponge full of vinegar about 
hyssop, put it to His mouth. Jesus therefore, 
when He had taken the vinegar, said : It 
is consummated. And bowing His head, He 
gave up the ghost. (Here all kneel and 
pause) Then the Jews (because it was the 
parasceve) that the bodies might not 
remain upon the cross on the Sabbath day 
(for that was a great Sabbath day), besought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 
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that they might be taken away. The soldiers 
therefore came ; and they broke the legs of 
the first, and of the other that was crucified 
with Him. But after they were come to 
Jesus, when they saw that He was already 
dead, they did not break His legs. But one 
of the soldiers with a spear opened His side, 
and immediately there came out blood and 
water. And he that saw it, hath given 
testimony ; and his testimony is true. And 
he knoweth that he saith true ; that you 
also may believe. For these things were 
done, that the Scripture might be fulfilled : 
Tou shall not break a bone of Him. And 
again another Scripture saith : They shall 
look on Him whom they pierced. (Here is 
said the Munda Cor meum.) And after these 
things, Joseph of Arimathea (because he 
was a disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear 
of the Jews) besought Pilate that he might 
take away the body of Jesus. And Pilate 
gave leave. He came therefore, and took 
away the body of Jesus. And Nicodemus 
also came (he who at the first came to 
Jesus by night), bringing a mixture of 
myrrh, and aloes, about an hundred pound 
weight. They took therefore the body of 
Jesus, and bound it in linen cloths, with the 
spices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury. 
Now there was where He was crucified, a 
garden in the place, and in the garden a 
new sepulchre, wherein no man yet had 
been laid. There, therefore, because of the 
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parasceve of the Jews, they laid Jesus, 
because the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

EASTER SUNDAY 

Epistle, i Corinthians v, 7-8. Brethren: 
Purge out the old leaven, that you may 
be a new paste, as you are unleavened. For' 
Christ our Pasch is sacrificed. Therefore let 
us feast, not with the old leaven, nor with 
the leaven of malice and wickedness ; but 
with the unleavened bread of sincerity and 
truth. 

Gospel. Mark xvi, 1-7. At that time : 
Mary Magdalen, and Mary the mother of 
James, and Salome, brought sweet spices, 
that coming, they might anoint Jesus. And 
very early in the morning, the first day 
of the week, they come to the sepulchre, 
the sun being now risen. And they said one 
to another : Who shall roll us back the stone 
from the door of the sepulchre ? And 
looking, they saw the stone rolled back. 
For it was very great. And entering into 
the sepulchre, they saw a young man sitting 
on the right side, clothed with a white 
robe : and they were astonished. Who saith 
to them : Be not affrighted ; you seek Jesus 
of Nazareth, who was crucified : He is risen, 
He is not here, behold the place where they 
laid Him. But go, tell his disciples and Peter 
that He goeth before you into Galilee ; there 
you shall see Him, as He told you. 
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Epistle. I John v, 4-10. Dearly beloved : 
Whatsoever is born of God, overcometh 
the world : and this is the victory which 
overcometh the world, our faith. Who is 
he that overcometh the world, but he that 
believeth that Jesus is the Son of God ? 
This is He that came by water and blood, 
Jesus Christ : not by water only, but by 
water and blood. And it is the Spirit which 
testifieth, that Christ is the truth. And 
there are three who give testimony in 
heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost. And these three are^ one. And 
there are three that give testimony on 
earth : the Spirit, and the water, and the 
blood : and these three are one. If we 
receive the testimony of men, the testimony 
of God is greater. For this is the testimony 
of God, which is greater, because He hath 
testified of His Son. He that believeth m 
the Son of God, hath the testimony of God 
in himself. 

Gospel. John xx, 19-31. At that time: 
When it was late that same day, the first 
day of the week, and the doors were shut, 
where the disciples were gathered together, 
for fear of the Jews, Jesus came and stood 
in the midst, and said to them : Peace be 
to you. And when He had said this, He 
showed them His hands and His side. The 
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disciples therefore were glad, when they 
saw the Lord. He said therefore to them 
again : Peace be to you. As the Father hath 
sent Me I also send you. When He had said 
this, He breathed on them ; and He said 
to them : Receive ye the Holy Ghost. 
Whose sins you shall forgive, they are 
forgiven them ; and whose sins you shall 
retain, they are retained. Now Thomas, 
one of the twelve, who is called Didymus, 
was not with them when Jesus came. The 
other disciples therefore said to him : We 
have seen the Lord. But he said to them : 
Except I shall see in His hands the print of 
the nails, and put my fingers into the 
place of the nails, and put my hand into 
His side, I will not believe. And after eight 
days again His disciples were within, and 
Thomas with them. Jesus cometh, the 
doors being shut, and stood in the midst, 
and said : Peace be to you. Then He saith 
to Thomas : Put in thy finger hither, and 
see My hands : and bring hither thy hand, 
and put it into My side ; and be not faith- 
less, but believing. Thomas answered, and 
said to Him : My Lord, and My God. Jesus 
saith to him : Because thou hast seen Me, 
Thomas, thou hast believed : blessed are 
they that have not seen, and have believed. 
Many other signs also did Jesus in the sight 
of His disciples, which are not written in 
this book. But these are written, that you 
may believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
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Son of God : and that, believing, you may 
have life in His name. 

SECOND SUNDAY AFTER EASTER 

Epistle, i Peter ii, 21-25. Dearly beloved : 
Christ also suffered for us, leaving you an 
example that you should follow His steps. 
Who did no sin, neither was guile found in 
His mouth. Who, when He was reviled, did 
not revile : when He suffered, He threatened 
not : but delivered Himself to him that 
judged Him unjustly. Who His own self bore 
our sins in His body upon the tree : that we, 
being dead to sins, should live to justice : 
by whose stripes you were healed. For you 
were as sheep going astray : but you are now 
converted to the Shepherd and Bishop of 
your souls. 

Gospel. John x> n-16. At that time: 
Jesus said to the Pharisees : I am the Good 
Shepherd. The good shepherd giveth his 
life for his sheep. But the hireling and he 
that is not the shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and flieth : and the 
wolf catcheth, and scattereth the sheep : 
and the hireling flieth, because he is a 
hireling : and he hath no care for the sheep. 
I am the Good Shepherd ; and I know 
Mine, and Mine know Me. As the Father 
knoweth Me, and I know the Father : and 
I lay down my life for My sheep. And other 
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sheep I have that are not of this fold : them 

also I must bring, and they shall hear My 

voice, and there shall be one fold and one 

Shepherd. 

THIRD WEDNESDAY AFTER 
EASTER 
(Solemnity of St. Joseph) 

Lesson. Genesis xlix, 22-26. Joseph is a 
growing son, a growing son and comely to 
behold ; the daughters run to and fro upon 
the wall. But they that held darts provoked 
him, and quarelled with him, and envied 
him. His bow rested upon the strong, and 
the bands of his arms and his hands were 
loosed, by the hands of the Mighty One of 
Jacob : thence he came forth a pastor, the 
stone of Israel. The God of thy father shall 
be thy helper, and the Almighty shall bless 
thee with the blessings of heaven above, 
with the blessings of the deep that lieth 
beneath, with the blessings of the breasts 
and of the womb. The blessings of thy 
father are strengthened with the blessings 
of his fathers : until the desire of the 
everlasting hills shall come ; may they be 
upon the head of Joseph, and upon the 
crown of the Nazarite among his brethren. 

Gospel. Luke iii, 21-25. y4t tkat ***** : 
It came to pass, when all the people were 
baptized, that Jesus also being baptized 
and praying, heaven was opened ; and the 
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Holy Ghost descended in a bodily shape, 
as a dove upon Him : and a voice came 
from heaven : Thou art My beloved Son ; 
in Thee I am well pleased. And Jesus 
Himself was beginning about the age of 
thirty years ; being (as it was supposed) 
the Son of Joseph. 

THIRD SUNDAY AFTER EASTER 

Epistle, i Peter ii, n-19. Dearly beloved : 
I beseech you as strangers and pilgrims to 
refrain yourselves from carnal desires which 
war against the soul, having your conver- 
sation good among the Gentiles : that 
whereas they speak against you as evil- 
doers, they may, by the good works which 
they shall behold in you, glorify God in 
the day of visitation. Be ye subject therefore 
to every human creature for God's sake : 
whether it be to the king as excelling ; or 
to governors as sent by him for the punish- 
ment of evildoers, and for the praise of the 
good : for so is the will of God, that by doing 
well you may put to silence the ignorance 
of foolish men : as free, and not as making 
liberty a cloak for malice, but as the 
servants of God. Honour all men. Love the 
brotherhood. Fear God. Honour the King. 
Servants, be subject to your masters with 
all fear, not only to the good and gentle, 
but also to the froward. For this is thank- 
worthy in Christ Jesus our Lord. 
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Gospel. John xvi, 16-22. At that time: 
Jesus said to His disciples : A little while, 
and now you shall not see Me ; and again 
a little while, and you shall see me : because 
I go to the Father. Then some of His dis- 
ciples said one to another : What is this 
that He saith to us : A little while, and you 
shall not see Me ; and again a little while, 
and you shall see Me, and, because I go to 
the Father ? They said therefore : What 
is this that He saith : A little while ? We 
know not what He speaketh. And Jesus 
knew that they had a mind to ask Him : 
and He said to them : Of this do you inquire 
among yourselves, because I said : A little 
while, and you shall not see Me ; and again 
a little while, and you shall see me ? Amen, 
amen I say to you, that you shall lament 
and weep, but the world shall rejoice ; 
and you shall be made sorrowful, but 
your sorrow shall be turned into joy. A 
woman, when she is in labour, hath sorrow, 
because her hour is come ; but when she 
hath brought forth the child, she remem- 
bereth no more the anguish, for joy that 
a man is born into the world. So also you 
now indeed have sorrow ; but I will see you 
again, and your heart shall rejoice : and your 
joy no man shall take from you. 

FOURTH SUNDAY AFTER EASTER 

Epistle; James i, 17-21. Dearly beloved: 
Every best gift, and every perfect gift, is 
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from above, coming down from the Father 
of lights, with whom there is no change, 
nor shadow of alteration. For of His own 
will hath He begotten us by the word of 
truth, that we might be some beginning 
of His creature. You know, my dearest 
brethren ; and let every man be swift to 
hear, but slow to speak, and slow to anger. 
For the anger of man worketh not the 
justice of God. Wherefore casting away all 
uncleanness, and abundance of naughtiness, 
with meekness receive the ingrafted word, 
which is able to save your souls. 

Gospel. John xvi, 5-14. At that time : 
Jesus said to His disciples : I go to Him 
that sent Me, and none of you asketh Me : 
Whither goest Thou ? But because I have 
spoken these things to you, sorrow hath 
filled your heart. But I tell you the truth : 
it is expedient to you that I go : for if I 
go not, the Paraclete will not come to you ; 
but if I go, I will send Him to you. And 
when He is come, He will convince the 
world of sin, and of justice, and of judg- 
ment. Of sin : because they believed not 
in Me. And of justice : because I go to the 
Father ; and you shall see Me no longer. 
And of judgment : because the prince of 
this world is already judged. I have yet 
many things to say to you : but you cannot 
bear them now. But when He, the Spirit 
of Truth, is come, He will teach you all 
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truth. For He shall not speak of Himself ; 
but what things soever He shall hear, 
He shall speak ; and the things that are 
to come, He shall show you. He shall 
glorify Me ; because He shall receive of 
Mine, and shall show it to you. 

FIFTH SUNDAY AFTER EASTER 

Epistle.. James i, 22-27 Dearly beloved: 
Be ye doers of the word, and not hearers 
only, deceiving your own selves. For if a 
man be a hearer of the word, and not a 
doer, he shall be compared to a man 
beholding his own countenance in a glass. 
For he beheld himself, and went his way, and 
presently forgot what manner of man he was. 
But he that hath looked into the perfect law 
of liberty, and hath continued therein, not 
becoming a forgetful hearer, but a doer of 
the work ; this man shall be blessed in his 
deed. And if any man think himself to be 
religious, not bridling his tongue, but 
deceiving his own heart, this man's religion 
is vain. Religion clean and undefiled before 
God and the Father, is this : to visit the 
fatherless and widows in their tribulation : 
and to keep one's self unspotted from the 
world. 

Gospel. John xvi, 23-30. At that time : 
Jesus said to His disciples : Amen, amen 
I say to you : if you ask the Father any 
thing in My name, He will give it you. 
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Hitherto you have not asked any thing in 
My name. Ask, and you shall receive ; 
that your joy may be full. These things 
I have spoken to you in proverbs. The 
hour cometh, when I will no more speak 
to you in proverbs, but will show you 
plainly of the Father. In that day you 
shall ask in My name ; and I say not to 
you, that I will ask the Father for you : 
for the Father Himself loveth you, because 
you have loved Me, and have believed 
that I came out from God. I came forth 
from the Father, and am come into the 
world : again I leave the world, and I go 
to the Father. His disciples say to Him : 
Behold, now Thou speakest plainly, and 
speakest no proverb. Now we know that 
Thou knowest all things, and Thou needest 
not that any man should ask Thee. By this 
we believe that Thou earnest forth from 
God. 

ASCENSION DAY 

Lesson, dets i, x— 11. The former treatise 
I made, O Theophilus, of all things which 
Jesus began to do and to teach, until the 
day on which, giving commandments by 
the Holy Ghost to the Apostles whom 
He had chosen, He was taken up. To whom 
also He showed Himself alive after His 
Passion, by many proofs, for forty days 
appearing to them, and speaking of the 
kingdom of God. And eating together with 
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them, He commanded them, that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem, but 
should wait for the promise of the Father, 
which you have heard (saith He) by My 
mouth. For John indeed baptized with 
water, but you shall be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, not many days hence. They 
therefore who were come together, asked 
Him, saying : Lord, wilt Thou at this 
time restore again the kingdom to Israel ? 
But He said to them : It is not for you 
to know the times or moments, which the 
Father hath put in His own power : but 
you shall receive the power of the Holy 
Ghost coming upon you, and you shall be 
witnesses unto Me in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and Samaria, and even to the 
uttermost part of the earth. And when 
He had said these things, while they 
looked on, He was raised up : and a cloud 
received Him out of their sight. And 
while they were beholding Him going up 
to heaven, behold two men stood by them 
in white garments. Who also said : Ye 
men of Galilee, why stand you looking 
up to heaven ? This Jesus who is taken 
up from you into heaven, shall so come, 
as you have seen Him going into heaven. 

Gospel. Mark xvi, 14-20. At that time : 
Jesus appeared to the eleven as they were 
at table : and He upbraided them with 
their incredulity and hardness of heart, 
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because they did not believe them who 
had seen Him after He was risen again. 
And He said to them : Go ye into the 
whole world, and preach the Gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is baptized, 
shall be saved : but he that believeth not 
shall be condemned. And these signs shall 
follow them that believe : In My name they 
shall cast out devils : they shall speak with 
new tongues. They shall take up serpents ; 
and if they shall drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them : they shall lay 
hands upon the sick, and they shall recover. 
And the Lord Jesus, after He had spoken 
to them, was taken up into heaven, and 
sitteth on the right hand of God. But they 
going forth preached every where : the 
Lord working withal, and confirming the 
word with signs that followed. 

SUNDAY WITHIN THE OCTAVE OF 
THE ASCENSION 

Epistle, i Peter iv, 7-1 1. Most dearly 
beloved : Be prudent therefore and watch 
in prayers. But before all things have a 
constant mutual charity among yourselves : 
for charity covereth a multitude of sins. 
Using hospitality one towards another, 
without murmuring, as every man hath 
received grace, ministering the same one to 
another : as good stewards of the manifold 
grace of God. If any man speak, let him 
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speak as the words of God. If any man 
minister, let him do it as of the power 
which God administereth : that in all 
things God may be honoured through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Gospel. John xv, 26, xvi 4. At that 
time : Jesus said to His disciples : When 
the Paraclete cometh, whom I will send 
you from the Father, the Spirit of truth, 
who proceedeth from the Father, He shall 
give testimony of Me. And you shall give 
testimony, because you are with Me from 
the beginning. These things have I spoken 
to you, that you may not be scandalized. 
They will put you out of the synagogues : 
ea, the hour cometh, that whosoever 
illeth you, will think that he doth a 
service to God. And these things will they 
do to you ; because they have not known 
the Father, nor Me. But these things I have 
told you, that when the hour shall come, 
you may remember that I told you. 

WHIT SUNDAY 

Lesson. Acts ii, 1-11. When the days 
of the Pentecost were accomplished, they 
were all together in one place : and suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven, as of 
a mighty wind coming, and it filled the 
whole house where they were sitting. And 
there appeared to them parted tongues 
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as it were of fire, and it sat upon every one 
of them ; and they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and they began to speak with 
divers tongues, according as the Holy 
Ghost gave them to speak. Now there were 
dwelling at Jerusalem, Jews, devout men, 
out of every nation under heaven. And 
when this was noised abroad, the multitude 
came together, and were confounded in 
mind, because that every man heard them 
speak in his own tongue. And they were all 
amazed, and wondered, saying : Behold, 
are not all these that speak, Galileans r 
and how have we heard, every man our 
tongue wherein we were born ? Parthians, 
and Medes, and Elamites, and inhabitants 
of Mesopotamia, Judea, and Cappadocia, 
Pontus and Asia, Phrygia, and Paraphilia, 
Egypt, and the parts of Lybia about 
Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews also, 
and proselytes, Cretes, and Arabians : we 
have heard them speak in our own tongues 
the wonderful works of God. 

Gospel. J°hn xiv, 23-31.^ that time: 
Jesus said to His disciples : If any one love 
Me, he will keep My word, and My Father 
will love him, and we will come to him, and 
will make our abode with him. He that 
loveth Me not, keepeth not My words. 
And the word which you have heard is 
not Mine, but the Father's who sent Me. 
These things have I spoken to you, abiding 
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with you. But the Paraclete, the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in My 
name, He will teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your mind, whatsoever 
I shall have said to you. Peace I leave 
with you. My peace I give unto you : not 
as the world giveth, do I give unto you. 
Let not your heart be troubled, nor let it 
be afraid. You have heard that I said to 
you : I go away, and I come unto you. If 
you loved Me, you would indeed be glad, 
because I go to the Father : for the Father 
is greater than I. And now I have told 
you before it come to pass : that when it 
shall come to pass, you may believe. I 
will not now speak many things with you. 
For the prince of this world cometh, and in 
Me he hath not anything. But that the 
world may- know, that I love the Father : 
and as the Father hath given Me command- 
ment, so do I. 

TRINITY SUNDAY 

Epistle. Romans xi, 33-36. 0 the depth 
of the riches of the wisdom and of tie 
knowledge of God ! How incomprehensible 
are His judgments, and how unsearchable 
His ways ! For who hath known :he 
mind of the Lord ? Or who hath been His 
counsellor ? Or who hath first given to 
Him, and recompense shall be made him ? 
For of Him, and by Him, and in Him, are 
all things : to Him be glory for ever. Amen. 
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Gospel. Matthew xxviii, 18-20. At that 
time : Jesus said to His disciples : All power 
is given to Me in heaven and in earth. Going, 
therefore, teach ye all nations ; baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you : and behold I am 
with you all days, even to the consumma- 
tion of the world. 

Epistle of the First Sunday after Pente- 
cost. I John iv, 8-21. Dearly beloved: 
God is charity. By this hath the charity 
of God appeared towards us, because God 
hath sent His only begotten Son into the 
world, that we may live by Him. In this 
is charity : not as though we had loved 
God, but because He hath first loved us, 
and sent His Son to be a propitiation for 
our sins. My dearest, if God hath so loved 
us ; we also ought to love one another. No 
man hath seen God at any time. If we love 
one another, God abideth in us, and His 
charity is perfected in us. In this we know 
that we abide in Him, and He in us : because 
He hath given us of His Spirit. And we 
have seen, and do testify, that the Father 
hath sent His Son to he the Saviour of the 
world. Whosoever shall confess that Jesus 
is the Son of God, God abideth in him, and 
he in God. And we have known, and have 
believed the charity, which God hath to 
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us. God is chanty : and he that abideth in 
charity, abideth in God, and God in him. 
In this is the charity of God perfected with 
us, that we may have confidence in the day 
of judgment : because as He is, we also 
are in this world. Fear is not in charity : 
but perfect charity casteth out fear, because 
fear hath pain. And he that feareth, is not 
perfected in charity. Let us therefore love 
God, because God first hath loved us. If 
any man say, I love God, and hateth his 
brother ; he is a liar. For he that loveth 
not his brother, whom he seeth, how can 
he love God, whom he seeth not ? And this 
commandment we have from God, that he, 
who loveth God, love also his brother. 

Gospel of the First Sunday after Pente- 
cost. Luke vi, 36-42. At thai time : Jesus 
said to His disciples : Be ye therefore 
merciful, as your Father also is merciful. 
Judge not, and you shall not be judged. 
Condemn not, and you shall not be con- 
demned. Forgive, and you shall be for- 
given. Give and it shall be given to you : 
good measure and pressed down and 
shaken together and running over shall be 
given into your bosom. For with the same 
measure that you shall mete withal, it 
shall be measured to you again. And He 
spoke also to them a similitude : Can the 
blind lead the blind ? Do they not both 
fall into the ditch ? The disciple is not

above His Master : but every one shall be 
perfect, if he be as His Master. And why 
seest thou the mote in thy brother's eye ; 
but the beam that is in thy own eye thou 
considerest not ? Or how canst thou say 
to thy brother : Brother, let me pull the 
mote out of thy eye, when thou thyself 
seest not the beam in thy own eye? Hypo- 
crite, cast first the beam out of thy own 
eye ; and then thou shalt see clearly to take 
out the mote from thy brother's eye. 



CORPUS CHRISTI 

Epistle. 1 Corinthians xi, 23-29. Breth- 
ren : I have received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered to you, that the 
Lord Jesus, the same night in which He was 
betrayed, took bread, and giving thanks, 
broke, and said : Take ye and eat : this is 
My body, which shall be delivered for you : 
this do for the commemoration of Me. 
In like manner also the chalice, after He 
had supped, saying : This chalice is the new 
testament in My blood : this do ye, as often 
as you shall drink, for the commemora- 
tion of Me. For as often as you shall eat 
this bread, and drink the chalice, you shall 
show the death of the Lord until He come. 
Therefore whosoever shall eat this bread, 
or drink the chalice of the Lord unworthily, 
shall be guilty of the body and of the 
blood of the Lord. But let a man prove him- 
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self : and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of the chalice. For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
judgment to himself, not discerning the 
body of the Lord. 

Gospel. John vi, 56-59. At that time : 
Jesus said to the multitude of the Jews : 
My flesh is meat indeed : and My blood is 
drink indeed. He that eateth My flesh, 
and drinketh My blood, abideth in Me, and 
I in him. As the living Father hath sent 
Me, and I live by the Father ; so he that 
eateth Me, the same also shall live by 
Me. This is the bread that came down 
from heaven. Not as your fathers did eat 
manna, and are dead. He that eateth this 
bread shall live for ever. 

SECOND SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle, i John iii, 13-18. Dearly be- 
loved : Wonder not if the world hate you. 
We know that we have passed from death 
to life, because we love the brethren. He 
that loveth not, abideth in death. Who- 
soever hateth his brother is a murderer. 
And you know that no murderer hath 
eternal life abiding in himself. In this we 
have known the charity of God, because 
He hath laid down His life for us : and we 
ought to lay down our lives for the brethren. 
He that hath the substance of this world, 
and shall see his brother in need, and shall 
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shut up his bowels from him : how doth 
the charity of God abide in him ? My little 
children, let us not love in word, nor in 
tongue, but in deed, and in truth. 

Gospel. Luke xiv, 16-24. At that time: 
Jesus spoke this parable to the Pharisees : 
A certain man made a great supper, and 
invited many. And he sent his servant at 
the hour of supper to say to them that were 
invited, that they should come, for now 
all things are ready. And they began all 
at once to make excuse. The first said to 
him : I have bought a farm and I must 
needs go out and see it ; I pray thee, hold 
me excused. And another said : I have 
bought five yoke of oxen, and I go to try 
them ; I pray thee, hold me excused. And 
another said : I have married a wife, and 
therefore I cannot come. And the servant 
returning, told these things to his lord. 
Then the master of the house, being angry, 
said to his servant : Go out quickly into the 
streets and lanes of the city, and bring in 
hither the poor, and the feeble, and the 
blind, and the lame. And the servant said : 
Lord, it is done as thou hast commanded, 
and yet there is room. And the Lord said 
to the servant : Go out into the highways 
and hedges, and compel them to come in, 
that my house may be filled. But I say unto 
vou, that none of those men that were 
invited, shall taste of my supper.

FEAST OF THE SACRED HEART 
(Friday after Octave of Corpus Christi) 

Epistle. Ep&- 8-19. Brethren, unto 
me, the least of all the saints, is given this 
grace, to preach among the Gentiles the 
unsearchable riches of Christ, and to en- 
lighten all men, that they may see what is 
the dispensation of the mystery which 
hath been hidden from eternity in God, 
who created all things. For this cause I 
bow my knees to the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, of whom all paternity in 
heaven and on earth is named, that He 
would grant you, according to the riches 
of His glory, to be strengthened by His 
spirit with might unto the inward man ; 
that Christ may dwell by faith in your 
hearts ; that, being rooted and founded in 
charity, you may be able to comprehend, 
with all the saints, what is the breadth, 
and length, and height, and depth ; to 
know also the charity of Christ, which 
surpasseth all knowledge ; that you may be 
filled unto all the fulness of God. 

Gospel. John xix, 31-37. At that time: 
The Jews, because it was the Parasceve, 
that the bodies might not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath-day (for that was a 
great sabbath-day), besought Pilate that 
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their legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. The soldiers, there- 
fore, came ; and they broke the legs of _ the 
first, and of the other that was crucified 
with him. But when they came to Jesus, 
and saw that He was already dead, they 
did not break His legs ; but one of the 
soldiers opened His side with a spear ; and 
immediately there came out blood and 
water. And he that saw it, gave testimony ; 
and his testimony is true. And he knoweth 
that he saith true, that you also may be- 
lieve. For these things were done that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, You shall not 
break a bone of Him. And again another 
scripture saith, They shall look on Him 
whom they pierced. 

THIRD SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle, i Peter v, 6-1 1. Dearly beloved: 
Be you humbled under the mighty hand of 
God, that He may exalt you in the time 
of visitation ; casting all your care upon 
Him, for He hath care of you. Be sober and 
watch, because your adversary the devil, 
as a roaring lion, goeth about seeking 
whom he may devour. Whom resist ye, 
strong in faith ; knowing that the same 
affliction befalls your brethren who are in 
the world. But the God of all grace, who 
hath called us unto His eternal glory in

Christ Jesus, after you have suffered a 
little, will Himself perfect you, and confirm 
you, and establish you. To Him be glory 
and empire for ever and ever. Amen. 

Gospel. Luke xv, 1-10. At that time: 
The publicans and sinners drew near unto 
Jesus to hear Him. And the Pharisees and 
the scribes murmured, saying : This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. 
And He spoke to them this parable, saying : 
What man of you that hath an hundred 
sheep, and if he shall lose one of them, 
doth he not leave the ninety-nine in the 
desert, and go after that which was lost, 
until he find it ? And when he hath found it, 
lay it upon his shoulders, rejoicing, and 
coming home, call together his friends and 
neighbours, saying to them : Rejoice with 
me, because I have found my sheep that 
was lost ? I say to you, that even so there 
shall be joy in heaven upon one sinner that 
doth penance, more than upon ninety-nine 
just who need not penance. Or what woman 
having ten groats, if she lose one groat, 
doth not light a candle, and sweep the house 
and seek diligently until she find it ? And 
when she hath found it, call together her 
friends and neighbours, saying : Rejoice 
with me, because I have found the groat 
which I had lost. So I say to you, there 
shall be joy before the angels of God upon 
one sinner doing penance. 
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FOURTH SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

Epistle. Romans viii. 18-23. Brethren: 
I reckon that the sufferings of this time 
are not worthy to be compared with the 
glory to come that shall be revealed in us. 
For the expectation of the creature waiteth 
for the revelation of the sons of God. For 
the creature was made subject to vanity, 
not willingly, but by reason of him that 
made it subject, in hope : because the 
creature also itself shall be delivered from 
the servitude of corruption, into the liberty 
of the glory of the children of God. For 
we know that every creature groaneth 
and travaileth in pain, even till now. And 
not only it, but ourselves also, who have 
the first fruits of the Spirit, even we our- 
selves groan within ourselves, waiting for 
the adoption of the sons of God, the re- 
demption of our body : in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 

Gospel. Luke v, 1-11. At that time: 
When the multitude pressed upon Jesus 
to hear the word of God, He stood by the 
lake of Genesareth. And He saw two ships 
standing by the lake ; but the fishermen 
were gone out of them, and were washing 
their nets. And going up into one of the 
ships that was Simon's, He desired him 
to draw back a little from the land. And 
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sitting, He taught the multitude out of the 
ship. Now when He had ceased to speak, 
He said to Simon : Launch out into the deep, 
and let down your nets for a draught. And 
Simon, answering, said to Him : Master, 
we have laboured all the night, and have 
taken nothing, but at Thy word I will 
let down the net. And when they had done 
this, they enclosed a very great multitude of 
fishes, and their net broke. And they 
beckoned to their partners that were in the 
other ship, that they should come and 
help them. And they came, and filled both 
the ships, so that they were almost sinking. 
Which when Simon Peter saw, he fell down 
at Jesus' knees, saying : Depart from me, 
for I am a sinful man, 0 Lord. For he was 
wholly astonished, and all that were with 
him, at the draught of fishes which they 
had taken. And so were also James and 
John, the sons of Zebedee, who were Simon's 
partners. And Jesus saith to Simon : Fear 
not : from henceforth thou shalt catch 
men. And having brought their ships to 
land, leaving all things, they followed Him. 

FIFTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. 1 Peter iii, 8-15. Dearly beloved : 
Be ye all of one mind, having compassion 
one of another, being lovers of the brother- 
hood, merciful, modest, humble ; not render- 
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ing evil for evil, nor railing for railing, but 
contrariwise, blessing : for unto this are 
you called, that you may inherit a blessing. 
For he that will love life, and see good days, 
let him refrain his tongue from evil, and his 
lips that they speak no guile. Let hi i decline 
from evil, and do good : let him reek after 
peace and pursue it ; because the /yes of the 
Lord are upon the just, and H 's ears unto 
their prayers ; but the countenance of the 
Lord is upon them that do evil things. And 
who is he that can hurt you, if you be 
zealous of good ? But if also you suffer any 
thing for justice's sake, blessed are ye. 
And be not afraid of their fear, and be not 
troubled. But sanctify the Lord Christ in 
your hearts. 

Gospel. Matthew v, 20-24. At that 
time : Jesus said to His disciples : Unless 
your justice abound more than that of 
the scribes and Pharisees, you shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. You have 
heard that it was said to them of old : 
Thou shalt not kill. And whosoever shall 
kill shall be in danger of the judgment. 
But I say to you, that whosoever is angry 
with his brother, shall be in danger of the 
judgment. And whosoever shall say to his 
brother, Raca, shall be in danger of the 
Council. And whosoever shall say, Thou 
fool, shall be in danger of hell fire. If there- 
fore thou offer thy gift at the altar, and 
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there remember that thy brother hath any 
thing against thee, leave there thy offering 
before the altar, and go first to be reconciled 
to thy brother ; and then coming, thou shalt 
offer thy gift. 

SIXTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. Romans vi, 3—1 1. Brethren: 
All we who are baptized in Christ Jesus, 
are baptized in His death. For we are 
buried together with Him by baptism into 
death ; that as Christ is risen from the 
dead by the glory of the Father, so we also 
may walk in newness of life. For if we have 
been planted together in the likeness of His 
death, we shall be also in the likeness of His 
resurrection. Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with Him, that the body 
of sin may be destroyed, to the end that 
we may serve sin no longer. For he that is 
dead is justified from sin. Now if we be 
dead with Christ, we believe that we shall 
live also together with Christ : knowing 
that Christ rising again from the dead, dieth 
now no more, death shall no more have 
dominion over Him. For in that He died 
to sin, He died once ; but in that He liveth, 
He liveth unto God : so do you also reckon, 
that you are dead to sin, but alive unto 
God : in Christ Jesus our Lord. 
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Gospel. Mark viii, 1-9. At that time: 
When there was a great multitude with 
Jesus, and they had nothing to eat, calling 
His disciples together, He saith to them : I 
have compassion on the multitude, for 
behold they have now been with Me three 
days, and have nothing to eat. And if I 
shall send them away fasting to their own 
home, they will faint in the way ; for some 
of them camp from afar off. And His disciples 
answered Him : From whence can any one 
fill them here with bread in the wilderness ? 
And He asked them : How many loaves have 
ye ? Who said : Seven. And He commanded 
the people to sit down on the ground. And 
taking the seven loaves, giving thanks, He 
broke and gave to His disciples for to set 
before them ; and they set them before the 
people. And they had a few little fishes ; and 
He blessed them, and commanded them to 
be set before them. And they did eat and 
were filled ; and they took up that which was 
left of the fragments, seven baskets. And 
they that had eaten were about four thou- 
sand ; and He sent them away . 

SEVENTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. Romans vi, 19-23. Brethren : 
I speak a human thing, because of the 
infirmity of your flesh. For as you have 
yielded your members to serve unclean- 
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ness and iniquity, unto iniquity ; so now 
yield your members to serve justice, 
unto sanctification. For when you were the 
servants of sin, you were free men to 
justice. What fruit therefore had you then 
in those things of which you are now 
ashamed ? For the end of them is death. 
But now being made free from sin, and 
become servants to God, you have your 
fruit unto sanctification, and the end life 
everlasting. For the wages of sin is death. 
But the grace of God, life everlasting, in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Gospel. Matthew vii, 15-21. At that 
time : Jesus said to His disciples : Beware 
of false prophets, who come to you in the 
clothing of sheep, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. By their fruits you shall 
know them. Do men gather grapes of thorns, 
or figs of thistles ? Even so every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit, and the evil 
tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good 
tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither 
can an evil tree bring forth good fruit. 
Every tree that bringeth not forth good 
fruit shall be cut down, and shall be cast 
into the fire. Wherefore by their fruits you 
shall know them. Not every one that saith 
to Me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven : but he that doth the will of 
My Father Who is in heaven, he shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 
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EIGHTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. Romans viii, 12-17. Brethren: 
We are debtors not to the flesh, to live 
according to the flesh. For if you live accor- 
ding to the flesh, you shall die : but if by the 
Spirit you mortify the deeds of the flesh, you 
shall live. For whosoever are led by the 
Spirit of God, tr^ey are the sons of God. For 
you have not received the spirit of bondage 
again in fear ; but you have received the 
spirit of adoption of sons, whereby we cry : 
Abba (Father). For the Spirit himself giveth 
testimony to our spirit, that we are the 
sons of God. And if sons, heirs also ; heirs 
indeed of God, and joint heirs with Christ. 

Gospel. Luke xvi, 1-9. At that time: 
Jesus spoke to His disciples this parable : 
There was a certain rich man who had a 
steward ; and the same was accused unto 
him, that he had wasted his goods. And 
he called him, and said to him : How 
is it that I hear this of thee ? Give an 
account of thy stewardship, for now thou 
canst be steward no longer. And the steward 
said within himself : What shall I do, be- 
cause my lord taketh away from me the 
stewardship ? To dig I am not able ; to beg 
I am ashamed. I know what I will do, that 
when I shall be removed from the steward- 
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ship, they may receive me into their 
houses. Therefore calling together every 
one of his lord's debtors, he said to the 
first : How much dost thou owe my lord ? 
But he said : An hundred barrels of oil. 
And he said to him : Take thy bill and sit 
down quickly and write fifty. Then he said 
to another : And how much dost thou owe ? 
Who said : An hundred quarters of wheat. 
He said to him : Take thy bill and write 
eighty. And the lord commended the unjust 
steward, forasmuch as he had done wisely : 
for the children of this world are wiser in 
their generation than the children of light. 
And I say to you : Make unto you friends of 
the mammom of iniquity ; that when you 
shall fail, they may receive you into ever- 
lasting dwellings. 

NINTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle, i Corinthians x, 6-13. Brethren : 
Let us not covet evil things as they also 
coveted. Neither become ye idolaters, as 
some of them, as it is written : The people 
sat down to eat and drink, and rose up 
to play. Neither let us commit fornication, 
as some of them committed fornication, 
* and there fell in one day three and twenty 
thousand. Neither let us tempt Christ : 
as some of them tempted, and perished by 
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the serpents. Neither do you murmur : as 
some of them murmured, and were de- 
stroyed by the destroyer. Now all those 
things happened to them in figure : and they 
are written for our correction, upon whom 
the ends of the world are come. Wherefore 
he that thinketh himself to stand, let 
him take heed lest he fall. Let no temptation 
take hold on you, but such as is human. 
And God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that which you 
are able : but will make also with temptation 
issue, that you may be able to bear it. 

Gospel. Luke xix, 41-47. At that time ; 
When Jesus drew near to Jerusalem, seeing 
the city, He wept over it, saying : If thou 
also hadst known, and that in this thy day, 
the things that are to thy peace ; but now 
they are hidden from thy eyes. For the 
days shall come upon thee : and thy 
enemies shall cast a trench about thee, and 
compass thee round, and straiten thee on 
every side, and beat thee flat to the ground, 
and thy children who are in thee ; and they 
shall not leave in thee a stone upon a stone, 
because thou hast not known the time of thy 
visitation. And entering into the temple, He 
began to cast out them that sold therein, and 
them that bought. Saying to them : It is 
written : My house is the house of prayer. But 
you have made it a den of thieves. And He 
was teaching daily in the temple. 
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TENTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 
Epistle. I Corinthians xii, 2-1 1. Breth- 
ren ; You know that when you were heathens 
you went to dumb idols, according as you 
were led. Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man, speaking by the spirit 
of God, saith anathema to Jesus. And no 
man can say the Lord Jesus, but by the 
Holy Ghost. Now there are diversities of 
graces, but the same Spirit ; and there are 
diversities of ministries, but the same 
Lord ; and there are diversities of opera- 
tions, but the same God, who worketh all 
in all. And the manifestation of the Spirit 
is given to every man unto profit. To one 
indeed, by the Spirit, is given the word of 
wisdom ; and to another, the word of 
knowledge, according to the same Spirit ; 
to another, faith in the same spirit ; to 
another, the grace of healing in one Spirit ; 
to another, the working of miracles ; to 
another, prophecy ; to another, the discern- 
ing of spirits ; to another, divers kinds of 
tongues ; to another, interpretation of 
speeches. But all these things one and the 
same Spirit worketh, dividing to every one 
according as He will. 

Gospel. Luke xviii, 9-14. At that time; 
Jesus spoke this parable to some who 
trusted in themselves as just, and despised 
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others : Two men went up into the temple 
to pray : the one a Pharisee, and the 
other a publican. The Pharisee standing, 
prayed thus with himself : 0 God, I give 
Thee thanks that I am not as the rest of 
men, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, as 
also is this publican. I fast twice a week : 
I give tithes of all that I possess. And the 
publican, standing afar off, would not so 
much as lift up his eyes towards heaven, 
but struck his breast, saying : O God, be 
merciful to me a sinner. I say to you, this 
man went down into his house justified 
rather than the other : because every one 
that exalteth himself shall be humbled : 
and he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

ELEVENTH SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

Epistle, i Corinthians xv, I-10. Breth- 
ren : I make known unto you the gospel 
which I preached to you, which also you 
have received, and wherein you stand ; 
by which also you are saved, if you hold 
fast after what manner I preached unto you, 
unless you have believed in vain. For I 
delivered unto you first of all, which I also 
received ; how that Christ died for our 
sins, according to the scriptures ; and that 
He was buried, and that He rose again 
the third day, according to the scriptures ; 
and that He was seen by Cephas ; and after 
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that by the eleven. Then was He seen by 
more than five hundred brethren at once, 
of whom many remain until this present, 
and some are fallen asleep. After that, He 
was seen by James, then by all the apostles. 
And last of all, He was seen also by me, as 
by one born out of due time. For I am 
the least of the apostles, who am not 
worthy to be called an apostle, because I 
persecuted the church of God. But by the 
grace of God, I am what I am ; and His 
grace in me hath not been void. 

Gospel. Mark vii, 31-37. At that time: 
Jesus going out of the coast of Tyre, came 
by Sidon to the sea of Galilee, through the 
midst of the coasts of Decapolis. And they 
bring to Him one deaf and dumb, and they 
besought Him that He would lay His hand 
upon him. And taking him from the multi- 
tude apart, He put His fingers into his ears, 
and spitting, He touched his tongue ; and 
looking up to heaven, He groaned, and said 
to him : Ephpheta, which is, Be thou opened. 
And immediately his ears were opened, and 
the string of his tongue was loosed, and he 
spoke right. And He charged them that 
tney should tell no man. But the more He 
charged them, so much the more a great 
deal did they publish it. And so much the 
more did they wonder, saying : He hath 
done all things well : He hath made both 
the deaf to hear, and the dumb to speak. 
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TWELFTH SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

1^'istle. 2 Corinthians iii, 4-9. Brethren: 
Such confidence we have, through Christ 
towards God. Not that we are sufficient 
to think anything of ourselves, as of our- 
selves ; but our sufficiency is from God. 
Who also hath made us fit ministers of the 
new testament, not in the letter, but in 
the spirit. For the letter killeth, but the 
spirit quickeneth. Now if the ministration 
of death, engraven with letters upon 
stones, was glorious, so that the children 
of Israel could not steadfastly behold the 
face of Moses, for the glory of his counten- 
ance, which is made void, how shall not the 
ministration of the spirit be rather in 
glory ? For if the ministration of condemna- 
tion be glory, much more the ministration 
of justice aboundeth in glory. 

Gospel. Luke x, 23-27. At that time : 
Jesus said to His disciples : Blessed are 
the eyes that see the things which you see. 
For I say to you, that many prophets and 
kings have desired to see the things that 
you see, and have not seen them ; and to 
hear the things that you hear, and have 
not heard them. And behold a certain 
lawyer stood up, tempting Him, and saying, 
Master, what must I do to possess eternal 
life ? But He said to him : What is written 
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in the law ? How readest thou ? He answer- 
ing said : Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with thy whole heart, and with thy whole soul, 
and with all thy strength, and with all thy 
mind : and thy neighbour as thyself. And 
He said to him : Thou hast answered 
rightly : this do, and thou shalt live. But he, 
willing to justify himself, said to Jesus : 
And who is my neighbour ? And Jesus 
answering, said : A certain man went down- 
from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among 
robbers, who also stripped him, and having 
wounded him went away, leaving him half 
dead, And it chanced that a certain priest 
went down the same way, and seeing him, 
passed by. In like manner also a Levite, 
when he was near the place and saw him, 
passed by. But a certain Samaritan being 
on his journey, came near him ; and seeing 
him, was moved with compassion. And going 
up to him, bound up his wounds, pouring 
in oil and wine ; and setting him upon 
his own beast, brought him to an inn, and 
took care of him. And the next day he took 
out two pence, and gave to the host, and 
said : Take care of him ; and whatsoever 
thou shalt spend over and above, I, at my 
return, will • repay thee. Which of these 
three, in thy opinion, was neighbour to 
him that fell among the robbers ? But he 
said : He that showed mercy to him. And 
Jesus said to him : Go, and do thou in like 
manner. 
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THIRTEENTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. Galatians iii, 16-22. Brethren: 
To Abraham were the promises made and 
to his seed. He saith not, And to his seeds, 
as of many ; but as of one, And to thy seed, 
which is Christ. Now this I say, that the 
testament which was confirmed by God, 
♦the law which was made after four hundred 
and thirty years, doth not disannul, to 
make the promise of no effect. For if the 
inheritance be of the law, it is no more of 
promise. But God gave it to Abraham by 
promise. Why then was the law ? It was set 
because of transgressions, until the seed 
should come, to whom He made the 
promise, being ordained b/ angels in the 
hand of a mediator. Now a mediator is not 
of one : but God is one. Was the law then 
against the promises of God ? God forbid. 
For if there had been a law given which 
could give life, verily justice should have 
been by the law. But the scripture hath 
concluded all under sin, that the promise, 
by the faith of Jesus Christ, might be 
given to them that believe. 

Gospel. Luke xvii, 11-19. At that time: 
As Jesus was going to Jerusalem, He 
passed through the midst of Samaria and 
Galilee. And as He entered into a certain 
town, there met Him ten men that were 
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lepers, who stood afar off ; and lifted up 
their voice, saying : Jesus, master, have 
mercy on us. Whom when He saw, He said : 
Go, show yourselves to the priests. And it 
came to pass, as they went, that they were 
made clean. And one of them, when he saw 
that he was made clean, went back, with a 
loud voice glorifying God. And he fell on his 
face before His feet, giving thanks : and this 
was a Samaritan. And Jesus answering, said, 
Were not ten made clean ? and where are the 
nine ? There is no one found to return and 
give glory to God, but this stranger. And He 
said to him : Arise, go thy way ; for thy 
faith hath made thee whole. 

FOURTEENTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. Galatians v, 16-24. Brethren: 
Walk in the spirit, and you shall not fulfil 
the lusts of the flesh. For the flesh lusteth 
against the spirit : and the spirit against 
the flesh ; for these are contrary to one 
another : so that you do not the things 
that you would. But if you are led by the 
spirit, you are not under the law. Now the 
works of the flesh are manifest, which are 
fornication, uncleanness, immodesty, lux- 
ury^ idolatory, witchcrafts, enmities, con- 
tentions, emulations, wraths, quarrels, dis- 
sensions, sects, envies, murders, drunken- 
ness, revellings, and such like. Of the 
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which I foretell you, as I have foretold to 
you, that they who do such things shall not 
obtain the kingdom of God. But the fruit 
of the Spirit is, charity, joy, peace, patience, 
benignity, goodness, longanimity, mildness, 
faith, modesty, continency, chastity. Against 
such there is no law. And they that are 
Christ's, have crucified their flesh, with the 
vices and concupiscences. 

Gospel. Matthew vi, 24-33- At that 
time : Jesus said to His disciples : no man 
can serve two masters. For either he will 
hate the one, and love the other : or he will 
sustain the one, and despise the other. You 
cannot serve God and Mammon. There- 
fore I say to you, be not solicitous for 
your life, what you shall eat, nor for your 
body, what you shall put on. Is not the 
life more than the meat : and the body 
more than the raiment ? Behold the birds 
of the air, for they neither sow, nor do 
they reap, nor gather into barns : and your 
heavenly Father feedeth them. Are not you 
of much more value than they ? And which 
of you by taking thought, can add to his 
stature one cubit ? And for raiment why are 
you solicitous ? Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow : they labour not, 
neither do they spin. But I say to you, that 
not even Solomon in all his glory was arrayed 
as one of these. And if the grass of the field, 
which is to-day, and to-morrow is cast into 
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the oven, God doth so clothe : how much 
more you, O ye of little faith ? Be not 
solicitous therefore, saying, What shall 
we eat : or what shall we drink, or where- 
with shall we be clothed ? For after all 
these things do the heathens seek. For 
your Father knoweth that you have need 
of all these things. Seek ye therefore first 
the kingdom of God, and His justice, and 
all these things shall be added unto you. 

FIFTEENTH SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

Epistle. Galatians v, 25, vi, 10. Brethren : 
If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk 
in the Spirit. Let us not be made desirous 
of vain glory, provoking one. another, 
envying one another. Brethren, and if a 
man be overtaken in any fault, you, who 
are spiritual, instruct such a one in the 
spirit of meekness, considering thyself lest 
thou also be tempted. Bear ye one another's 
burdens ; and so you shall fulfil the law of 
Christ. For if any man think himself to be 
something, whereas he is nothing, he deceiv- 
eth himself. But let every one prove his own 
work, and so he shall have glory in himself 
only, and not in another. For every one shall 
bear his own burden. And let him that is 
instructed in the word, communicate to 
him that instructeth him, in all good things. 
Be not deceived, God is not mocked. For 
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what things a man shall sow, those also shall 
he reap. For he that soweth in his flesh, of 
the flesh also shall reap corruption. But he 
that soweth in the spirit, of the spirit shall 
reap life everlasting. And in doing good, let 
us not fail. For in due time we shall reap, 
not failing. Therefore, whilst we have time, 
let us work good to all men, but especially to 
those who are of the household of the faith. 

Gospel. Luke vii, 11-16. At that time: 
Jesus went into a city called Nairn ; and 
there went with Him His disciples, and a 
great multitude, And when He came nigh to 
the city, behold a dead man was carried out, 
the only son of his mother ; and she was a 
widow : and a great multitude of the city 
were with her. Whom when the Lord had 
seen, being moved with mercy towards her, 
He said to her : Weep not. And He came 
near and touched the bier. And they that 
carried it, stood still. And He said : Young 
man, I say to thee, arise. And he that was 
dead, sat up, and began to speak. And He 
gave him to his mother. And there came a 
fear on them all : and they glorified God, 
saying : A great prophet is risen up among 
us : and, God hath visited His people. 

SIXTEENTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. Ephesians^ iii, 13-21. Brethren; 
I pray you not to faint at my tribulations 
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for you, which is your glory. For this 
cause I bow my knees to the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, of whom all paternity 
in heaven and earth is named, that He 
would grant you, according to the riches 
of His glory, to be strengthened by His 
Spirit with might unto the inward man, 
that Christ may dwell by faith in your 
hearts, that being rooted and founded in 
charity, you may be able to comprehend, 
with all the saints, what is the breadth, 
and length, and height, and depth : to 
know also the charity of Christ, which 
surpasseth all knowledge, that you may 
be filled unto all the fulness of God. Now 
to Him who is able to do all things more 
abundantly than we deserve or under- 
stand, according to the power that worketh 
in us ; to Him be glory in the church, 
and in Christ Jesus unto all generations, 
world without end. Amen. 

Gospel. Luke xiv, 1-11. At that time: 
When Jesus went into the house of one of 
the chief of the Pharisees, on the sabbath 
day to eat bread, they watched Him. And 
behold, there was a certain man before 
Him that had the dropsy. And Jesus 
answering, spoke to the lawyers and 
Pharisees, saying : Is it lawful to heal on 
the sabbath day ? But they held their 
peace. But He taking him, healed him, and 
sent him away. And answering them He 
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said : Which of you shall have an ass or 
an ox fall into a pit, and will not immedi- 
ately draw him out, on the sabbath day ? 
And they could not answer Him to these 
things. And He spoke a parable also to 
them that were invited, marking how they 
chose the first seats at the table, saying to 
them : When thou art invited to a wedding, 
sit not down in the first place, lest perhaps 
one more honourable than thou be invited 
by him : and he that invited thee and him, 
come and say to thee, Give this man place : 
and then thou begin with shame to take the 
lowest place. But when thou art invited, 
go, sit down in the lowest place, that 
when he who invited thee, cometh, he mav 
say to thee : Friend, go up higher. Then 
shalt thou have glory before them that sit 
at table with thee. Because every one that 
exalteth himself, shall be humbled : and he 
that humbleth himself, shall be exalted. 

SEVENTEENTH SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

Epistle. E-phesians iv, 1-6. Brethren ; 
I who am a prisoner in the Lord, beseech 
you that you walk worthy of the vocation 
in which you are called, with all humility 
and mildness, with patience, supporting 
one another in charity. Careful to keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 
One body and one Spirit ; as you are called 
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in one hope of your calling. One Lord, one 
faith, one baptism. One God and Father 
of all, who is above all, and through all, 
and in us all. Who is blessed for evermore. 
Amen. 

Gospel. 

Matthew xxii, 35-46. j t t h at 

time : The Pharisees came to Jesus, and 
one of them, a doctor of the law, asked 
Him, tempting Him : Master, which is the 
great commandment in the law ? Jesus 
said to him ; Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with thy whole heart, and with thy 
whole soul and with thy whole mind. This 
is the greatest and the first commandment. 
And the second is like to this : Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself. On these two 
commandments dependeth the whole law 
and the prophets. And the Pharisees being 
gathered together, Jesus asked them, say- 
ing : What think you of Christ ? Whose 
son is He ? They say to Him : David's. 
He saith to them : How then doth David in 
spirit call Him Lord, saying ; The Lord 
said to my Lord, Sit on my right hand, until 
J make Thy enemies Thy footstool ? If David 
then call Him Lord, how is He his son ? 
And no man was able to answer Him a 
word ; neither durst any man from that 
day forth ask Him any more questions. 
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EIGHTEENTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. I Corinthians i, 4-8. Brethren : 
I give thanks to my God always for you, 
for the grace of God that is given you in 
Christ Jesus, that in all things you are 
made rich in Him, in all utterance, and 
in all knowledge ; as the testimony of Christ 
was confirmed in you, so that nothing is 
wanting to you in any grace, waiting for 
the manifestation of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Who also will confirm you unto the end 
without crime, in the day of the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Gospel. Matthew ix, 1-8. At that time : 
Jesus entering into a boat, He passed 
over the water and came into His own 
city. And behold, they brought to Him 
one sick of the palsy lying in a bed. And 
Jesus, seeing their faith, said to the man 
sick of the palsy : Be of good heart, son, 
thy sins are forgiven thee. And behold some 
of the scribes said within themselves : He 
blasphemeth. And Jesus seeing their 
thoughts, said : Why do you think evil 
in your hearts ? Whether is easier, to say, 
thy sins are forgiven thee : or to say : 
Arise, and walk ? But that you may know 
that the Son of man hath power on earth 
to forgive sins, (then said He to the man 
sick of the palsy, Arise, take up thy bed, 
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and go into thy house. And lie arose, and 
went into his house. And the multitude 
seeing it, feared, and glorified God that 
gave such power to men. 

NINETEENTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Epistle. Ephesians iv, 23-38. Brethren : 
Be renewed m the spirit of your mind : 
and put on the new man, who according 
to God is created in justice and holiness of 
truth. Wherefore putting away lying, speak 
ye the truth every man with his neighbour ; 
for we are members one of another. Be 
angry, and sin not. Let not the sun go 
down upon your anger. Give not place to 
the devil. He that stole, let him now steal 
no more ; but rather let him labour, working 
with his hands the thing which is good, 
that he may have something to give to 
him that suffereth need. 

Gospel. Matthew xxii, 2-14. At that 
time : Jesus spoke to the chief priests and 
Pharisees in parables, saying : The kingdom 
of heaven is likened to a king, who made a 
marriage for his son. And he sent his 
servants, to call them that were invited 
to the marriage ; and they would not come. 
Again he sent other servants, saying : Tell 
them that were invited, Behold, I have pre- 
pared my dinner ; my beeves and fatlings 
are killed, and all things are ready : come ye 
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to the marriage. But they neglected, and 
went their ways, one to his farm, and another 
to his merchandise. And the rest laid hands 
on his servants, and having treated them 
contumeliously, put them to death. But 
when the king had heard of it, he was angry, 
and sending his armies, he destroyed those 
murderers, and burnt their city. Then he 
saith to his servants : The marriage indeed is 
ready ; but they that were invited were not 
worthy. Go ye therefore into the highways ; 
and as many as you shall find, call to the 
marriage. And his servants going forth into 
the ways, gathered together all that they 
found, both bad and good : and the marriage 
was filled with guests. And the king went in 
to see the guests : and he saw there a man 
who had not on a wedding garment. And 
he saith to him : Friend, how earnest thou 
in hither not having on a wedding garment ? 
But he was silent. Then the king said to 
the waiters : Bind his hands and feet, and 
cast him into the exterior darkness : there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
For many are called, but few are chosen. 

TWENTIETH SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

Epistle. Ephesians v, 15-21. Brethren: 
See therefore, how you walk circumspectly : 
not as unwise, but as wise : redeeming 
the time, because the days are evil. Where- 
fore become not unwise, but understanding 
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what is the will of God. And be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is luxury : but _ be ye 
filled with the holy Spirit, speaking to 
yourselves in psalms and hymns, and 
spiritual canticles, singing and making 
melody in your hearts to the Lord ; giving 
thanks always for all things, in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, to God and the 
Father : being subject one to another in 
the fear of Christ. 

Gospel. John iv, 4.6-53. At that time: 
There was a certain ruler, whose son was 
sick at Capharnaum. He having heard that 
Jesus was come from Judea into Galilee, 
went to Him, and prayed Him to come down, 
and heal his son ; for he was at the point 
of death. Jesus therefore said unto him : 
Unless you see signs and wonders, you 
believe not. The ruler saith to him : Lord, 
come down before that my son die. Jesus 
saith to him : Go thy way ; thy son liveth. 
The man believed the word which Jesus 
said to him, and went his way. And as he 
was going down, his servants met him, and 
they brought word, saying that his son 
lived. He asked therefore of them the hour 
wherein he grew better. And they said to 
him : Yesterday, at the seventh hour, the 
fever left him. The father therefore knew, 
that it was at the same hour that Jesus 
said to him, Thy son liveth ; and himself 
believed, and his whole house. 
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TWENTY-FIRST SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

Epistle. Ephesians, vi, 10-17. Brethren ; 
Be strengthened in the Lord, and in the 
might of His power. Put you on the armour 
of God, that you may be able to stand 
against the deceits of the devil. For our 
wrestling is not against flesh and blood ; but 
against principalities and powers, against 
the rulers of the world of this darkness, 
against the spirits of wickedness in the high 
places. Therefore take unto you the armour 
of God, that you may be able to resist in 
the evil day, and to stand in all things 
perfect. Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of justice, and your feet shod 
with the preparation of the gospel of peace : 
in all things taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith you may be able to extinguish 
all the fiery darts of the most wicked one. 
And take unto you the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, (which is the 
word of God). 

Gospel. Matthew xviii, 23-35. At that 
time : Jesus spoke to His disciples this 
parable : The kingdom of heaven is likened 
to a king, who would take an account of 
his servants. And when he had begun to 
take the account, one was brought to him, 
that owed him ten thousand talents. And 
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as he had not wherewith to pay it, his lord 
commanded that he should be sold, and 
his wife and children and all that he had, 
and payment to be made. But that servant 
falling down, besought him, saying : Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
And the lord of that servant being moved 
with pity, let him go and forgave him the 
debt. But when that servant was gone out, 
he found one of his fellow servants that 
owed him an hundred pence : and laying 
hold of him, he throttled him, saying: 
Pay what thou owest. And his fellow ser- 
vant falling down, besought him, saying : 
Have patience with me, and I will pay thee 
all. And he would not : but went and cast 
him into prison, till he paid the debt. Now 
his fellow servants seeing what was done, 
were very much grieved, and they came and 
told their lord all that was done. Then 
his lord called him ; and said to him : Thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all the debt, 
because thou besoughtest me : shouldst 
not thou then have had compassion also on 
thy fellow servant, even as I had com- 
passion on thee ? And his lord being angry, 
delivered him to the torturers until he paid 
all the debt. So also shall My heavenly 
Father do to you, if you forgive not every 
one his brother from your hearts. 
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TWENTY-SECOND SUNDAY AFTER 

PENTECOST 

Epistle., Philippians i, 6-1 1. Brethren : 
We are confident in the Lord Jesus, that He 
who hath begun a good work in you, will 
perfect it unto the day of Christ Jesus. 
As it is meet for me to think this for you 
all, for that I have you in my heart ; and 
that in my bands, and in the defence and 
confirmation of the gospel, you all are 
partakers of my joy. For God is my witness, 
how I long after you all in the bowels of 
Jesus Christ. And this I pray, that your 
charity may more and more abound in 
knowledge, and in all understanding : that 
you may approve the better things, that 
you may be sincere and without offence 
unto the day of Christ, filled with the 
fruit of justice, through Jesus Christ, unto 
the glory and praise of God. 

Gospel. Matthew xxii, 15-21. At that 
time : The Pharisees going, consulted among 
themselves how to ensnare Jesus in His 
speech. And they sent to Him their dis- 
ciples with the Herodians, saying : Master, 
we know that Thou art a true speaker, 
and teachest the way of God in truth, 
neither carest Thou for any man : for Thou 
dost not regard the person of men. Tell us 
therefore what dost Thou think, is it lawful 
to give tribute to Cassar, or not ? But Jesus 
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knowing their wickedness, said : Why do 
you tempt Me, ye hyprocrites ? Show Me 
the coin of the tribute. And they offered 
Him a penny. And Jesus saith to them : 
Whose image and inscription is this ? They 
say to Him : Caesar's. Then He saith to 
them : Render therefore to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar's ; and to God, the things 
that are God's. 

TWENTY-THIRD SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST 

Should there be but 23 Sundays after Pentecost, 
the Mass of the 24th is said to-day, and this on the 
preceding Saturday (if it be neither a double nor 
semi-double), in which case it is said on some vacant 
day before it. 

Epistle. Philippians iii, 17, iv 3. Breth- 
ren ; Be followers of me, and observe them 
who walk so as you have our model. For 
many walk, of whom I have told you often, 
(and now tell you weeping), that they are 
enemies of the cross of Christ ; whose end is 
destruction ; whose god is their belly ; and 
whose glory is in their shame ; who mind 
earthly things. But our conversation is in 
heaven ; from whence also we look for the 
Saviour, our Lord Jesus Christ, who will 
reform the body of our lowness, made like to 
the body of His glory, according to the oper- 
ation whereby also He is able to subdue all 
things unto Himself. Therefore, my dearly 
beloved brethren, and most desired, my joy 
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and my crown ; so stand fast in the Lord, my 
dearly beloved. I beg of Evodia, and I be- 
seech Syntyche, to be of one mind in the 
Lord. And I entreat thee also, my sincere 
companion, help those women that have 
laboured with me in the Gospel, with Cle- 
ment and the rest of my fellow labourers, 
whose names are in the book of life. 

Gospel. Matthew ix, 18-26.^ that time : 
As Jesus was speaking to the multitude, 
behold a certain ruler came up, and adored 
Him, saying : Lord, my daughter is even 
now dead ; but come, lay Thy hand upon 
her, and she shall live. And Jesus rising up 
followed him, with His disciples. And behold 
a woman who was troubled with an issue of 
blood twelve years came behind Him, and 
touched the hem of His garment. For she 
said within herself : If I shall touch only His 
garment, I shall be healed. But Jesus turning 
and seeing her, said : Be of good heart, 
daughter, thy faith hath made thee whole. 
And the woman was made whole from that 
hour. And when Jesus was come into the 
house of the ruler, and saw the minstrels and 
the multitude making a rout, He said : Give 
place, for the girl is not dead, but sleepeth. 
And they laughed Him to scorn. And when 
the multitude was put forth, He went in and 
took her by the hand. And the maid arose. 
And the fame hereof went abroad into all 
that country.

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As there cannot be less than 23 nor more than 
28 Sundavs after Pentecost, it is to be observed, 
that the Mass of the 24th is always said on the Sunday 
which immediately precedes Advent. When, there- 
fore, it happens that there are any intervening Sundays 
between the 23rd and the last, the Epistles and Gospels 
are taken from the Sundays which were omitted after 
Epiphany : for instance, if but one Sunday, the Mass 
is of the' 6th after Epiphany: if two, of the 5th and 
' 6th ; if three, of the 4th, 5th and 6th ; and if four, of 
the 3rd, 4th, 5th and 6th. 

TWENTY-FOURTH, or LAST SUNDAY 
AFTER PENTECOST 

Epistle. Colossians i, 9-1 4. Brethren : 
We cease not to pray for you, and to 
beg that you may be filled with the know- 
ledge of the will of God, in all wisdom and 
spiritual understanding : that you may 
walk worthy of God, in all things pleasing; 
being fruitful in every good work, and 
increasing in the knowledge of God : 
strengthened with all might according 
to the power of His glory, in all patience 
and long-suffering with joy, giving thanks 
to God the Father, who hath made us 
worthy to be partakers of the lot of the 
saints in light : who hath delivered us from 
the power of darkness, and hath translated 
us into the kingdom of the Son of His love, 
in whom we have redemption through His 
blood, the remission of sins. 

Gospel. Matthew xxiv, At that 

time : Jesus said to His disciples : When, 
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you shall see the abomination of desolation 
which was spoken of by Daniel the prophet, 
standing in the holy place : he that readeth 
let him understand. Then they that are in 
Judea, let them flee to the mountains, and 
he that is on the housetop, let him not 
come down to take any thing out of his 
house : and he that is in the field, let him 
not go back to take his coat. And woe to 
them that are with child, and that give 
suck in those days. But pray that your 
flight be not in the winter, or on the sab- 
bath. For there shall be then great tribu- 
lation, such as hath not been from the 
beginning of the world until now, neither 
shall be. And unless those days had been 
shortened, no flesh should be saved : 
but for the sake of the elect those days shall 
be shortened. Then if any man shall say 
to you : Lo here is Christ, or there, do not 
believe him. For there shall arise false 
Christs and false prophets, and shall show 
great signs and wonders, insomuch as to 
deceive (if possible) even the elect. Behold 
I have told it to you, beforehand. If there- 
fore they shall say to you : Behold He is 
in the desert, go ye not out : Behold He is 
in the closets, believe it not. For as light- 
ning cometh out of the east, and appeareth 
even into the west : so shall also the coming 
of the Son of man be. Wheresoever the 
body shall be, there shall the eagles also 
be gathered together. And immediately 
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after the tribulation of those days, the sun 
shall be darkened and the moon shall not 
give her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of heaven shall be 
moved : and then shall appear the sign of 
the Son of man in heaven : and then shall 
all tribes of the earth mourn : and they 
shall see the Son of man coming in the 
clouds of heaven with much power and 
majesty. And He shall send His angels 
with a trumpet, and a great voice : and they 
shall gather together His elect from the 
four winds, from the farthest parts of the 
heavens to the uttermost bounds of them. 
And from the fig-tree learn a parable : 
when the branch thereof is now tender, and 
the leaves come forth, you know that 
summer is nigh. So you also, when you shall 
see all these things, know ye that it is 
nigh, even at the doors. Amen I say to you, 
that this generation shall not pass, till 
all these things be done. Heaven and 
earth shall pass, but My words shall not 
pass. 
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PROPER OF SAINTS 

THE IMMACULATE CONCEPTION 

December 8 

Lesson. Prov. viii, 22-35. The Lord 
possessed me in the beginning of His ways, 
before He made anything, from the begin- 
ning. I was set up from eternity, and of 
old, before the earth was made. The depths 
were not as yet, and I was already con- 
ceived ; neither had the fountains of water 
as yet sprung out : the mountains with 
their huge bulk had not as yet been estab- 
lished : before the hills I was brought 
forth : He had not yet made the earth, nor 
the rivers, nor the poles of the world. 
When He prepared the heavens, I was 
present : when with a certain law and 
compass He enclosed the depths : when He 
established the sky above, and poised the 
fountains of waters : when He compassed 
the sea with its bounds and set a law to 
the waters, that they should not pass their 
limits : when He balanced the foundations 
of the earth, I was with Him, forming all 
things, and was delighted every day, play- 
ing before Him at all times, playing in 
the world : and my delights were to be 
with the children of men. Now, therefore, 
ye children, hear me : Blessed are they 
that keep my ways. Hear instruction and 
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be wise, and refuse it not. Blessed is the 
man that heareth me, and that watcheth 
daily at my gates and waiteth at the posts 
of my doors. He that shall find me shall 
find life, and shall draw salvation from the 
Lord. 

^ Gospel. Luke i, 26-28. At that time : 
The Angel Gabriel was sent from God, 
into a city of Galilee, called Nazareth, to 
a virgin espoused to a man whose name was 
Joseph, of the house of David : and the 
name of the virgin was Mary. And the 
Angel being come in, said to her : Hail, 
full of grace, the Lord is with thee ; blessed 
art thou among women. 

ST. PATRICK, AP. AND PATRON 
OF IRELAND 
March 17 

Lesson. Ecclesiasticus xliv, xlv. Behold 
a great priest who in his time pleased God, 
and was found just, and in the time of 
wrath became an atonement. There were 
none found like him in observing the law 
of the Most High. Therefore by an oath 
did the Lord make him great amongst His 
people. He gave him the blessing of all 
nations, and established His covenant on 
his head. He acknowledged him in His 
blessings : ^ He stored up His mercy for 
him ; and He found favour in the eyes of 
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the Lord, (xlv) He exalted him in the sight 
of kings ; and gave him a crown of glory. 
He made with him an eternal covenant : 
and bestowed on him a great priesthood : 
and rendered him blessed in glory. To per- 
form the priestly office, to sing praises to 
the name of God ; and to offer Him precious 
incense for an odour of sweetness. 

Gospel. Matthew xxv, 14-23. At that 
time : Jesus spoke this parable to His 
disciples : A man going into a far country, 
called his servants, and delivered to them 
his goods ; and to one he gave five talents, 
and to another two, and to another one, to 
every one according to his proper ability : 
and immediately he took his journey. And 
he that had received the five talents, went 
his way, and traded with the . same, and 
gained other five. And in like manner he 
that had received the two, gained other 
two. But he that had received the one, 
going his way, digged into the earth and hid 
his lord's money. But after a long time the 
lord of those servants came, and reckoned 
with them. And he that had received the 
five talents coming, brought other five 
talents, saying : Lord, thou didst deliver 
to me five talents, behold I have gained 
other five over and above. His lord said to 
him : Well done, good and faithful servant, 
because thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will place thee over many things : 
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enter thou into the joy of thy lord. And 
he also that had received the two talent3 
came and said : Lord, thou deliverest two 
talents to me : behold I have gained other 
two. His lord said to him : Well done, good 
and faithful servant : because thou hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
place thee over many things : enter thou 
into the joy of thy lord. 

ST. JOSEPH 
March 19 

Lesson. Ecclus. xlv, 1-6. He was beloved 
of God and men, whose memory is in 
benediction ; he made him like the saints 
in glory, and magnified him in the fear of 
his enemies ; and with his words he made 
prodigies to cease ; he glorified him in the 
sight of kings, and gave him command- 
ments in the sight of his people, and shewed 
him his glory ; he sanctified him in his 
faith and meekness, and chose him out of 
all flesh ; for he heard him and his voice, 
and brought him into a cloud ; and he gave 
him commandments before his face, and a 
law of life and instruction. 

Gospel. Matthew i, 18-21. When Mary 
the Mother of Jesus was espoused to Joseph, 
she was found with child of the Holy Ghost. 
Whereupon Joseph her husband, being a 
just man, and not willing publicly to 
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expose her, was minded to put her away 
privately. But while he thought on these 
things, behold the Angel of the Lord 
appeared to him in his sleep, saying, 
Joseph, Son of David, fear not to take 
unto thee Mary thy wife, for that which 
is conceived in her is of the Holy Ghost. 
And she shall bring forth a son, and thou 
shalt call his name Jesus. For he shall save 
his people from their sins. 

SS. PETER AND PAUL 
June 29 

Lesson. Acts xii, 1-11. In those days: 
Herod the king stretched forth his hands 
to afflict some of the church. And he killed 
James, the brother of John, with the sword. 
And seeing that it pleased the Jews, he 
proceeded to take up Peter also. Now it 
was the days of azymes. And when he had 
apprehended him, he cast him into prison, 
delivering him to four files of soldiers to 
be kept, intending, after the pasch, to bring 
him forth to the people. Peter therefore was 
kept in prison. But prayer was made with- 
out ceasing by the church unto God for 
him. And when Herod would have brought 
him forth, the same night Peter was sleep- 
ing between two soldiers, bound with two 
chains : and the keepers before the door 
kept the prison. And behold an angel of 
the Lord stood by him : and a light shined 
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in the room : and he striking Peter on the 
side, raised him up, saying : Arise quickly. 
And the chains fell off from his hands. And 
the angel said to him : Gird thyself, and 
put on thy sandals. And he did so. And he 
said to him : Cast thy garment about 
thee, and follow me. And going out, he 
followed him, and he knew not that it was 
true which was done by the angel : but 
thought he saw a vision. And passing 
through the first and the second ward, they 
came to the iron gate that leadeth to the 
city, which of itself opened to them. And 
going out, they passed on through one 
street : and immediately the angel de- 
parted from him. And Peter coming to 
himself, said : Now I know in very deed, 
that the Lord hath sent His angel, and hath 
delivered me out of the hand of Herod, 
and from all the expectation of the people 
of the Jews. 

^ Gospel. Matthew xvi, 13-19. At that 
time : Jesus came into the quarters of 
Cesarea Philippi : and He asked His dis- 
ciples, saying : Whom do men say that the 
Son of man is ? But they said : Some John 
the Baptist, and other some Elias, and 
others^ Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 
He saith to them : But whom do you say 
that I am ? Simon Peter answered and said : 
Thou art Christ, the Son of the living 
God. And Jesus answering, said to him : 
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Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-jona : because 
flesh and blood hath not revealed it to thee, 
but My Father who is in heaven. And I 
say to thee : That thou art Peter, and 
upon this rock I will build My church, and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against 
it. And I will give to thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven. And whatsoever thou 
shalt bind upon earth, it shall be bound 
also in heaven : and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on earth, it shall be loosed also in 
heaven. 

ASSUMPTION OF THE B. V. MARY 

August 15 

Lesson. Ecclesiasticus xxiv, 11-20. J 
sought rest everywhere, and I shall abide 
in the inheritance of the Lord. Then the 
Creator of all things commanded, and said 
to me : and He that made Me, rested in 
my tabernacle, and He said to me : Let thy 
dwelling be in Jacob, and thy inheritance 
in Israel, and take root in My elect. From 
the beginning, and before the world, 
was I created, and unto the world to come 
I shall not cease to be, and in the holy 
dwelling place I have ministered before 
him. And so was I established in Sion, and 
in the holy city likewise I rested, and my 
power was in Jerusalem. And I took root 
in an honourable people, and in the portion 
of my God His inheritance, and my abode 
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is w the full assembly of saints. I was 
exalted like a cedar in Libanus, and as a 
cypress tree on Mount Sion. I was exalted 
like a ^ palm tree in Cades, and as a rose 
plant in Jericho : as a fair olive tree in the 
plains, and as a plane tree by the water 
in the streets, was I exalted. I gave a sweet 
smell like cinnamon, and aromatical balm : 
I yielded a sweet odour like the best 
myrrh. 

Gospel. Luke x, 38-42. At that time: 
Jesus entered into a certain town : and a 
certain woman named Martha, received 
Him into her house. And she had a sister 
called Mary, who sitting also at the Lord's 
feet, heard His word. But Martha was busy 
about much serving. Who stood and said : 
Lord, hast Thou no care that my sister 
hath left me alone to serve ? Speak to her 
therefore, that she help me. And the Lord 
answering, said to her : Martha, Martha, 
thou art careful, and art troubled about 
many things : but one thing is necessary. 
Mary hath chosen the best part, which 
shall not be taken away from her. 

THE KINGSHIP OF OUR LORD 
Last Sunday in October 

Lesson. Colossians i, 12-20. Brethren : 
We give thanks unto God the Father, 
who hath made us worthy to be partakers 
of the lot of the Saints in light, who hath

delivered us from the power of darkness, 
and hath translated us into the Kingdom 
of the Son of His love, in whom we have 
redemption through His blood, the remis- 
sion of sins ; who is the image of the invisible 
God, the first-born of every creature ; for 
in Him were all things created in heaven, 
and on earth, visible and invisible, whether 
thrones, or dominations, or principalities, or 
powers, all things were created by Him 
and in Him, and He is before all, and in 
Him all things consist. And He is the 
head of the body, the Church, who is the 
beginning, the first-born from the dead ; 
that in all things He may hold the primacy ; 
because in Him it hath well pleased the 
Father that all fulness should dwell ; and 
through Him to reconcile all things unto 
Himself, making peace through the blood 
of His cross, both as to the things on earth, 
and the things that are in heaven, in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 

Gospel. John xviii, 33-37. that time : 
Pilate said unto Jesus, Art Thou the King 
of the Jews ; Jesus answered : Sayest thou 
this of thyself, or did others tell it thee of 
Me ? Pilate answered : Am I a Jew ? Thine 
own nation and the chief priests have deli- 
vered Thee unto me ; what hast Thou done ? 
Jesus answered : My kingdom is not of this 
world. If My kingdom were of this world, 
My servants would indeed fight, that I might 
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not be delivered to the Jews ; but now is My 
kingdom not from hence. Therefore Pilate 
said unto Him : Art Thou a King then ? 
Jesus answered : Thou sayest, because I am a 
King. For this was I born, and for this 
cause came I into the world, that I might 
bear witness to the truth. Every one that 
is of the truth heareth My voice.

days : Behold I, John, saw another angel 
ascending from the rising of the sun, having 
the sign of the living God ; and he cried 
with a loud voice to the four angels, to whom 
it was given to hurt the earth and the sea, 
saying : Hurt not the earth, nor the sea, 
nor the trees, till we sign the servants of 
our God in their foreheads. And I heard 
the number of them that were signed, an 
hundred forty-four thousand were signed, 
of every tribe of the children of Israel.

After this I saw a great 
multitude, which no man could number,
